Chriſtendom, (atleaſt, the moſt general, 
as the Latin, Italian, French, &c. ) yet 
never gained any: Proſelyte, where the 
Sword, its moſt forcible, and ſtrongeſt 
argument hath not prevailed: And in- 
deed the greateſt DoQors of their Reli- 
gion have never alledged any thing for 
the truth thereof 3 but the ſucceſs of their 
Wats, and greatneſs of their Empire, 


than which nothing is more fallacious : 


for that which both in former, and theſe 
latter Ages hath been common to the bad 
with the good, cannot be a certain evidence 
of the jultice of a Cauſe, or the truth of 
Religion. 

Thou ſhalt find it of ſo rude, and in- 
congruous a compolure,ſo farced with con- 
traditions, blaſphemies, obſcene ſpeeches, 
and ridiculous fables, that ſome modeſt, 
and more rational Mahometans have thus 


excuſed it; that their Prophet wrote an 


hundred and twenty thouland ſayings, 
whereof three thouſand only are good, 
the reſidue (as the impoſſibility of the 
Moons falling into his ſleeve, the Con- 
verſion and Salvation of the Devils, and 
the like ) are falſe and ridiculous. Yet 
is the whole eſteemed fo ſacred, that up- 
on the Cover thereof 1s inſcribed — Lez 
none touch it but he who is clean, Ner are the 
vulgar permitted to read it, but live and 
die in an implicite faith of what their 
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To the Chriſtian Reader, 
Prieſts deliver; which indeed "(Cas faith

| ment of its -iniquity :- For that: Merchan- cjr;p. - 
diſe ray juſtly be '{uſpe&ted, which 'will 
\ not be ſold, unleſs unſeen * and (though 
| all Men arenot alike: perſpicacious in the 
' knowledge, and diſcerning of things, fone 
; by arrogancy, and vain conceit of them- 
ſelves, others by afteAtion; Some by cu- 
| ſtom, being drawn into error: yet ſhould 
we believe that the way to eternal life 
canriot be underſtood by them, who with: 
out any reſpect of profit or preferment, 
ſeek 1t, ſubmitting themſelves, with all 
they have, to God, . imploring ..hus aſlt- 
ſtance, we ſhould fin againſt his infinite 
goodneſs. Therefore ( Chriſtian Reader ) 
though ſome, conſcious of their own in- 
ſtability in Religion, and ot theirs (too 
like Turks 1n this ) whole proſperity and 
opinions they follow, were unwiiling 
this ſhould ſee the Preſs, yet am I confi- 
dent, if thou haſt been ſo true a votary 
to orthodox Religion, as to keep thy felt 
untainted of their follies, this {ſhall not 
hurt thee : And as for thoſe of that

Verſes, that contain his ordinances and fables, 
without obſer vation either of the conſequence, 
or connexion of the diſcourſe, which 1s the 


cauſe that thou ſhalt find in this Book, a mul- 


titude of incongruous pieces, and divers.re- 


petitions of the ſame things, It hath been 


expounded by many Mahometan Dottors, their 
expoſition being as ridiculous as the Text ; 
T hey affirm the original of the Alcoran #6 be 
written upon 4 T able, kept in Heaven, 'that 


the Angel Gabriel brou2ht this Copy to Ma- 


homet, who could neither write nor read, 
and ſtile him Prophet, or Apoſtle, in hoxonr. 
Thou ſhalt find at beginning of ſome Chapters 


letters of the Arabick Alphabet, which ſome © 


Men will not expound: They fear to utter 


things that may diſpleaſe their falſe Prophet : 


Moſt of their Dottors affirm thoſe letters to 


be the firſt letters of the Names of God. Thou 


{halt find the expoſition in this verſion : Thou 
wilt wonder that ſuch abſurdities have in- 


 fefted the beſt part of the World, and wilt 


avouch, that the knowledde of what is con- 
tained in this Book, will render that Law con« 
terptible.

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SUMMARY 


Religion of the Turks. 


HE Turks believe one ſole God, in 
| one {ole Perſon, Creator of Hea- 
ven and Earth, the rewarder of the good, 
and puniſher of the wicked ; who hath 
created Paradiſe for the recompence of the 
righteous, and Hell for the laft puniſh- 
ment of crimes. They believe that Maho- 
met was 2 very great Prophet, whom God 
ſent intothe World to teach men the way 
of ſalvation, and call themſelves Maſa!- 
mans, that is to ſay, recommended to 
God, or ſaved. 

They believe the Decalogue of Moſes. 
and are obliged to obſerve it; they cele- 
brate Friday as the Chriſtians Sunday, that 
day they aſſemble 1a Temples at noon, to 


pray. _ 
They 


dares — £44 
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They are obliged to pray five times a 
day, viz, in the morning, at noon, at the 7 
evening, when the Sun ſetteth, and an 7 
hour within night. | 

They faſt the Month, or Moon, which } 
they call Ramazan; during this Month, | 
they neither drink nor eat all the Day, ! 
until the:Sun be ſet, but in the Night-drink ? 
and eat, acca;dingtotheir appetites, Fleſh ' 
and Fiſh, except the Fleſh of Swine, and |: 
Wine, that is at all times forbidden them : 
after this faſt they have the feaſt of great 
Biirap, as the Chriſtians Eaſter after Lent. 
They are great founders of Temples, and 


Hoſpitals, .and are obliged to give tothe 


poor the firſt day of the year, thetith of 
what they have gained during the prece- 
ding year. 

They believe, that after being well 
waſht, ſaying ſome prayer appropriate to 
chat Ceremony ; they:have alſo the Soul 
purified from all Filthineſs and Sin, which 
15 the cauſe that they waſh and bath often, 
eſpecially before they-pray. _ 

They have no Sacrament, but Circum- 
ciſion ; they cauſe their Children to be 
circumciſed at the age. of ſeven or eight 
years; and when they can pronounce 
theſe words La 7tha-illa allha Mehemet 
raſoul allha, that 1s, There 1s but one God, 
Mahomet 1s his Prophet and Apoſtle; this 
is their profeſſion of faith ; ads: 45

there is no mention af Circumciſion in all 
| the Alcoran; they ay they obſerve it in 
7 imitation of Abraham, whoſe Law is re- 
{ commended to them by Mabomer : they 
7 believe that the Al/coraz was brought to 
! him at ſeveral timesby the Angel Gabrze!, 
; inthe City of Mecca, and that of Medina, 
{ becauſe the Jews and Chriſtians had alte- 
=__— Holy Scriptures, and the Law of 
7 God. 

] Theyarepermitted to have four Wives, 
married at the ſame time, and as many 
| Concubines as they are able to main- 
can. 

They can put away their Wives when 
they think fit, paying them what they 
promiſed them in contra of marriage, 
and marry againat their pleaſure ; but the 
Women are bound to tarry until they are 
allured that they are not with Child be- 
fore they marry again, and their Husbands 
are obliged to keep, and take the care 
of the Children. The Children which 
they have by their flavesareindifterently 
eſteemed with thoſe of their Wives, and 
axe all held as legitimate. 

— They have Temples, Colleges, and 
Hoſpitals well revenued ; they have co- 
vents of Religious, that live exemplarily ; 
obey their Superiours without contradiQi- 
on, and dance after the ſound of Flutes 
and other inſtruments when they make 
their prayers. They 
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They have moreover another ſort of Re. 
ligious Vagabonds through the World, 
clothed like fools of that Country ; they} 
often go naked, and cut their skin in many 
places, are held to be holy perſons, and 


live by alms, which are never refuſed 
them ; both the one and the other ſort of 
Religious are called Dervis,they are known 
by their habit, and can retireand marry 
when they pleaſe. al 

They deny Jeſus Chriſt to be God, or 
the Son of God; neither believe they in 
the Holy Trinity: they ſay that Jeſus 
Chriſt was a great Prophet, born of the 
Virgin Mary, a Virgin both before and 
after her delivery ; that he was concetved 
by divine inſpiration, or by a divine breaeh, 
without a father, as Adi was created 
without a Mother ; that he was not cruci- 
fed, that God took him 1nto Heaven, and 
that he ſhall come again on earth at the 
end of the World to conhrm the Law 
of Mahow:t ; they likewile afhirm thar the 
Jews thinking to crucifie Jeſus Chriſt , 
crucified a man among them that reſem- 
bled him. 

They pray to God tor the Dead, they 
invoke their Saints, of whom they have 
a large Legend, nevertheleſs they believe 
not Purgatory; and many among them 
imagine that the Soul and body remain to- 
gether in the grave uatil the day.of Judg- 
ment, They 


They have Meccs and Medi, that are 
two Cities of Arabia, in great veneration, 
becauſe Mahomet was born at Mecca, and 
buriedat Medina : they make thither great 
pilgrimages, and believe that Land to be 
Holy : They bear likewiſe ſingular reſpe& 
to the City of Feru/alem, for that it hath 
been the Birth-place , and habitation of 
many Prophets. 

They uſe no Clocks ; at the hour of their 
prayers their Prieſts aſcend the higheſt part 
of a Tower, that 1s in a corner of the Tem- 
ple, and with a loud voice call the peo- 
ple to prayer, ſinging prayers, compoſed 
for that purpoſe. 
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W/* the Conſuls, Governors, Pro- 
Y teftors, and Defenders of the 
Priviledges , Freedoms , and Liberties 
of the (ity of Marfeillis; do certifie, 
and atteſt to all to whom it ſhall ap- 
pertam, that Mr. Andrew du Ryer, 
Lord Malezair , Gentleman wm 
Ordinary of the King's Chamber , and 
heretofore ( onfſul to his Majeſty in E- 
[ gypt, hath executed the charge for the

to fortune, or after the barbarous cuſtom 
of the Arabians, fold him to. the I/mactve 
Merchants, who expoſing him to ſale in 
the Markets, he was purchaled by Abde- 
monople, a4 wealthy Merchant ; He after 


ſome obſervation , and experience of his 


wit and induſtry, withdrew him from the 
common drudgery of a {lave, to employ 
him with his other Fattors in Commerce, 
and finding him apt for thoſe Aﬀairs, gave 
him the condutt of his Camels into Syra, 


. Egypt, Perſia, and elſewhere. By which, 


in a ſhort time, he became ſo expert in Mis 
Trade, that as he encreaſed the wealth 
and profit of his Maſter, ſo he gained his 
good will and aftection. 

At that time Heraclius being Emperor 
of the Eaſt, and the ſeamleſs Coat of the 
Church torn by variety of Sedts, and He- 
refies, the Biſhops and Governors in Cox- 
ftantinople juſtly tearing Divine vengeance, 
by reaſon of the Neſtorian Herelie, which, 
with that of the Monothelites, began afreſh 
to infe& their Clergy, deliberated on ſome 
Eccleſiaſtical cenſure againſt them : When 
Sergins a Monk, and Sectary of Neſtorins, 
conſcious of his error, and dreading the 
puniſhment, fled ſecretly into Arabia, and 
tound retreat and entertainment with 46- 
aemonople, the Maſter of Mahomet, where 
finding ſlender hopes of propagating his 
infectious Herelie ( the Family being Pa- 


gon)

J gans ) and lelsof overthrowing his oppo- 
2 ſites in Religions, he reſolved to take re- 


venge. on Chriſtianity ir ſelf, and to that 
effect began to practiſe on Mahomet, as a 
{ubject prepared to receive the impreſſion 
of his deſign. 

In the mean time, Aba-monople died, his 
Riches being augmentcd through the care 
and induſtry of Mahowet,who having before 
in{inuated into the favour of his Miſtris 
Ajiſa, by Preſents of rare Toys, procured 
in his Travels, by them, or through Sor- 
cery ( of which he was held guilty, and 
laboureth to purge himſelf in his 4/coran) 
lo charmed her aFeQtion that of her ſlave, 
he was advanced to be Lord both of her 
Perſon and Fortunes. 

Being thus grown opulent, he fome- 
time continued his Trade, but then willing 
to take eaſe, as he had, during the Voy- 
ages through ſeveral Countries, been a 
ſeeker, and inquiſitive concerning the di- 
verſity of Religions profeſſed through the 
Univerſe ; ſo now (though irreſolute which 
to follow ) he rejected all, as vain, and 
fooliſh, except Judaiſm and Chriſlianity; 
and approving the latter as the beft, ac- 
cordingly framed his life, a{ſuming a ſpe- 
cious form of SanQimony, which bred ad- 
miration in them that confidered his 
former Education, and gave hima repute 
above his expeCtation. But this halty 
Fruit

Fruit was ſoon corruptcd, and with the 
touch of Ambition (like the Apples of | 
Sodom ) loon vaniſhed into ſtink and fil- 
thinels. 

For Sergizs, as ſubtile, as malicious, ob- 
ſerving his diſpoſition, and wethal, after 
ſome diſcourſe concerning the two Religi- 
ons , of both which he tound him excel- 
lently ignorant, feeing it no difficulty to 
diftill into him the poylon of his Hereſie, 
eaſily perſwaded him, That Fefus Chrift 
was but Man ſimply, that for the merit 
of his vertues he was held as Deihed: 
that the ſufferings of his death were but 
humane inventions; that he was tranfſ- 
ported from this lite toan immortal, and 
glorious, by another way than that of 
Death ; That there is but one God, in one 
Perſon; ſo that the Faith of che Chriſti- 
ans is vain, and invented, and that of the 
Jews too looſe, ard lean, through their 
own obitinacy. "That the 4rabians being 
a dull and ignorant people, inclining net- 
ther t5 the one nor the other, but all ( as 
many as had been touched with the fame 
of his new ſanctity ) admiring his perfeCti- 
ons; The Jews and Chriſtians being like- 
wile enemies to each other, and the Chr:- 
/tians at variance among themſelves; He 
might 1n that juncture of affairs, aſſume 


| the title of a Prophet ſent from God, to 


diſabuſe the one, and'the other, and fave 
the

the World by another Law. This Coun- 
ſel of Serg4us took rhe delired efet, and 
AM.homet's thoughts, before enflamed with 
his new-gotten wealth, and fame, now 
entertained more ardent deſires of being 
eſteemed a Prophet, looking upon all o- 
ther attributes of Religion, and ſanCity, 
as vile and abject. 

To this effect, on a ſudden he retires 
' to a ſolitary Cave, not far diſtant from 
| Mecca, while Sergius proclaimed the vain 
| perieCtions of his Life, and filled the ears of 
the people with the noiſe of his deſervings. 
{ The term of two years expired, Mahomet 
| again appears to the World, and as 
newly returned from the Oracles of Hea- 
ven, fſtileth himſelf a Prophet ſent from 
God, who willing through his mercy , 
to withdraw him from that precipice of 
his everlaſting ruine, and admoniſh him of 
his error, afflicted his body with the fal- 
| ling ſickneſs, which Mahomet, inſtead of 
| repenting, made an advantage to Pro- 
{ move his wicked deſign. For his Wife 
| lamenting to lee her felt yoaked to one {o 
diſealed, and tormented with an hideous 
inbrmity, he excuſed it, and ealily wrought 
in her a belici, that being conſtrained 
frequently to converſe with the "Angel 
i Gabrzel, his frail body, unable to abide 
] the ſplendor of his heavenly preſence, fell 
{ into thar diſtemper, and at the departure 
| of 
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of the Divine Ambaſſador, recovered its 
former condition. His Wite believing | 
this, was not wanting todivulge the rare 
qualities of her husband , his admirable 
fanCtity, and frequent converſe with the 
Angel, which gained him rhe eſteem of | 
a Prophet in his own houſe, and reverence | 
among his Neighbours. | 
That this Intant-repute of his Holineſs | 
might be the better ſtrengthned , Maho- þ 
zz thought it requiſite to promulgate | 
ſome Chapters of his Alcoran (as a Re- 
monltrance of his Commiſſion ) which as 
he ſaw occalion, he ſhaped (though 1ll- 
tavouredly ) to his deſigns, giving our | 
that he recerved them from the Angel Ga- 
briel, as the Counſel and precepts of God, 
who for that he had not faved Men, et- 
ther by the Law of Azo/es, the Pſalms of 
David, or the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, did 
now promuile them infallible Salvation by || 
the means of the Alcoran, which though | 
rudely, yet cunningly contrived, as com- 
plying with the looſe humor of the A4ra- } 
btans, enjoyning nothing ſtrict or bur- | 
thenſome, bur leaving all to liberty; as | 
the ſole means to allire them to a belief 
of 1t, induced firſt the Parents and al- 
lies of his Wife, then the more 1gnorant 
and meaner ſort to embrace it, and eſteem 
Mz:hozt as the Meſſenger of God ſent to | 
guide them 1nto eternal feltcity, and the | 
: enjoy - 
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enjoyment of Paradiſe, which the eaſier 
to enſnare them, he teigned ro be full of 
| ſach pleaſures as fall under ſenſe, and a 
plentiful fruition of thoſe delights, that 
in thoſe more barren and deſert parts of 
Arabia they exceedingly wanted, » 

| Having thus drawn to his devotion, a 
| numerous, though vulgar party of the 
{ people, whoin opinion of his Prophetical 
| Function were prompt to his obedience ; he 
| thought 1t altogether as eaſie to obtain a 
Kingdom, as he had found it not difficult 
to attain to theritle of a Prophet ; and to 
efteQ this, having before, under pretence 
of Retormation of Religion, gained many 
followers, while more food as lookers 
on, not at all regarding that Decoy ; he 
reſolved to yoak to it that other concomi- 
* tantin popular diſturbances, liberty, pro- 
ciaiming it tobe the will of God, thar all 
Men ſhould enjoy it, and that the Edit 
might be firſt obeyed in his own family, 
enfranchized his Slave, called Zeias. 

This bait, as it inhaunced his fame, ſo 
it added to his retinue ; for as multitudes, 
attecting novelty, and a mutation of con- 
dition, daily added themſelves to his party-; 
ſo ſlaves from all parts of Arabia forſook 
their Maſters, and fled to him as their Re- 
deemer,and embraced his Law,as the means 
of their ſalvation. Theſe through a fond con- 
ccit of his piety, ready to ſacrifice their lives 

at 
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at hi, command, he divided into troops, 
and ſent to rob the Caravzens of Merchants 
that travelled through the deſarts ; and 
by this means, having «dded to his trea- 
{ſure by {poil; anc his retinue d-1!y encrea- 
ſing by a multitide of Fugitives and Va- 
gabonds, who by reaſon of this liberty, 
to act any viliany, reſorted to him ; he 
at length took up thoughts oi imploying 
them in the confirmation of his_ Lavy, 
which he knew to be the ready way” to his 
eſtabliſhment, in that power to which. he 
alpired. 

To this purpoſe, he marcheth with his 
Troops towards Me4iza ( the place of hts 
Birth and Burial ) to preach in a Synagogre 
of Jews there inhabiting. Theſe leſs ſtupid 
than the Arabians, could not endure his 
impoſtures, and inſtead of believing, did 
handſomly beat him, and drive his train 
from the Town, This repulle rather irrita- 
ting than territying him, he drew all his 
force into the field, and affailed the F-ws 
in two ſeveral conflicts ; in one of which, 
by a wound on the face with a {word, that 
broke out his fore teeth, He ſigned the Ar- 
ticles of his Law with his Blood, and con- 
tinued a long time as dead in a ditch ; but 


being reſcued by his Slayes., and recovered 
of his wound, he again {ought and van- 
quiſhed them , and converted their Syna- 
g0gUC1ntoa Temple, for his own ule, 


The 
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The fame of his exploits increaſing , 
with the number of his SeQtaries ( to whom 
ſome Princes, and eminent perſons of the 
Country began to encline,giving him their 
Daughters in Marriage) awakened the 
Nobles of Mecca, particularly the family 
of Coreis, who wiſely judging a new form 
of Religion, propagated by a new way, 
force of arms, mult inevitably introduce a 
new Government, of which Myhozet, of 
baſe and obſcure beginnings, would be chief, 
as the Author, oppoſed thernſelves to his. 
deſigns, expelled all luch as ſeemed to fa- 
vour him out of the City, and ſeveral 
times gave him battel ; in which. he fo va- 
ltzantly deported himſelf,that though he was 
ſometimes put to the worſt, yet he more 
often prevailed ; and giving freedom to 
{uch prifoners as would embrace his Law, 
incorporated them into lis Army, ttrength. 
ning himſelt, and weakning his enemies. 
Being in fine a compleat Conqueror in the 
fneld ; he affaulted che Ciry of Acc, took 
it, and after ſome {laughter of the Nobi- 
Itty, bis enemies , proclaimed impunity 
toall that would acknowledge him a Pro- 
phet of God, by whoſe favour ( as he aftir- 
med). and appointment , not by his own 
valour, he had attained to that honor. Af- 
ter this proclamation , many for fear of 
preſent danger, and apprehenſion of ruture 
bondage, more out of 1gnorance, mt. 

CCC 
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ced his belief, and he enjoyed the vain feli- 
city, to ſee himſelf General of an Army, 
Lord of a vaſt Country, and to be eſtee- 
med, and reverenced as a Prophet. 

About that time Heractius the Empe» 
ror, diſpoſing himſelf rather to improve 
the Hereſie of the Mororhelites, than tode- 
fend the Confines of the Empire, not only 
permitted Mahomet to domineer in Ara- 
bia, but gave advantage to Cofroes , the 
Perſian King , to invade his dominions - 
but at length awakened by the alarms 
of ſo puiſſant an Enemy, levied a ſtrong

their People ſo called from their inhabiting the 
—_— Defart ) to his aſſiſtance. The Perſian van- 
Sher quiſhed, and the Saracens expeRing the 
inhabit. falarie of their labours, and with ſome 
See 2nds jimportunity demanding it, were anſwe- 
red , that the Emperor had not ſufficient 
Treaſure to pay the Chriffiav Troops, 
and therefore thoſe Heathen Dogs muſt 
attend the conveniency of their Prince. 
Incenſed by this contempt , they retired 
and marched by the way of 4frick, where 
finding Mahomet bufie to enlarge  hjs 
Power ; he. aggravated their diſcontents, 
affirming it to be the will of God, that 
all Men ſhould enjoy their Liberty, that 
God was offended ar their oppreſſions, and 
willed them to oppoſe the tyranny of the 
Chriſtians, and that whoſoever dicd in 5age

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holy War, his ſoul ſhould be inſtantly.tran- o * 
ſported to Paradiſe, Thele motives raiſed 
them to a reſolution of making defeQion ; | 
{0 that they eletted MMahomer their Gene- 
ral, who incontinently deprived the Em. 
peror Heyaclius of his Tribute, and his 
Officers ( who were flain in demanding 
it )of their lives. After this a&, the whele 
Province, with that of Egypt, revolted, 
and the people generally eſteeming the fuc- 
celsof Mahomet's arms / which he was di- 
Hhgent to employ) as a ſure teſtimony of 
the goodneſs of his Cauſe , embraced his 
Religion. | 
© Heraclias having neglected to ſtrangle 
this rebellion 1n its birth, endeavoured to 
extinguiſh it, being now grown to con- 
liderable ſtrength ; and to that end ſent an 
Aritiy under the conduct of 7 heodoſors 
his Favorite ; his Army was twice over- 
thrown, the General ſlain, and the Mz- 
hometans purſuing. their victories , took 
from the Greeks, the Countries of Egypr, 
Syria, and other Provinces of Africa, where 
Mahomet encreaſed his Triumphs and 
eretted his Trophies. | 
Being now grown impotent , rather 
through his inordinate life, than burthen 
of years, he retired full of glory, as @ 
King and Prophet, to Mecca, where he re- 
{olved to end his days, having affirmed it

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the World : 25 that wherein ſtood the Tem- 
ble of Abraham, built miraculouſly by 
Anzels, tobe the SanQuary of all that re- 
pair thither in Pilgrimage. And therefore 
it was, that when he had by his Armies 
taken the City of A4ztioch, he durit not 
enter into itin perfon, leſt by the delight- 
ful and fertile ſituation of it, he ſhould 
have been enticed to deſert Mecca, and 
contradict his own Prophecy. His. life 
now drawing toa period, a Pleurifie furprt- 
zed him ; On the ſeventh day, for Criſis of 
his diſeaſe, he became frantick. Hay, 
one of his ſucceſſors, aftoniſht at his d)- 
ſemper and frenzy, not eſteeming it one 
of the rare qualities of a Prophet, and Re- 
deemer ( as he ſtiled himſelf) of ſo much 
People, derided him, yet willing to conti- 
nue his Law,that he might inherit his Pow- 
er, carefully concealed it, and-according 
to Ins commands ( yet living ) watched 
his Body after his deceaſe. For he told 
his followers that he ſhould riſe again the 
third day, and aſcend to Heaven. They 
obſerved this, and guarding his Corps 
tour days entire, with impatient expeQa- | 
tion of his RefurreQion, were at length 
compelled, by reaſon of its putrefaQton, | 
to take him up, and bury him at Medina, 
where his Reliques are annually viſited | 
by the ſuperſtitious Pilgrims of his Re-|

Thus 
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Earth to crow : This Angel recommended 
him to another, he to a third, and ſo one 
to another, until he came.to the Heaven, 
where God kept his reſidence. God cour- 
teouſly received him, asked him how his 
People did, how they entertained his Law, 
and familiarly laid his Hand upon his 
Shoulder,which was ſocold, that it pierced 
to the marrow of his Back-bone. God 
had ſoon done with him, only telling him

E but the 4rab/azs of his time requiring him 
to do as much in their view, he (unwik 
_ ling to take again fo long a Journy ) re- 
plied, Praiſedi'be God, Fam Man, and an

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Apaſtle. He had other ſhights, which in 
fGght of the People, by Art or Sorcery, 
he performed , and they ſtupidly belie- 
ved, and entertained as Miracles: as a 
Pigeon being by him taught to come and 
pick a Peaſe out of his Ear, he told chem 
it was the Holy Ghoſt that came «co tell 
him what God” would have him: do; ſo 
an Ox brought him a Chapter of the 4/- 
coran upon his Horns, 1n a full Adembly. 
He likewiſe perſwaded them, that being 
at dinner at the Houſe of one that pre- 
tended to be his Friend ( who had an in- 
tent to poyſon him, or he at leaſt was 
ſo informed) a ſhoulder of Mutton fſer- 
ved in to the Table, forewarned him that 
he ſhould not eat of it; and though ma- 
ny were preſent, none but he heard or un- 
derſtood the Language iof the Mutton, 
and yet he permitted one of his deareſt 
Friends to eat of it, and die impoyſoned. 
Such, and many of the like nature were 
his Miracles: As the bowing of Trees, | 
ſhaken by ſome ſudden guſt of Wind ; 

. the howling of Wolves, and braying of 
Aﬀes, which is their Language, deſiring | 
Mahomet to pray for them ; and he Pro- | 
phetically underſtanding, as religiouſly 
periormed. His cuſtom was often to in- | 
culcate into the Ears of his Auditors, that 
God gave bim commiſſion to fulfil his | 
SE BR own | 
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own deſires in all things ;- and to that pur- 
poſe introduceth God ſpeaking to him. 
' To thee, O Prophet! It is permitted to 
lie with all Women that are given thee, 
or thou doſt purchaſe, thy Aunts and 
Kindred, and all good Women that free- 
ly. deſire thy company ; and this is taw- 
ful for theealone. His Iſſue was one one- 

ly Son, called Cafim, who died before him, 
_ and many Davghters; F«tione the eldeſt 
(in high eſteem at this day among the 


Arabians, and honoured as the royal root. 


of Aber Alabecy) was Wite fo Haly. Zei- 
zeb the ſecond, was married to O/mer, af- 
ter Son to Mahuvias, and perhaps to both 
{ucceſſively, for they both ſucceeded in the 
— Empire of Arabia; to her is attributed 
the original of the other Family of Aber 
Humeia. Imiaultim and No are di- 
verſly mgationed by the moſt faithful Hi- 
ſtorians; ſome delivering them as his 
. Daughters, others as his near Kindred. On 
the Seal which he uſed, were engraven 
theſe words, Mahomet, Meſſenger of God. 
Heaven ordained him to be a ſcourge for

2. Is there more danger in reading the 
Alcoran, than 1n reading the Errors of an- 
cient and modern Hereticks ? ſurely Ter- 
tullian, Ireneus, Epiphanius, Auſtin, and 0- 
ther Fathers were not of this opinion, 
who have left upon record to poſterity, the 
damnable Herefies of Arians, Entychians, 
Neſftorians, Macedonians, and others : and 
in the Alcoraz there are not ſuch danger- 
ous errors as among the Tetratheites, Ange- 
lites, and Theodoſiays, who held there were 
four Gods, or the Tritheites, whoaffirmed 
there were three, or the Gzoſticks, Mani- 
cheans, Cerdonians, Marcienites, who main- 
tained there were two contrary gods, the 
one good, the other bad, whereas the 4. 
coran lets down there is but one true God ; 
and although it denieth with Ar:as, the 
Divinity of Chriit, yet it holds him a great 
Prophet ; nor doth it ſpeak ſo blaſphe- 
mouſly of Chriſt as the S:m20niavs , who 
held Simoz Magus; or the Ophites, and 
Manicheans, who aid , the Serpent was 
Chriſt ; or Mezazder, who athrmed him- 
{elf to be Chriſt, and the Saviour of the 
World. Beſides; Are not the damnable 
Hereſies of the modern Famzliſhs , wan 
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deny Chriſt's. Divinity,” making as: many 
Chriſts as. there be illummated Elders 
in their Congregations'? are not alſo the 
Hereſlies of the Socinians, Anti-trinitarians, 
Adamites, Servetians, Antiſabbatarians, and 
many others expoſed to the view of all that 
will read them ? why then 'may not the 


' Alcoran ? Beſides, are Men debarred from 


reading the Greek and Latize Poets? nay, 
are not many of them: tranſlated into our 
Engliſh tongue ? as alſo the modern Hiſto- 
ries of the Eaſt and Weſt [na:es, where- 
in are more damnable Tenets than any in 
the Alcoran, and they who have read the 
Fewiſh Talmud, and Cabala, will find them 
as ridiculous pieces as the Alcora. 

3. If there were any lovelineſs, beauty, 
excellency, or any thing elle in the A/corar 
that might win the mind, and draw the af-

or any loveline they find jm '1t, but partly 
out” of fear , beihg forced" by: rhe'Sword, 
Sadly out of a prepoſterqus deſire of I. 
Berty. and. preferment, and. partly. out of 
FPnorance , as not being {uttered to gg 
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the Scriptures, nor to hear Philoſophy, by

9. In reading of the Alcoran, though it 
be, as Cato ſaid of the three Roman Embiſſ.:- 
dors, that were to go to Arntiochys, headlels, 
heartleſs and footlels, the one being maimed 
in his head, the ſecond a fool, and the third 
lame in his Feet : I fay, though it be wirch- 
out head or tail, as we ule to ſpeak, being 
immethodical and confuled, contradictory 
in many things, written ina rude Language, 
the Author himſelt being no Linguilt or 
Scholar, nay, not able ro read or write, 
though alſo it conlilt of lyes and ſentlels 
follizs, yet this benefit we may reap; I 
lay, in reading of it, that we {hall be tor- 
& ced 
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ced to admire: and praiſe the goodneſs of 
God towards us Chriſtians who having 
{uffered a great part of the World to fit in 
the valley of the ſhadow of death, to be 
oppreſſed with Cimmerian, yea more than 
palpable Eeyptiaz darkneſs, hath placed 
us in the Temple, where we have the 
Golden Candleſtick of his Word, and a 
clearer and more durable Lamp than that 
of Salomen's Te.: ple, yea even the Sun of 
righteouſneſs ſhining upon us in the land 
of Grſhea, whileſt a great part of the 
World doth follow the Antichriſtian 
beaſt, we follow the Lamb upon mount 
Sion 3 While they hear the voice of Sa- 
tyres, Oſtriches, and Schrich Owls, we 
hear the voice of the Turtle, and the 
Songs of Sion 1n ovr own Land: whillt 
they feed on husks with Swine, anddrink 
the corrupted puddles of Mahomet's in- 
ventions, we are fed with Angels food, 
and ear cceleſtial-Manna, and drink-of the | 
pure river of life clear as cryital: Again, 
we may tremble at the reading of this 
Alcoran , when we conlider the ſeverity 
of God's Judgments, and the fierceneſs of 
his anger, who for the contempt. of his 
Goſpel , in thoſe Countries where 1a- 
homet 1s worſhipped, hath ſuffered ſo many 
mitlions of people to be deluded, blinded, 
abuled, and inliaved by that falſe Prophet, | 
to believe his Iyes , and by _— the |

ſiveet Evangelical Manna, to deyour 
greedily the poyſonaþle Quails of his 
doCtrine, and with it the wrathof God 
which hath faln on them whilſt the fleſk 
is between their teeth, ſo that chey muſt 
needs periſh everlaſtingly. Who would 
have thought that thoſe Countreys which 
were honoured by God's own preſence, by 
the Oracles of the Prophets, by the pre- 
ſence, miracles, and preaching of Chriſt, 
by the planting of the Apoſtles, by the 
blood of ſo many Martyrs, ſhould be thus 
beſotted, and enſlaved by the tyranny of 
this grand Impoſtor ? When we think on 
thoſe things , let us work out our falva- 
tion with fear and trembling, and let him 
who thinks he ſtandeth, take heed leſt he 
fall : they were not greater ſinners than 
we, therefore doubtleſs except we repent 
we ſhall all likewiſe periſh; the remiſſneſs 
of Heraclius Government, his falling into 
the Hereſie of the Mozothelites , the con- 
tempt of the* Goſpel, the lighting of the 
Paſtors, the wickedneſs of the people, 
the continual Schilſms, rents, jars, and 
diviſions of their Churches, were both 
the cauſes and occaſions of theſe miſe- 
ries which have faln upon them; let 
us take heed then we be not partakers of 
their ſins, leſt we allo partake of their 
plagues, 
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10. The reading of the A4/:sra, will 
enable us to beat Mahomet with his own 
weapons, tocut oft the head of this Go/r4h 
with his own Sword, and to wound this 
unclean bird with quills pickr our of his 
own wings, for even unwittingly and un-

the mind, ſo is Ckritt the Ward ct his 
Father, cocrernsl with the I arher ; he era 
bliſheth alfo the Articie ct Chri:?*s Concep- 
tion and Naniviny, aiming hie to be 
conceived by the Hoiv Gho:7, ::d dera of 
the Virgin May. whom be conte:icth ro 
have been a pure Yirem, boil tetore and 
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after Chriſt's birth : ſo he confirms the Ar- 
ticle of Chriſt's aſcenſion into Heaven , 
and divers other points of Chriſtianity, to 
whom we are more beholding for his re- 
verend eſteem of Chriſt, than the Jeu's 
who revile and blaſpheme him. 

1. In reading the Alcoran, though we 
find much dung, yet in it we ſhall meet 
with ſome gold, as, Y:rgz/ did in readin 
of Enniug his Verles. /op*s Cock und 
a' precious ſtone in a dunghil; where is 
much droſs, ſome pure metal will be 
found ; even ſo in the dirt of the 41/coray 
you ſhall find ſome jewels of Chriſtian 
. Vertues ; and indeed if Chriſtians will but 
diligently read and obſerve the Laws and 
Hiſtories of the Mahometars, they may 
bluſh to ſee how zealous they are in the 
works of devotion, piety , and charity, 
how devout, cleanly, and reverend 1n their 
Moſques, how obedient to their Prieſts, 
that even the great Turk himſelf will at- 
tempt nothing without conſulting fis Mut- 
ti: how careful are they to obſerve their 
hours of prayers five times a day where: 
ever they are, or however imployed * how 
conſtantly do they obſerve their Faſts from 
morning till night a whole month together; 
how loving and charitable the Muſlemaz::s 
are to each other, and how careful ot 
ſtrangers, may be ſeen by their Hoſpitals, 
both for the Poor and for Travellers: 1t we 
d 3 oblerve 


obſerve their Juſtice, Temperance, and o- 
ther moral Vertues, we may truly bluſh 
at our own coldneſs, both in devotion and 
charity, at our injuſtice, intemperance, and 
oppreſfion : doubtleſs theſe Men will riſe up 
in judgment againſt us ; and ſurely their de- 
votion, piety, and works of mercy are main 
cauſes of the growth of Mahometiſm, and 
on the contrary, our neglect of Religion, 
and looſneſs of converſation, 15 a main hin- 
drance to the increaſe of ChriſKanity ; is 
it not a ſhame that they ſhould read over 
their Alcorax once every month, and we 
{carce read over the Bible 1n all our life ? 
that they ſhall give ſuch reverence to their 
Al:coran, as to honor the very Camel that 
carried it to Mecca, and to lay up for holy 
reliques the napkins and hanke: chiefs that ' 
rubbed off the {weat from his skin ; and 
we {hall prefer laſcivious Poems, and wan: 
ton Ballads to the ſacred word of Almighty 
God ? do we not make our ſelves unwor- 
thy of ſich an ineſtimabie treaſure ? 

12. The Torts are our neighbors, and 
their Territories border upon the domini- 
ons of Chriſtendom : there have been con- 
tinual Wars, and will be ftill between us: 
it concerneth every Cliriftian who makes 
conſcience oſhis ways to examine the cauſe, 
and to look 1nto the grounds of this War, 
whether they be juſt or not, which cannor 
pe known but by reading the A/coran in 
So | which 
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which we ſee the Mahometans tobe the ene- 
mies of the Croſs of Chriſt, in denying 
his Death,*and of his Divinity alſo, in 
that they deny his Godhead : we ſhall 
find ſo many paſlages in it repugnant 
to, and deſtructive of Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, that Chriſtian Princes are bound 
ro oppole the enemies thereof; after the 
example oi thoſe glorious Emperors, Coz- 
ftantine, who made War againſt the Hea.

they got notable viftories, and glorious

13. We cannot do better ſervice to our 
Countrymen, nor offer a greater affront 
to the Mahbometans, than to bring OUr to 
the open view of all, the blind Samp/ors 
of their Alcorav, which have maſtered 
ſo many Nations, that we may laugh at 
it, of which even their own Wiſe Men 
are aſhamed, and are ſorry it ſhould be 
tranſlated into any other language : for they 
are unwilling that their grand Hypocrite 
ſhould be unmasked , or that the Yiſard 
of his pretended holineſs ſhould be taken 
off, whole filthy nakedazſs muſt appear 
when he 1s deveſted: they know chat

in their Temples, that Chriſtians may im- 

brace the 4/coray, and become their Pro- 
lelytes, in effeQting of which they leave no 
means unaflaied by fear and flattery, by 
punmſhments and rewards; now, is it 


fitting that they incharity and zeal ſhould 
exceed us ! we are bound to pray, and in- 
my deavour 


deavour heartily for their converſion, from 
darkneſs to light, from error to truth 3 but 
how ſhall we do this, if we know not the 
dangerous and damnable eſtate they are in, 
which we cannot know but by reading 
their Alcoraz ? | 

I5. In reading the 4lcoran we ſhall ſee 
what is the force of ſuperſtition, and with 
what violence Men are carried headlong 1n 
the defence and maintenance even of the 
moſt abſurd & imp1ious opinions ; what He- 
cuba is more deformed thanthe Alcoraz ? yet 
how do the Turks fight and ſtruggle, toil 
and care, hazard lik and liberty, eſtates 
and all for it, as if it were the moſt beauti- 
ful Heleza in the World ! theſe Men cannot 
endure the Image of Chriſt, or of a Saint 
in their Temples, calling this Idolatry, and 
yet they are the greateſt Idolaters in the 
World themlelves : for never was 
there ſuch an Idol as the Alcorar, no Man 
muſt touch it, till firſt he be waſhed, and 
that being done, he muſt not touch it with 
his naked hands, but with a clean linen 
cloth ; the Prieſt muſt kiſs it, and bow to 
it ; he muſt when he reads 1n it hold it up 
on high, for itis a fin to hold it lower than 
his girdle : Every piece of Paper that a 
Turk finds, he muſt uſe reverendly, becauſe 
the Alcoran is written 1n paper, the Mule 
that carries jt ro Mecca1s held in great ve- 
neration, ſo that he or ſhe is ſanQified all 
3 = the 
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-vNtar which fell from Heaven, and opened 
_ the bottomleſs pit, whoſe ſmoke darkned 


the year after that can but touch him, and 
that handkerchief which wipeth oft his 
{weat is a holy relique: thus. do they (train 
ata Gnat and ſwallow a Camel. 

16. In reading the Alcoran & Turkiſh 
Story, we ſhall ſee who were Gog and Ma- 
20g that made War againſt the Saints, even 
the Txrks an obſcure people of Scythra, 
therefore called Gog, becauſe they were 
hid and unknown a long time, and the S4- 
racens, Who were a known people, and the 
open enemies of the Church , therefore 
called Magop ; theſe treacherouſly, combi- 
ned together, oppreſſed firſt the Perſeans, 
and afterward the Greek Empire, with 
the famous Churches of Aſia, Greece, 
and Egypt; we ſhall alſo find that by the 


the Sun, and out of which came the Locu/ts, 
whoſe terror 1s deſcribed by St. Fehn , 1s 
meant Mahomet that great deſtroyer, as his 
name {ignificth , anfwering to the name 
Apollyon, and Abaadon: tor never was there 
ſuch a deſtroyer, who by Is peſtilenc 
docrine hath deſtroyed ſo many Souls, and 
by the ſword of his Locutts hath deſtroyed 
ſo many bodies, and ruinated ſo many 
o00d ly Countries. 

17. If you will take a brief view of the 
Alcoraz you ſhall find it a hodg-podge 


made up of theſe four ingredients. 1. Of 
Con- 


Contradictions. 2. OtBlaſphemy. 3.Of 
ridiculous Fables. 4. Of Lyes : firſt, of 
Contradictions, he doth ordinarily ſay, 
and unay the ſame thing 3 one while he 
tells us, that he was the firſt that ever 
entred into. Paradiſe, and elſewhere he 
 fays he found Men and Women there ; 
ſometimes he affirms that Jews and Chri- 
ſttans ſhall be ſaved by their own Religion, 
and ſometimes again, that none can be ſa- 
ved who embrace not his 47coran ; In one 
place following the Opinion of Or/zex, or 
rather of the Origeriſts he affirmed that 
all the Devils ſhall be ſaved; in another 
place he faith,only thoſe Devils ſhall be ſa- 
ved who hearken to, and obey his 4/c9- 
7am, Secondly, of Blaſphemy, for he bla- 
ſphemeth God, in ſaying that he prayeth 
for Mahomet, intimating hereby that he 
is inferior to that God be prayeth to; he 
makes God alſo {wear by Flies, Worms, 
and ſuch baſe Creatures, as it he were 
their inferiour, whereas God having none 
orcater than himſelf, {wears only by him- 
ſelf; He blaſphemes the Father, in ſaying 
he cannot have a Son, becauſe he 1s not 
married, as if there were no other genera- 
tion but what 1s carnal ; he blaſphemes 
the Son with Ars, in denying his Divi- 
nity ; he blaſphemes the Holy Ghoſt with 
Macedonins, affirming him to be the Crea- 
ture of a Creature; he blaſphemes God 
| atlo, 


allo, in making him the Author of his | 
Alcoran, bragging that his name 1s writ- | 
ten upon the Throne of God, in that he 
15 the greateſt of the Prophets, who hath 


more knowledge than all the Men and An- 
gels of the World : and many other brag; 
ging words he uttereth of himſelf,by which 
we may fee he is that little Horn which 
did ſpring upamong the ten Horns of the 
great and terrible Beaſt of the Rozazys Em- 
pire, deſtroying three of the Ro-zay Horns, | 
to wit, the Afrans, Grecians and Egyptians ; 
this is the Horn that hath many Eyes, 
as being crafty and vigilant, but his mouth 
ſpeaks proud things, in blaſpheming and 
bragging, as we have heard. Thirdly, 
of ridiculous Stories, and which are more 
unfavory than the Go/dex Legend, or Lu- 
c:az*strue Narrations ; he tells us that he 
divided once the Moon, one half where- 
of fell into his lap, (this was not then the 
Man in the Moon, but the Moon in the 
Man ) the other on the ground ; theſe 
two pieces he ſouldred again.

ter of 4mram, and filter of Moſes, confound- 
ing her with Mir:am,whereas there were fo 
many generations between ; he belyeth the 
Goſpel, in laying it is corrupted by Chriſti- 
ans ; he belyeth Chriſtians, when he faith 
they worſhip many gods,and that they give 
to God a companion, when they acknow- 


| ledge the Divinity of Chrift ; he belyeth 


the Jews in ſaying they make Eleazer 
a god ; he belyes the Patriarchs, in ſaying 


that Noah, Abraham, Iſaac, and Facob be-

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he was born: by all which we may ſee | 
who was the Compiler of this A!corar, 
not the God of Truth, but the Father of 
Lyes; not Chriſt and his Apoſtles, whoſe 
weapons in propagating the Goſpel, were | 
powerful Preaching, Miracles, and pat1- 
ence in Suffering; not the Sword, the } 
chief means that M:homer uſeth to force his 
Alcoran , an inſtrument forbid by Chrilt, 
but uſed by him who hath been a mur- 
therer from the beginning ; but I will not | 
rake upon me the task of refuting the 4/- 
coran, being already refuted by Cazta- 
cuzenus, Richards the Monk, Caſa the 
Cardinal, Woodmayſftadins, Savanorola and 
others. I only thought good , upon 1n- | 
rreaty of ſome learned and religious Men, | 
co prefix this brief Caveat, that the Reader 
might be the better armed to encounter 
with any rub or difficulty he ſhall meet 
with in the reading thereof. Burt before 
I end, give me leave to clear my felf a- 
gain 1 this point, that itis not my meaning 
all ſhould have the liberty to read the 4/- 
coraz promiſcuoully. I know with the 
Apoſtle, that though all things be lawful, 
yet all things are not expedient, there are 
Children as well as Men in underſtanding ;

by a mad Man; there are as well queafie 
as ſtrong ſtomachs, and what is Meat to 
the one may be Venom to the other; though 
Mithridates could withaur hurt eat Poyſon, 
others may not preſume to eſcape ſo; it 
is lawtul for any to look upon a Monſter, 
but it is not expedient for conceiving Wo- 
men : thar Iron which an Oftrich can di- 
gcſt, may deſtroy the ſtomach of other 
Creatures; how many have been decei- 
ved in gathering Hemlock for Parlly * It 
is not for every Man ro meddle with'Apo- 
rhecaries Drugs, he may chance mect with 
Poyſon as ſoon as an Antidote ; if all 
Men were like Bees, to ſuck Hony even . 
out of Henbane, there might be no dan- 
ger in reading the A/coran, but moſt Men 
are like Spiders, ſuck ſecurely Poyſon e- 
ven out of the {weeteſt Roſes ; therefore 
they only may ſurely and without danger 
read the Alcoran, who are intelligent, ju- 
dicious, learned, and throughly grounded 
in Piety, and principles of Chriſtianity ; 
but weak, ignorant, inconſtant, and diſ- 
affected minds to the Truth, muſt not ven- 
ture to meddle with this unhallowed piece, 
leſt they be polluted with the touch there- 
of, as they were who came near to a le- 
prous Body ; and if we will not venture 
co g0 into an infetted Houſe without pre- 
ſervatives, much leſs ſhould any dare to 
read the Aloran, that is not ſufficiently

armed with Grace, Strength, and Know- 
ledge, againſt all remptations. God grant 


 we:may walk in the light of the Goſpel 


whilſt we have it, that we may not be

he that fears God, doth well to enter through the 
gate. Fear God and you ſhall be happy:; Fight 
for his Law againſt them that aſſault you, and 


- do wrong to no man, he loveth not them that - 


are unjuſt, flye Infidels whereſoever you find 
them, and expel them out of the place, from 
which they ſhall have driven you ; Sedition is 
worſe than murther ; fight not agiinſt them at 
Mecca, until they aflault you ; if they there fight 
you, kill them, ſuch 1s the puniſhment of Infi- 
dels : if they ſet a period to their infidelity, 
God will be to them gracious and merciful : 
Fight againſt them to avoid Sedition : Faith pro- 
ceedeth from God : If they deſiſt from their 
impiety, you (hall exerciſe no hoſtility againſt 
them, but only againſt the wicked : If they fight 
you in the Month of param, you ſhall fight 
them allo in that ſame Month, and obſerve Re.

and know,that you ſhall all one day appear before 

his Divine Majeſty to be judged. There be men 
PET T7 whoſe 
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whoſe Speech will be pleaſing to thee in this 
World, they will call God to witneſs what is in 
their hearts, nevertheleſs they are very pernici- 
ous, when removed from thee, and travelling. 
upon the earth, they there commit filthineſs, and 
1u'ne both Village and Fruits. God loveth nor 
diſorders; When it was faid to them, fear God, 
Fride, with fin, poſleſſed them, but Hell ſhall be 
their habitation. Some there be among the 
people, that fell their own Perſons, out of a 
great delire to pleaſe God, ſurely he is gracious 
to them that ſerve him, Oh ye that believe in 
Cod ! be obedient to his Commandments, and 
purſue not the ſteps of the Devil, he is your 
open Enemy ; if you fin againſt God, having 
once learned his Commandments, know. that he 
is Qmnipotent to chaſtiſe you, and prudent in all 
his works. Will the wicked expect that God 
ſhould appear to them in the obſcurity of a 
Cloud? Or elſe the Angels wich Command to 
extirpate them, they ſhall be aſlembled before 
his Divine Majelty to be judged. Demand of 
the Children of Iſrael, how many Miracles were 
made appear to them ? He that altereth the grace 
he ſhall have received of God, ſhall be ſeverely 
puniſhed. The wicked eſteem the Life of the 
World, and ſcorn thoſe thar believe in God ; 
but ſuch as believe God, ſhall be above them at 
the day of Judgment ; he enricheth with 1anu- 
merable good things whom he pleaſeth.

Commandments, and ſuch, as with his permiſſion, 

obeyed his Will, he directeth in the right way 
whom 1t pleaſeth him. Doye believe to enter 
Paradiſe, unleſs that happen to you, that befel 
your Predeceſlors ? They were touched with Mi- 
ſeries, and Diſeaſes, and trembled, until that 
very inſtant that the Prophet ſaid to the true 
b:lievers that were with him ; When ſhall Di- 
vine ſuccour come ? notwithſtanding Divine ſuc« 
cour was.not far off; They ſhall queſtion thee 
concerning, what they ought to expend ;, Say un- 
to them, you ſhall aſſiſt with your goods, your 
Father and Mother, your Allies, Orphans, the 
Poor, and Pilgrims, God will underſtand. all 
the good you ſhalldo; Fighting is enjoyned you, 
although it be againſt your Will; it may chance 
that you will ſhun that which is profitable to 
you, and likewiſe love what is pernicious 
to you, God knoweth what you know not. 
They ſhall asx of thee, if they ſhall fight in the 
Month of <Hharam:; fay unto them, great Bat- 
tels (hall happen 1n this Month, that ſhail ſhut up 
£6 the people the way of the Law of God ; and 
impietles, that ſhall hinder the multitude to go 
to Mecca. To drive the people from Mecca is 
an exceeding great fin : Sedition is worſe than 
murther ; The wicked ſhall not ceaſe to fight 
you, until they have, if they. can accompliſh 
It, miſ-led you from your Religion. His good 
works among you, that ſhall quit his Law, and 
die an Infidel, ſhall be vain in this World, and 
himſelf be confined 1n the fire of Hell ; Such as 
believe in God,that ſeparate themſelves from the 
impious, that abandon their Houſes for the ſers 


vice of his Divine Majeſty, and that fight "wy 
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the Faith, hope for his Mercy, he is gracious and 
merciful. They will enquire of thee concerne 
ing Wine, and Games of hazard; fay unto them, 
that it is in them a very great ſin, and yet of Uti- 
lity to Men but the evil that they cauſe, is much 
greater than the profit they reap. They will 
demand what they ought to expend in good 
works; ſay unto them, what ſhall remain to you, 
your own Afairs being done. So God teacheth 
you his Commandments, peradventure you will 
call to mind the things of Earth and Heaven. 
They will enquire concerning Orphans , ſay un- 
to them, if their ſubſtance be intermingled with, 
your own, do them no wrong, they are your 
Brethren in God, he knoweth them that do good, 
and thoſe that do Evil: if it had pleaſed him, 
he had detained much more from you, for he is 
Omnipotent and juſt. Marry not women that 


believe in many Gods, until they believe in one © 


ſole God; a Slave that is a true Believer, is of 
' more value than a free Infidel, notwithſtanding 
ſhe is beautiful. Infidels ſhall be ſummoned to 
He'l fire, and God calleth men to Paradiſe, and 
to his mercy, through his meer good Pleaſure, 
and declareth to them his Commandments, per= 
haps they will remember them. They will en- 
quire of thee concerning the Monthly terms of 
Women ; anſwer, that they are unclean ; ſepa- 
rate your ſelves from your Wives when they are 
menſtruous, and come not nigh them until they 
be. purified ; when they ſhall be clean, approach 
them, according to what. God hath command- 
ed: heloveth them that repent of their Errours, 
Thar are clean and purified ; your Wives are your 
Tillage, go to your Tillage at your Pleaſure, 
and do good for your Souls ; you ſhall one day 
nd it, fear God and preach his Commandments 
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to the true Believers. Your Religion doth not 


permit you to {wear by God 1n vain, and often- 


times to juſtifie your ſelves; God underſtand- 
eth and knowerh all things, he will not regard 
what you ſhall ſpeak at Random, that ſhall nor 
be hurtful to any, but he will ſee what it (hall 
be in your heart. He will be gracious and mer- 
ciful to ſuch as ſhall ſwear, not to touch their 
Wives for the ſpace of fohr Months; it they re- 
turn to: them, he 1s gracious and merciful ; "be 
if they deſire to repudiate them, he underſtand- 
eth, and knoweth all things. Women divorced, 
ſhall tarry until their Terms be paſt four times, 
before they Marry again, it is not permitted 
them to conceal what God hath created in their 
Womb, if they believe in his divine Majeſty, 
and the Day of Judgment ; if they flie from 
their Horbands, they ſhall be brought again 
to them, which is a thing reaſonable. They 
ought to honour them, and their Husbands 
likewiſe ought to honour them, but the 
Husbands have a degree of adyantage above 
them. God is Omnijpotent, and moſt wiſe in 
what he ordaineth. Divorce the firſt and ſe- 
cond time, ought to be performed with mild- 
neſs, - courteſie , and good deeds ; It is 
not lawful for you to take any thing from 
your Wives, of what you have given them, 
if you both fear a diſability of not arisfying 
the Commandments of God; but if you boti 
fear to tranſgreſs the bounds 6 Fe by 
God, you ſhall do well to accord together, 
ſuch are the commandments of his Divine 
Majeſty, tranſgreſs them not, ſuch as tranſ- 
greſs them are exceedingly to blame. He 
that ſhall have repudiated his Wife 


thrice, ſhall not reſume her, until ſhe hath 


been 
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been married to another that hath divorced F : 


her : then they may return to each other, and | 


marry again without Sin, it they think them- 


ſelves able to continue within the limits pre. 
ſcribed by God, which he manifeſteth to the 
wiſe and prudent. When you ſhall repudiate 


- your Wives, appoint them the time they muſt 


tarry, before they again marry, take them 
with civility and modeſty, and in the like 
manner dilmiſs them, give them preſents ac- 
cording to your abilities, and take them not, 
to abuſe nor torment them ; they that do this, 
offend their own Souls. Mock not at the 
Commandments of God : Remember his fa- 
vours, and how he hath taught you Scri- 
pturey Knowledge, and the myſteries of his 
Law ; Fear God, and know that he underſtan< 
deth all your ations, When you repudiate 
your Wives, appoint them they ought to tar- 
ry, before they marry again, and hinder them 
not -to marry according to the Commandments 
of God. Theſe things are preacined to them 
among you that believe in God, and in the 
Day of Judgment, it is requiſite ſo to make 
ute of them. God knoweth what you know 
not, The Women ſhall give ſuck to their 
Children two years entire ; if they delire to 
accompliſh the time appointed to ſuckle them, 
the Father ſhall nouriſh and cloath the Wife, 

and his Children, according to his faculties; 


expend not, but according to the meaſure of 


your goods : the Father and Mother ſhall not 
neceſſitate themſelyes for their Children : the 
heir ſhall perform what is above ordained ,

; dows ſhall tarry four months and ten nights 
' after the death of their Husbands, before they 
' marry again; rhis time being accompliſhed, 


they fhall do "what ſhall ſeem good to them, 
according to reaſon and honeſty, God know- 
eth all your actions. You will at oftend God 
in ſpeaking a word in ſecret to Women that 
you reſearch in marriage, although yon con- 
ceal in your mind your dcfign to eſpouſe 
them, he underſtandeth what ever you think 
of them ; know Them not ſecretly, until you 
have pronounced the words appointed by the 
Law; and enter not the bonds of marriage, 
until: 'the time ſet down in writing be accom- 
Pliſned, God knoweth whatever is in your 
hearts : take heed unto your ſelves, he is gen- 
tle and gracious to them that fear him.

whole, of courteſie ; it is requiſite to gratifie

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them, and to forget nothing of the benefits 
between you, God beholdeth all your aCtions : 
ſtand upon your guard, when you make your 
prayers, eſpecially, that at noon, and be 0- 
bedient unto God, If you fear your enemies, 
and cannot place your ſelves on your knees, 
neither perform the Ceremonies that are ap« 
pointed you z omit not to ſay your prayers 
on foot, or on horſeback, and being freed 
from fear, remember God, and how he hath 
taught you what you know not. -Such as 
die , ſhall be good to their Wives by their 
Teſtament; they ſhall beſtow on them where- 
with to live during the time they muſt tarry 
before they marry again; drive them not 
from your houſes: If they willingly depart, 
the ſin of what they ſhall do in their own 
perſons, ſhall not be upon you. God is Om- 
nipotent, and juſt ; you ſhail likewiſe do good 
to your Wives that you have divorced, according 
ro your power, It is a thing reaſonable among 
ſuch as fear God : Thus God teacheth you 
his Commandments, perhaps you will learn 
them. See you not them that departed their 
houſes for the fear they had of death? they 
are thouſands in number, God hath ſaid to 
them, die: after this, he raiſed them again : 
God is the Benefaftor of the People, but the 
greateſt part return him no thanks for his - 
fayours. Fight for his Law, and know, that 
he underſtandeth and knoweth all things. 
Who is he that will afford him a good turn ? 
He will augment him with multiplicity of in- 
creaſe ; he giveth good, and taketh it away 
from whom it pleaſeth him; you ſhall all re- 
turn before him to be judged. Knoweſt thou 
not, that a company of the Children of rok

Phetr, ſend us a King, we wit him will: fight 


tor the Law of God ? He anſwereth them, 
have you diſobeyed the Commandments of 
God? If they enjoyn you to fight, you will 
not do it : They ſaid, we have no greater de- 
ſire, than to fight for the glory of his Divine 
Majeſty we tor this Cauſe have abandoned 
our houſes, and thoſe of our Parents : never- 
theleſs, when they were commanded to hght, 
they ail, except ſome few of them, retired ; 
but God knoweth them that fin againſt 
him. Their Prophet ſaid to them, God hath 
ſent Saul to be your King ; they anſwered, why 
ſhall he be our King ? we rather deſerve the 
Royalty than he, he isnot rich enough; he re- 
plied, God hath choſen him to command you 3 
he hath encreaſed his knowledge, and Stature, 
he giveth Royalty to whom he liſteth, he is 1t- 
beral and prudent in all his Actions.

they all, except ſome few of them drank at their 
Pleaſure ; and having palt that River with the 
true Believers, they ſaid, we have not this day 
ſtrength ſufficient to reſiſt Gol:ab and his Troops ; 
but ſuch as believed in God, and feared his Di- 
vine Majeſty, ſaid, how often, through the per- 
miſſion of God, hath a ſmall Troop defeated a

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great Army ? He 1s with them that are patient * 
when they ſaw Golzah with his Troops appear ; 


they. ſaid, Lord, give ns. patience, confirm our: 


ſteps, and give us Victory over the Infidels. 
They, through the permiſſion of God, vanqui- 
ſhed their Enemies; David flew Goliah, and God 
gave him the Royalty, and knowledge of -fu.- 
ture things. Had not God raiſed the people one 
againſt the other, the whole Earth had been full 
of diſorders ; ſuch are the Miracles of God, as 
| declare to thee with truth ; thou-.art indeed 
one of the Prophets. of his Divine Majeſty. We 
have conferred our graces 0a the Prophets, 6h: 
{ome more than on others z many have ſpoken ro 
their Lord, and fome have been more elevated 
than others. We gave knowledge to Jeſus the 
Son of eHary, and fortified him through the 
- Holy Spirit. 
that came heretofore, had not been flain, after 
they had taught his Commandments. Men were 
of different Opinions ; ſome believed in God; 
others were impious ; had it pleaſed God, th:y 
had not been ſlain, but he doth what pleaſeth 
him. OQ ye that are true Believers ! diſpenſe in 
Alms ſome part of your wealth that we have 
given you, before the day arrive, wherein you 
ſhall find no Ranſom, Alms, Protection, nor 
Prayets that can. ſuccour you. Certainly Inft? 
dels are greatly to blame. God ! Thete 1s 
but one only God, living and eternal ; think not 
that he ſlumbereth or ſleepeth ; whatever 1s in 
Heaven or in Earth 1s ik ; who ſhall intercede 
for thee with his Divins Majeſty unleſs by his 
permiſſion ? He knoweth all the Afions of 
men, and whatevet they have done ; they know 
nothing, but what it hath pleaſed him 7: reach 
them. The largeneſs of his Throne containeth

| glorious. The Law ought not to be abjured, it 


manifeſteth the difference of Faith and Impiety : 
He that believeth not in Tagot, or the Devil, and 
hath Faith in God, layeth hold on the ſtrong- 
eſt knot, that cannot be diſſolved, broken, or 
cut aſunder. God underſtandeth and knoweth 
all things; he aideth and aſliſteth them that be- 
lieve in his Unity ; he will cauſe them to come 
out of darkneſs, and will guide them into light :

Hat thou conſidered theaCtion of him that came 
into a Village deſolate and ruined, and ſaid, 
How is it that God'can be able to give life un- 
to this Village after it's death, and re-eftabliſh 
It after ſogreat a ruine? Then God cauſed him 
to die, after the ſpace of an hundred years raiſed 
him again, and Gid to him, How long haſt thou 


continued here; he anſwered; I have ſojourn- 
ed here a day and a half; Oa the contrary, thou | 
haſt been here an hundred years; conſider thy ' 
Meat andDrink,that they are not altered through | 
length of time ; and behold, thine Aſs is dead, |

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an example to all the World, and to Poſterity ; 
ſee the bones of thine Aſs ; I will recolle& and 
reveſt them with fleſh : Seeing this Miracle, he 
ſaid, Iafhirm that God is Omnipotent ; Re- 
member thou, that Abraham ſaid, Lord ſhew me 
how thou reviveſt the dead ; God ſaid, Doeſt 
thou not believe my Omnipotency ? He anſwers 
ed, yea, Lord, but hear my Prayer for the re- 
poſe of my heart ; God ſaid, Take four Birds, 
cut them altogether in pieces, and carry the 
pieces upon thoſe Mountains ; this done, call 
them, they ſhall ſpeedily return to thee z God 
knoweth all things, and is moſt prudent in all 
his works. The aftion of them that diſpend 
their Goods for his glory, is like unto a-Grain 
of Corn that producerh ſeven ears, and every 
ear an hundred Grains : God multiplieth the 
wealth of whom it pleaſeth him, he is liberal and 
omniſcient : Such as diſpend their ſubſtance for 
his glory, without repining, and reproach, ſhall 
be recompenſed by his Divine Majeſty, and be 
delivered from fear and afflition at the day of 
Judgment.

Oh ye that believe ! diſpend in pious 
works, and give Alms of the wealth you have 
acquired, and of the Fruits of the Earth that 
God hath given you ; deſire not wealth ill got- 
ten, or wherewith to give Alms; ſuch are not 
received but to your ſhame; And know, that 
Ged is moſt rich, and worthy of praiſe. The 
Devil will cauſe you to fear Poverty, and will 
command you: filthineſs, and God promiſeth to. 
you his Grace and Mercy ; he is munificent, and

with ſigns of my miſſion, that teſtifie that I am 


truly ſent from your Lord ; fear God, and o- 
bey me, God is my Lord, and your Lord, wors 
ſhip him, this is the right way. When Jeſus 
knew their impiety, . he ſaid, Who ſhall ſuſtain 
the Law of Godin my abſence ? The Apoſtles 
anſwered him, we will ſubſtain the Law of God, 
we believe in his unity; be thou a witneſs before 
God, that we. reſign our ſelves wholly to the 
pleaſure of his Divine Majzſty. Lord webe- 
lieve in what thou haſt, commanded, and we have 
followed the Prophet, thy Apoſtle, write us in 
' thenumberof them that profeſs thy Law. The 
* Jews conſpired againſt Jeſus, and God cauſed their 
conſpiracy to turn againſt them, he knoweth the 
deſigns .of Conſpirators.

flain, had they obeyed us; ſay to them, Delli- 
ver your ſelves from death, if you can avoid it, 
Con- 
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continuing in your Houſes, Believe not that 
- thoſe that were ſlain for the Faith are dead : on 


the contrary, they are alive with God ; they re- 


Joyce, for that ſuch as ran to kinder them to 


hight, did not meet them; fear not for them, 


they ſhall rejoyce eternally in the favour of 


God, he will abundantly reward them that fight 
for his Law. Thoſe that obeyed God and the 
Prophet, after being overcome, that did good 
works, and feared his Divine Majeſty, ſhall re- 
ceive great rewards, When it was told them, 
the people have conſpired againſt you, take 
heed to your ſelves; this Diſcourſe increaſed 
their Faith ; and they ſaid, it ſufficeth that God 
is our Protector, they were filled with the grace 
of God, no more evil befel them, and they ob. 
ſerved the Commandments of his Divine Majeſty. 
He is gracious to them that obey him, The De- 
vil will cauſe in you a fear of the Infidels, fear 
them not ; but if you be good men, fear me. 
AfMict -not your felves to ſee the wicked run to 
inpiety, they huct not God, he will not give 
them reſt in the other World, where they ſhall 


be ſeverely chaſtiſed. 1 increaſe the wealth of -

Certain» 
ly God heard the Speech of them that ſaid, God 
13 poor, and we are rich; he hath ſaid, I will 
write what they have ſpoken, and keep an exaCt 
account of theMurther they have unjuſtly commit- 
ted on the Perſons of the Prophets; Iwill ſay to 
them at the day of Judgment;taſte of the torments 
of Hell fire, which you have deſerved. God doth 
not lead into darkneſs them that worſhip him. 
There be that ſay, God hath commanded us not 
to believe the Prophets, until their Sacrifice be 
conſumed by fire : Say to them, there came to 
you Prophets heretofore with Miracles that you 
demanded, you had not {lain them, had you been 
righteous ; if they belye thee, know, they be- 
lyed the Prophets that were before thee, that 
came with Miracles, the Plalter, and the Book of 
Light. Every man ſhall taſte of death, and your 
reward ſhall be payed at the Day of Judgment ;

reſolution.God hath accepted the Speech of them 
that know his written Law, when they promiſed 
him to preach to the people his Command- 
ments, and not conceal them ; nevertheleſs they

profit of little value,and have gained nothing but 
miſery ; think nct that ſuch as rejoyce of the e- 
vil they have done, and aftect to be commended 

for 
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for what they have not done, have eſcaped the 
_ puniſhment of their Crimes, they ſhall certainly 
ſuffer great torments. The Kingdom of Hea. 
ven and of the Earth is Geds, he is Omnipotent ; 

the Creation of Heaven and Earth, the diffe- 
' rence of day and night are evident ſigns of his 
- Omnipotency, to ſuch as have judgment. Such 
as have, remember God, ſtanding, ſitting, or 
lying down, and conſidered the Creation of Hea- 
ven and Earth, have ſaid, Lord, thou haſt nor 
created theſe things in vain ; ; bleſſed be thy 
Name, deliver us from the torments of H:11 fire, 
thou wir render miſerable him that thou ſhalr 
thither precipitate, and the wicked ſhall be de- 
prived of protection at the Day of Judgment.

hath placed much good z but it they deſire to 
repudiate your Wives, £0 take others; and that 
you haye given them any thing, take not any 
thing that appertaineth to them. Will you take | 
their wealth with a lie, and a manifeſt ſin? How 
ſhall you take it, ſince you have approached each 
Other, and that you have promiſed to ule them 
; Clvilly? Marry not the Wives of your Fathers ; 
'/ what is paſt was inceſt, abomination, and a 
wicked way. Your Mothers are forbidden you, | 


your Daughters, Siſters, Aunts, Nieces,. your 


Nurſes, and your Foſter-ſiſters, the Mothers of | 
your Wives , the Daughters that your Wives 
bave had by other Husbands, of whom you ſhall 


 } have a particular care : The Daxghters of Wo- 


men that. you ſhall have known, are alſo for- 
bidden you; if you, have not known them, it 
will be no fin : the Wiyes af-your Sons are like- 
wiſe prohibited, and two Siſters z for what 1s 
paſt, God is gracious-and mergityl :: Marxied þ 
Wives are likewiſe forbidden:you, except the 
women Slayes, that you ſhall have acquired. 
God hath ſo commanded you, except what 1s 
above forbidden, it is lawful for you to marry 
at your Pleaſure, If you deſire women for mo- 
ney, and neither commit Concubinage, nor A- 
dultery, give them their Salary for which you 
ſhall agree, ſo you ſhall not offcud God, he is 
| OMnt- 
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" Omniſcient, and moſt Wiſe. He that ſhall not 
. be able to eſpouſe women of Free-condition, 
+ ſhall 'marry ſuch women or maids, that are 
Slaves; as ſhall pleaſe him; God knoweth the 
| Faith of the one, and other. Marry your Wives 
with the permiſſion of their Parents, and give 
 themtheir Dowry with honeſty : If women of 
Free=-condition, that have. committed neithet 
Concubinage, nor Adultery, ſecretly nor pub- 
' lickly, flie into ſecond Nuptials, and come to 
commit Adultery, they ſhall be doubly puniſhed, 
more than the Daughters of Love. The Mar- 
riage of Slaves is for them that fear Whoredom : 


If you abſtain from Marrying them, you ſhall See Gelat: 


not do amiſs. God is gracious and merciful ; ©" 
_ he is willing to teach you his Law, and direct 
you in the way of them that preceded you; 
he is gracious and merciful to his people; Such 
as follow the Appetite of the wicked, decline 
extreamly from the Truth. God willeth that 
his Law be Light unto you, for that man was 
_ created weak. O you that believe in God; de- 
vour not your ſubſtance among you with Uſury ; 
but if you Traffick, be peaceable in your Af- 
fairs; ſlay not one another, God is merciful to 
them that obey him : He that diſobeyeth, through 
malice and injuſtice , ſhall burn in the fire of 
Hell; it is an eafie thing to God to puniſh 
them. If you depart from mortal ſins, I will 
cover your Faults, 'and cauſe you to enter into 
Paradiſe : covet not through Envy, what God 
hath given to your Neighbour ; men and wo- 
men ſhall have the wealth they have gained 
beg Grace of God , he knoweth all things. 
Give to your Aſlaciates what appertaineth to 
them. We have ordained a Portion, prefixt to 
the one and the other, in the ſucceſſion of your 

F Father, 
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Father, Mether , and very God ſeeth all. 
The men ſhall have Authority over the women ; 
they ſhall have them in their keeping ; they 
- ſhall have in their power the wealth that God 
ſhall give them ; and ſhall have care of what 
ſhall be convenient to be expended for them. 
Diſcreet and obedient Wives obſerve, in the 
abſence of their Husbands, the Commandments 
of God, make Remonſtrances to them that ſhall 
be diſobedient, and remove them from your 
Bed, chaſtiſe them, If they obey you, ſeek not 
Occalion tO abuſe them unjuſtly. God is moſt | 
high, and moſt mighty, If you fear there may | 
happen ſome difference between a Man and his | 
Wife, ſend to tem ſome of their Kindred, to 
put an end to their Quarrel, and reconcile them, 
God will give his Peace to them, he1s Omni- 
icient. Worſtiip God, and ſay not that he hath | 
a Companion equal to him ; do good to your | 
Father, and Mother, your Kindred, Orphans, | 
the Poor, your Neigbours, Pilgrims, your Friends, 
and your Slaves. God loveth not the Proud. 
We have prepared rigorous torments for them 
that are avaricious, that recommend Avarice 
to the people, that conceal the Graces that 
God hath beſtowed on them, and that are 1m- 
Pious. Such as diſpend their wealth with Hypo- 
criſie, believe neither in God, nor the Day of 
Judgment z and thoſe that ſhall have the Devil 
for their Companion, will be in exceeding bad 
Company ; he ſhall not approach them, if they 
believe in God, and the Day of Judgment, 
and give in Alms ſome part of the Riches God 
hath given them. God knoweth them, and doth 
no injuſtice to any one, of the weight of a ſmall 
Ant, If the righteous do good of the quantity 
of a Piſmire, God ſhall multiply it , and give 

tem 
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them a great reward. In what condition will 
Infidels be at the Day of Judgment ; for that 
we have Witneſles of all Nations againſt their 
impiety ; and that we will call thee for a Wit- 
neſs againſt them of their Deportments ? That 
day, the Infidels that have diſobeyed the Pro- 
phert, ſhall defire to be conſumed, like to the 
Earth ; and not to have concealed or altered; 
through their Difcourfe, the Commandments of 
God: Oyou that believe, make not your Pray. 
ers; being drunk , until yon know what yon 
ſpeak ; neither likewiſe being polluted, unleſs in 
paſſing on the way, until you be cleanſed; if 
you be 1n a journey, or ſick, or go to diſchai ge 
your Belly, or have known your Wives, and 
had no water to waſh you, you ſhall lay hand 
upon the Sand, and wipe your Face and Hands. 
God is gracious and mercifvl to his Creatures. 
Seeſt thou not how thoſe that know the writ- . 
ten Law, purchaſe Errour ? how they deſire to 
miſ-lead you throvgh their Riches, and divert 
you from the right way ? God knoweth yout 
Enemies, it is enough that he 1s your defender 
and Protector. Such as 7udaize, alter the word 
of God, and ſay to the Prophet, we have heard; 
and diſobeyed thee, they heard without hear: 
ing; they ſay, preſerve us, have care of us 
'nevertheleſs do they pervert the word of God, 
in reading it, and alter his Commandments 
they ſhould do better to fay, Lord we have 
heard, and obeyed ; hearken only to us; and re- 
eard us : But God hath curſed them, and few 
of them will belieye in his Divine Majeſty. O 
you that haye knowledge of the Scriptures ! 
believe in the Alcoran, that confirmeth the Old 
and New Teſtament. before that 1 deface your Vt>

eth to tne 
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ſages, and cauſe them to turn behind your Backs. 7y,;4;ars! 
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The Alcoran of Mahomet. 
L will curſe Infidels, as I have curſed them of the 
Sabbath ; the Commandment of God is incon- 
tinently executed ; he pardoneth not them that 
aſſociate him with Companions equal to him, 
except this, he forgiveth ſins to whom it plea- 


/ ſztthhim: He that ſaith, God hath Companions, 
'- blaſphemeth, and mortally finneth. Conſider 
not ſuch as afirm themſelves xo be good Men 
contrariwiſe, God maketh thoſe good Men that 
pleaſe him ; no injuſtice ſhall befal them at the 
Day of Judgment, Conſider how they blaſ- 
pheme, it is ſufficient that God manifeſtly be- 
holdeth their ſin. Seeſt thou not them that 
have knowledge of the written Law, that be- 
lieve in Habor and Tagot, Idols; that fay tothe 
Infidels, Behold the way of them that believe in 
God ? Certainly, God hath curſed them ; he, 
whom he curſeth , ſhall find none to protect 
him, Shall they alone have part in the King- 
dom of Heaven, without giving Alms ? They 
will envy their Neighbour, for the favours God 
' hath conferred on him. Certainly, we gave to 
the poſterity of Abrabam, the knowledge of the 
Scriptures, and Prophecies 5 we beſtowed on 
them great abundance of wealth. There were 
of them that believed in the Scripture, and 0- 
thers that conatemned it; but they ſhall be puniſhed 
in the fire of Hell. I will cauſe them to burn, 
and change their burned $skin into a new skin, 
that they may ſuffer the more. God is Omnt- 
potent, and prudent in what he ordaineth. I 
will cauſe thoſe that have believed in God, and 
have performed good works, to enter into Gar- 
dens, wherein flow many Rivers, where they 
ſhall dwell eternally with moſt beautiful Wo- 
men. I will give them to enter the ſhade of 
Paradiſe : God recommendeth to you, Fidelity 
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among your ſelves, to render faithfully what 
hath been intruſted to you ; and when you ſhall 
judge differences that ſhall happen among the 
people, judge with Equity. It is a good work 
that he commandeth you; he beholdeth, and 
knoweth all things. O ye that believe ! obey 
God, and the Prophets, and ſuch as command 
over you if you be in Controyerſie concerning 
any point, refer it to God, and his Propher, 
to underſtand the Expoſition ; if you believein 
God, and the Day of Judgment, you ſhall do 
well: this will be the beft Interpretation. that you 
can attain to. Seeft thou not, that they who 
think to believe in what hath been inſpired in- 
to thee, and what hath been inſpired into thy 
| Predeceſlors, incline to diſpute before Tag: ? 
Nevertheleſs, they have commanded not to be= 
lieve in that Idol ; the Devil labonreth to ſe- 
duce, and withdraw them from the Truth. 
When it was ſaid to them, Obey the Commmand- 
ment of God, and his Propher, they departed 
from thee : What will they do, when there ſhall 
happen 'to them any puniſhment of their paſt 
fins ? They will return to thee, and ſwear by 
the name of God, -That they deſire Peace, and 
to do good Works; but God knoweth what 1s 
in their hearts, and hath abandoned them, Ceaſe 
not to preach to them, and to declare to them 
the Word of God; the Prophets, and Apo- 
| ſiles were not ſent,but to preach,and to be heard 
through the permiſſion of his Divine goodneſs. 
If, when they have hurt their Souls, they come 
to thee, and demand pardon of God, thou ſhalt 
beg pardon for them, they ſhall find God gra« 
cious and merciful : They will not believe 1n 
his Divine Majeſty, until they have diſputed 
the difference with thee, that is among them 3 
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and when they ſhall no wore doubt; of - what 
thou ſhalt. have done, they will without £on- 
tradiction obey thee, We have ordained- them 
to kill each other, and to forſake their Houſes , 
they bave not done it, except very few of them : 
and although they did it; they did it not, to 
obey what ſhould have been to them a great 
8 - benefit, and exceeding merit ; we had given them 
very great reward, and guided them to the 
right way. He that ſhall obey God, and his Pro. 
phet, ſhall be with them whom God hath endued 
with his Grace : He that knoweth it; reſigneth 
himſelf to. his Divine Majeſty. O you. that are | 
true Believers ! be upon your Guard, aſſem- | 
bled to fight ſtoutly for the Law of God, There 
be among you that be Cowardly , when any 
- diſcomfiture hath befaln you-; they have ſaid, | 
God protected me, that I was not with them ; | 
And when God gave you Victory, they ſpake | 
as if there had been no underſtanding between 
| them and-you. Would to God [ had been with 
them, I ſhould have acquired exceeding great 
merit. Fight for the glory of Gad, againſt them 
that prefer the life of this World, to that 
of Heaven. I will give an exceeding great 
reward to ſuch as ſhall fight, that ſhall be Vi- 
ctorious, and to them that (hall be ſlain, fight-. 
| ing for the Faith. Wherefore fight you not 
1 for the Law of God ? for the liberty of 'Wo- 
| men and Children, weak and afflicted, that cry, 
his place Lord deliver us out of. this place ; the. people 
|| BK Mca, thereof are unjuſt, give us a ProteQtor, give us | 
an aſſured refuge. They that beiieve in God 
| fight for his Law, and lniidels fight for the De- 
vil. Fight againſt them that ſerve the Devil, his 
|| Policies are weak. Conſider thoſe to whom: it 
[| was faid, Ceaſe to imbrue your h:pds 4 oe 
h Bloo 
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Blood of Infidels, perfevere in your Prayers, 
and pay Tithes: When they were commanded 
to fight, part of them were afraid bf the myl- 
titnde, as of God, yea, more afraid of the mul- 
titude than of God, and ſaid, Lord thou haſt 
not enjoyned us to fight, unleſs thou haſt dif- 
fered us to a near end. Say to them, The 
wealth of the Eatth is. but a ſmall'thing, there 
be great Riches in the other World, for him 
that ſhall have the fear of God before his eyes. 
No injuſtice ſhall be done to you;whereſoever you 
are,death will meet you,notwithſtanding you may 
be in ſtrong Citadels, 1 good happen to the 
Infidels, they ſay it proceedeth from God ; if 
evil befal. them, they ſay, that cometh from 
thee. Say to them; All proceedeth from God, 
what then is the Will of thoſe Men? they can- 
not comprehend this Diſcourſe : The good that 
happeneth to you, cometh from God, and the 
| evil that befalleth you,:is of your ſelves. We 
have ſeat thee to the people, to. teach them the 
Myſteries of my Law ; it is ſufficient that I am 
witneſs.

Taey ſay, They will obey thee, and when they

Reſign thy ſelf to God, and be con- 
tent that he is thy Protector, Will they not 
meditate on the Alcoran?

reward, He will not ſend you miſery, it you 
give him thanks for his fayours, and obey 
him ; he accepteththe acknowledgment of his 
benefits, and knoweth all things. He willeth 
not that what evil is committed , be publiſh- 
ed; he that publiſheth the evil he doth, is 
very much to blame, if you manifeſt the good 
you do, or if you conceal it, and abſtain izom 
doing evil, he will be merciful to you, he 1s 
Omnipotent.

having had the knowledge of our Command= 
ments ; nevertheleſs, we pardoned them, and 
gave to Afes an abſolute dominion over 
them: We raiſed the Mountain over them, fol- 
lowing our promiſes, and faid to them; En- 
ter the Gate of the Temple with adoration 
and humility, and no longer tranſgreſs the ob- 
ſervation of the day of Reſt z We for this mat- 
ter received irom zthem a ſtrong promiſe, but 
they ſwerved from what they had promiſed; 
and we curſed them, becauſe of their implety, by 
reaſon of the Murther they committed without 
reaſon, on the perſons of the Prophets, and of 
the words they uttered, viz. Our heart is hard- 
ned ; Contrariwiſe, God imprinted infidelity in 
their hearts, they ſhall neyer believe in his 
Law, except very few of them, becauſe of their 
malice, and the blaſphemies they vomited as 
gainſt e Hary: they ſaid, We have ſlain the 
Meſſiah, Jeſus, the Son of Mary, the Prophet 
and Apoſtle of God : Certainly they flew him 
not, neither crucified him, they crucified one 
among them that reſembled him z fuch as doubr 
it arein a manifeſt error, and ſpeak not but 
through opinion. Certainly they ſlew him not ; 
on the contrary, God took him up to himſelf, 
be is Omnpotent and prudent in all his actions , 
oUc 
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Such as have the knowledge of Scripture, ought 
to bclieve in J<{us before his death 5, ne ſhall be 
a witneſs ayainſt rnem of their actions ar the 
Day & Judgment; We have prohibired them 
that Judaize, by reaſon of their ſin, chings that 
were permitted them ; We have prepared 
for them great torment, becauſe they miſ-lead 
the World from the right way, becauſe they 
take Uſe that is forbidden them, and unjuſtly 
eat the ſubſtance of their neighbour. Such of 
tem as are profound in Learning, and all the 
faithful, believe in the Scriptures, both ancient, 
and modern; I will give great rewards to them 
that ſhall make their prayers at the time ap- 
pointed, that ſhall pay Tyths, and believe 1n 
the Day of Judgment. We have ſent thee our 
inſpications,as weſent them to Noah,and the Pro- 
phets after him; as we heretofore ſent them to 
Abraham, Iſmael, Iſaac, Facob. the Tribes, to Jcſus, 
Fob, Jonas, Aaron, and to Solomon, and gave the 
Plalter to David. We have told thee who were 
the P; oPitets that preceded thee, but we have 
not ſpoken to thee,concerning the merits of al} of 
them. Moſes ſpake ro God, as his Prophet, and 
Apoſtle ; ai declared his mercy, and preached 
the torments of Hel}, to the end Men might 
have no cauſe of excuſe; God is Omnipotent 
and prudent in all his actions: He ſhall be 
witneſs that the Alcoran was ſent to thee with 
. his Commandments, the Angels likewiſe ſhall 
teſtifie it 3 but it ovght to fuffice thee, that 
God is witneſs. The Infidels that hinder the 
People to follow the Law of God, were Cx- 
ceedingly erroneous, God will not pardon 
them, he will lead -them into the path of Hell, 
Where they ſhall remain eternally, it 1s a thing 
eaſie to his Divine Majeſty.

O ye that believe in God! call to 
mind his Grace, and promiſe he made to you, 
when you ſaid, We heard, and obeyed, fear 
him, he knoweth all that is in your hearts, Oye 
that believe in God ! obey his Commandments, 
and be true in your Teſtimonies, take heed that 
no man move you to oft:nd God, in diverting 
you from what is juſt; render juſtice to all, his 
fear inviteth you to it 3 have it before your eyes, 
| he knoweth all your Actions; hath promiled 
his grace, and great recompences to the true 
Believers, that (hall do good works in this 
World, and hath prepared Hel] to puniſh Infi- 
dels. Oye that believe in God ! remember his 
favour towards you, when ſome Perſons would 
| have extended their hands upon you, and how 
he delivered you from their Malice ; Fear him, 
all rrue Believers ought to reſign themlelves to 
his Will God received the Promiic of the 
Children of 1/-acl to obſerve his Cormmand- 
ments, he eſtabliſhed among them twelve Car- 
tains, and {aid ro them, I will be with you when 
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you ſhall make your Prayers, pay your Tithes, 
belieye in the Prophets, detend them, and ſhall 
lend to me any Alms; I will cover your ſins, 
and cauſe you to enter Paradiſe, wherein flow ma- 
ny Rivers; and he among you that ſhall be an In- 
fidel, ſhall be entirely erroneous from the right 
path. When they ſwerved from what they had 
promiſed, we gaye them our Curſe, and hard- 
ned their heart; they have altered the words | 
of the Scripture, and abjured what they had | 
approved. Thon ſhalt not know them that | 
ſhall be Traytors, except very few of them; | 
forgive and depart from them, God loveth them 
that do good, We likewiſe received the. Pro. | 
miſe of thoſe who call themſelves Chrift;ans, but | 
they have forgotten what they promued; they 
have altered what was taught them, and we 
have caſt among them Enmity and hatred, eyen 
until the Day of Judgment, That day God ſhall 
cauſe them to know whatever they have done 
tar their puniſhment. O ye that know the writ- 
ten Law ! our * Prophet is come to bring to 
light many things of the Scripture, which you 
conceal, and he likewiſe leaveth inſfilence many 
things, that it is not time to make manifeſt, 
God hath fent you a Book full of light, to con- 
duct into the way of Salyation them that loye 
him, to bring them out of darkneſs, and by his 
ſpecial Grace, to lead them into the way of 
Salvation, Certainly he that ſaith, that the _ 
e Meſſiah, the Son of Mary, is God, is impious : 
Say to him, who can hinder God toexterminate 
the Meſſiah, and his Mother, with w hatloever 
Is 1n the Earth, when it ſhall ſeem good ro him ? 
God is Kirg of Heaven and Earth, he created 
with them what ſeemed good to him, he is Om- 
nipotent. Ihe Jews and Chriſtians have ſaid, we 

| are 
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are the Chil.iren of Gor, his well beloved ; Say 
to them, ſhall not God chaſtiſe you for your ſins ? 
Certainly ye are men; He that created you, 
pardoneth, and puniſheth as it pleaſeth him, 
he is the King of all that is in Heaven or Earth, 
and of whatever is between them, he is the re- 
fuge of the righteous. O ye that have knowledge 
in the written Law ! The Prophet, the Apoſtle 
of God is come to inſtruct you in a time that 
there is none other Prophet but he on the Earth ; 
Will you ſay that no man preached to you the 
torments of Hell ? Certainly the word of God 
is this day preached to you, the torment of 
Hell, and the Omanipotency of his Divine Ma- 
jelty. Remember thou what Moſes ſaid to his 
people, O people, call to mind the grace of 
God towards you, he hath choſen from among 
you Prophets, and Kings, hath conferred on 
you what he hath given to none in the World : 
Enter into the Holy Land, as God hath com- 
manded, turn not your Backs to your Enemies, 
le[t you be in the number of Reprobates : They 
anſwered, O Moſes ! there are Gyants and Ty- 
rants in the Holy Land, we will not enter into 
it, until they be gone out of it,if they forſake ir, 
we will enter into it. Then two men of then 
that were in the grace of God, ſaid to them, 
enter at the Gate, and fight againſt them, you 
ſhall be Victorious, truſt in God, if you believe 
in his Law : They ſaid, O Moſes ! we will not 
enter, ſo long as thoſe Tyrants dwell therein, 
go and fight againſt them with thy Lord, we 
will here attend. Then, ſaid Moſes, Lord, I 
diſpoſe but of mine own, and my Brothers per- 
ſon ; ſeparate us from this wicked people ; the 
Lord ſaid to him, the entrance into the Holy 


Land is prohibited co this people, they ſhall 
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wander forty years upon the Earth, in confufi- 
on and amazement, afflict not thy ſelf with the 
Deportments of the wicked; teach them the 
Niſtory of the Sons of Adam, hoy they offer. 
cd Sacrifices, how the Sacrifice of the one was 
accepted, that of the other was not : he through 
envy menaced his Brother, to Murther him ; 
his Brother fjaid to him, God recetveth the I 
crifices, and Holocauſts of ſuch as have his fear 
before their eyes: afluredly if thou extendeſt 
thine nand to ſl11y me, I will not ſtretch forth 
mine to hurt thee 1 fear the Lord of the U- 
niverſe ; If thou chargeſt thy felf with the mur-. 
ther of my Peron, with thy paſt fins, thou ſhalt 
go to Hel), where the unjuſt ſhall be puniſhed : 
The murther of his Brother ſcemed eaſie and 
advantagious for him, he flew him, and is in the 
number of the Damned. God ſent a Raven 
that made a Pit in the Earth, and ſhewed him 
the Mariner LO bury the Body of his Brother : 
'Tnen faid he, would to God I had been weak 
and impotent, that I were like ro this Raven ? 
I muſt bury the Body of my Brother, and he 
was penitent for his offence ; by rcaſon of this 
murther, we ordained to the Children of 1ſ-aet, 
that he who ſhall flay a Perſon innocent, ſhall 
be puniſhed, as1f he bad {lain the whole World, 
and he that ſhall give him his Lite, ſhall be recom- 
penſed, as if he had given Life to the whole 
World. My Prophets came to the Children of 
Iſrael, taught them my Commandments, and 
cauled them to ſee Miracles, nevertheleſs ma- 
ny of them were diſobedient : the puniſhment 
of them that oppoſe the Will of God, that of 
his Prophct, and that endeavour to pollute the 
Eart3, 1s to be {lain, hanged, to have the right 


toor, and the left hand, or right hand, aud the 
left 
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I-fr foot cut off, and to be exttrpated from the 
Earth ; they ſhall have in this World ſhame on 
the Forehead, and ſhall feel in the other, great 
corments, Except ſuch as ſhall be converted be. 
fore their death, and {hall. know, that God is 


gracious and merciful, O ye that believe ! fear. 


God, fight for his Law, you perhaps ſhall be 
happy. All the Treaſures of the Wo.1d ſhall 


r.0t be able to redeem Infidels at" the Day of 


Judgment, they ſhall endure exceeding great 
torments, they ſhall delire ro go out of the fire 


of Hell, bur ſhall dwell there eternally. Cur off 


\ the hands of thoſs Men and Women that ſteai, 
they contract upon themſelves the wrath of the 
World, and the puniſhment that God hath pre- 
pared for the wicked : He thar ſhall turn, and 
do good work:, ſhall be pardoned, God is gra- 
cious and merciful ro the penitent, KRnoweſt 
thou not that the Kingdom of Heaven, and of 
Earth is Gods ? that he chaſtiſeth and pardon- 
eth whom ir pleaſeth him ? and that he is Om- 
nipotent ? O Pcopher ! afflift not thy ſelf, ro 
behold them running to impiety ; that ſay with 
the mouth, we beheye, and have no Faith in 
their hearts. neither for them that Fudatze, 
and hearken ro the lies of their Doctors, to re- 
late them to others ; they pervert the Lan- 
guage of the Old Teſtament, and fay ; If you 
2 inſtructed in thoſe Precepts, you ought to 
obſerve them, if they- inſtruct you not in them, 
take heed to your ſclves, Such as make uſe of 
the name of God, to move the people to Se- 
dition, are without Faith, God will not purt- 
he their hearts, they ſhall have in this World 
ſhame upon the Forehead, and feel in the other 
extream torments. They liſten ro blaſphemies, 
and eat what is prohibited z. If they repair to 
tee, 
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thee, and ſubmit themſelves to thy Judgment, 
judge their Controverſie with Equity, converſe 
not with them ; if thou depart from their Com- 
pany , they ſhall not hurt thee, if thon giveſt 
judgment between them, judge with Equity , 
God loveth the Juſt : How ſhall they ſtubmir 
ro thy judgment, ſeeing they have the Old 
Teitament, which containeth the Command- 
ments of God ? They will not execute thy 
Judgment, neither believe jn the Old Teſtament, 
whereln is the guide of the right way, and a 
light to the Prophets, to. judge the differences 
ariſing among true Believers, among Jews ; their 
Doctors, and their Prieſts, who ſtudy the Scri- 
Pture, and are Witneſles that it containeth the 
truth, fear not the World, but dread me ; fell 
not, neither exchange my Commandments for 
any price. Such as judge not conformably to 
the Law of God, are Iafidels ; We have ordain- 
ed the Talio, man for man, an eye for an eye, a 
noſe for a noſe, an ear for an ear, a tooth for 
a tooth, a wound for a wound ; he that ſhall 
obſerve it, ſhall do well, and ſuch as ſhall nor 
judge conformably to the Law of God,are unjuſt. 
We ſent after many Prophets, Jzſus the Son of 
Mary, who confirmed the ancient Scriptures, to 
him we gave the Goſpel, full of light, to con- 
dyCt the people to the right way, with a con- 
firmation of the Old Teſtament, a guide and 
inſtruction for the righteous. They that follow 
the Goſpel, ought to judge as It 1s com- 
manded in the Goſpel; ſuch as judge not 
conformably to what God hath taught them, 
are diſobedient to his Divine Majeſty. To 
thee have we ſegt the Book that contain- 
eth' the truth, and confirmerh the ancient Scri- 


tures, determine the differences that ſhall ariſe 
among 
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among the people, as I have inſpired thee, and 
follow nor the Appetite of men that will abjure 
the truth which I have taught thee. We have in« 
ſtrutted all of you in a Law, and aflured means 
to lead you into the way of Salvation ; you 
ſhould all have been of one and the ſame Reli- 
gion, bad it ſo pleaſed God ; he hath done this 
ro prove you; Do good, and know, that you 
41] ſhall be aflembled before him, and he ſhall 
reſolve the doubts that are among you. If thou 
judgeſt the differences that are among them, 
judge conformably to what hath been inſpired 
into thee, and follow not their Appetites ; be 
careful they ſeduce thee not, and moye thee to 
doubt many things that God hath taught thee 
if they diſobey his Commandments, know, he 
will ſeverely puniſh them, becauſe of the Enor. 
mity of their Crimes. The greateſt part of the 
World are impious ; Do they afte&t the 
Judgment of the Ignorant ? What better Judge 
for the good, is there than God? O ye that 
believe ! obey not the Jews, nor the Chriſtians, 
they mutually obey each other in their impiety, 
he that ſhall obey them, ſhall be like unto them, 
God guideth not the unjuſt. Thou ſeeſt ſuch as 
are unſtable in their Faith, flock to them, and 
ſay, they fear a change of times, but God ſhall 
give advantage and Victory to his Prophet, and 
they ſhall repent to have concealed in their 
minds the Miracles of his Divine Majeſty. What 
will they alledge for excuſe, who ſwore by the 
name of God, exactly to obſerve their Religion, 
and to be with you? Their good works ſhall 
be unprofitable, and they in the number of the 
Damned. © ye that believe ! if you abandon 
your Faith, God will put others in your place, 
that ſhall loye him, and he them, and this to 
your 
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your great igfiominy, and the advantage of con. 
verted Infidels, thar ſhall ighr without fear, for 
his Law : Thus God beſtoweth his grace, as he 
ſeeth good, he is liberal, and Omnilſcient. You 
ought certainly to obey God, and his Prophet, 
his Apoſtle ; they who believe in God, thar 
make their Prayers at the time appointed, pay 
Tithes, and are in the Protection of God and 
his Propher, ſhall be beloyed of his Divine Mz. 


j:ſty, and be Victorious. O ye true Believers! 


obey not ſuch as ſcoif at your Religion, who 
have knowledge of the written Law ; obey not 
Infidels, and if you are good men, fear God; 
obey not them that deride your Prayers, It is 
the action of thoſe that are unwiſe. O ye that 
nnderſtand the written Law ! will you not ab» 
hor me, if I believe not in God, in what he hath 
inſpired into me, and into them that preceded 
me? The greateſt part of you are wicked. Say 
to them, did I inſtruct you to do evil, when [ 
preached to you the elject of Gods mercy ? 
Thoſe whom he curſcth, againſt whom he is in- 
cenſed, whom he hath Metamorphoſed into Apes, 
and Swine, and who have adored Idols, ſhall be 
confined in the fire-of Hell, they are in a very 
evil way, When they come to thee, they will 
ſay, they believe in the Law of God, they 
wiil enter thine Houſe with impiety, and go 
forth in the like manner, but God knoweth 
what they conceal in their heart: Thou ſhalt 
ſee many of them embrace Paganiſm, follow 
a lye, eat what is forbidder, and this to diſ- 
pleaſe their Dofors, and Prieſts, who have 
forbidden them to ſpcak lies, and eat meats 
that are unclean. ' The Jews ſaid, The hand of 
God is ſhut, contrariwiſe, it is their hand that 


is ſhut, and they ſhall be accuried by ow 
| O 
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Of their diſcourſe : certainly the hands of God 
are open, and he doth good to whom he plea- 
ſeth » Many amongft them, through impiety, 
and diſobedience, alter what 1s in the Scri- 
pture;z but we have caſt among them hatred, 
and horror, even to the Day of Judgment, 
God hath extinguiſhed the fire which they had 
kindled, to make War againſt the righteous ; 
they endeavour to pollute the Earth, but God 
deteſteth ſuch as cauſe diforder ; he remitterh 
their fins that know the Scripture, believe in his 
Law, and flieimpiety, they ſhall enter Paradiſe, 
that is full of delights. They have read the 
Old Teſtament, the Goſpel, and all Scriptures, 
they enjoy abundance of all gocd things; 
nevertheleſs many have dilobeyed the -Com- 
mandments of God, O Prophet ! preach what 
God hath taught thee 5 whether thou dolit 
preach it, or doeit not, he will defend thee 
from tne malice of men, he abhorreth Infidels. 
O ye that know the written'L.aw ! if you obſerve 
not the Old Teſtament, the Goſpel, and Scri- 
ptures which God hath ſent you, you ſhall be 
without merit, Many of them through im- 
piety and ignorance, pervert what is Con- 
tained 4in the Scripture ; afflift not thy 
{If with the actions of the impiouss Lhe ' 
Jews, Samaritans, ' Chriſtians, all that fſhali 
have believed -in God, the Reſurrection of 
the Dead, and have done gocd works,, ſhall : 
be exempt fromaffliction, there 1s nothing for 
them to fear at the day of Jidgment. We $:e rr 
received -of the Children of .1/-ael a promiſe, e tenor. 
to believe in our Prophets, and Apoſties, Yet 

have they ſlandred many, and flain ſuch as 

would not follow their appetites : they be- 

lieved there was no punithment for their FO, 

an 
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and became deaf, and blind ; After this, God 
pardoned them, nevertheleſs, they returned in 
Their ſin; and are again become deaf, and blind ; 
God beholdeth all their deportments. Cer<« 
tainly, they. who affirm the Meſſiah, the Son 
of Mary, to be God, are impious ; the Meſ- 
ſfiah commanded the Children of Tſ-ael to wor- 
ſhip God, his and their Lord ; the entrance into 
Paradiſe is forbidden to him that ſhall ſay, God 
hath a Companion equa] to him, Hell ſhall be 
his habitation, and the unjuſt ſhall find none 
to protect them at the Day of Judgment. 
Such as affirm there are three Gods, are im« 
pious : there is but one God; if they deſiſt not 
from ſuch diſcourſe, they ſhall burn in the 
fire of Hell; if they turn, and implore pardon 
of God, he will be to them gracious and mer- 
ciful. The Meſſiah, the Son of ary, is a Proe 
phet, and Apoſtie of God, like to the Prophets 
that came before him; his Mother 1s holy, 
and both of them did eat and drink. Conſider 
how 1 manifeſt my unity to Infidels , how they 
blaſpheme, and depart from the Truth; ſay 
to them, Will you worſhip inſtead of God, 
what can neither benefic, nor hurt you ?

ſpeak of your Religion with reverence, and 
follow not the appetites of ſuch as go aſtray, 
and walk in an evil way. The Infidels were ac- 
curſed by the Tongue of David, and of Meſ- 
fiah, the Son of Mary, becauſe of their difo- 
bedience ; they abſtain not from things that 
are not approved; they do them, and through 
obſtinacy will continue them; Thon ſhalt fee 
many of the Inhabitants of Merc adhere to 
them, by reaſon of the {ſin they conceal * their 
carts:

deſcend to confirm it. Should we have ſent an 
Angel, they had periſhed by his preſence, unleſs 
we had ans him under the figure of a Man, like 
unto them, and cloathed as they are. They 
derided the Prophets, and Apoltles, thy Pre- 
deceſlars; derifion is fallen upon ſuch as con 
temned them. Say to them, go through the 
World, and conſider tie end of them that ab- 
jure the Law of God ; ſay totnem, to whom 
appertaineth whatſoever isin Heaven and Earth? 
it is Gods. He will imploy his mercy to fave. 
you ; doubtleſs he will aſlerbie all of you ar 
the Day of Judgment. Nevertheleſs fafdels 
believe not in his Unity ; they conlider not, that 
whatſoever moveth by nighr, and by day, and 
whatſoever is in the World, b-longerh ro his 
Divine Majeſty, who underſtandeth and kno:v- 
eth all things, Say to tnem, require you C- 
ther protection than that of God the OMn:- 
potent Creator of Heaven and Earth, who 
nouriſheth all thigzs , is nonriſhed by non? ? 
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Say to them, I have received a command, to 
embrace the Law of Salvation. Be not ye in 
number of unbelievers; 1 fear to diſobey 'my 
Lord, and fear the torments preparcd for the 
wicked at the day of Judgment ; he that ſhal} 
deliver himſelf, ſhall enjoy the grace of. God, 
which is ſupream felicity : If God will puniſh 
you, none ſhall deliver you from his puniſhment;

Certainly the 
wicked ſhall be miſerable ; I will aſſemble all 
of them, and ſay, Where are the gods which 
you did 'affociate with God ? They ſhall have 
none Other excuſe, but toſay , by God, Lord, 
we were of the number of Idolaterss Conſi- 
der how they will lie, and diſavow their blaſ- 
phemies : ſome there be among them that hear» 
ken to thee, we have hardened their-hearts, they

We have ſent from Heaven that 
Book full of Bleſſedneſs, ir conficmeth the Scri- 
ptures that were ſent before it, to the end 
thou maylſt inſtruct the people of Adecca, them 
that inhabit about that City, and the reſt of 
the World, Such as ſhall believe in the Day of 
Judgment, believe in what is written in this 
Book, and ſhall pray to God to deliver them 
from the torments._ of Hell : Who is more un. 
juſt, than he that blaſphemeth againſt God ? 
that ſaith, God hath inſpired into him what 
he uttereth; notwithſtanding he hath received 
no inſpiration from his Divine Majeſty. Who 
more unjuſt, than he thar ſaith, he will caufe 
to deſcend from Heaven, things like ro. thoſe 
which God inſpired intro his Prophets ?

created Heaven and Earth; how ſhall] he have 
a Son, who hath no Wives? He createth and 
knoweth all things, he is your God, and your 
Lord, there is none other God but he., wor- 
ſnip him, he conſerveth all things, he 1s "eg 
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of no Man, and beholdeth all things, he is be- 
nign, and nothing is concealed from him. O 
people, there is come to you alight from your 
Lord to conduct.you , he that ſeeth clearly 
thall receive advantage ; and he that ſhall be 
blind, ſhall continue his Miſery : I am your Tu- 
tor, neither obſerve I what you do; Thus do 
t declare the Myſteries of my Law, the wicked 
ſhall in the end confeſs that thou haſt taught 
my Commandments to ſuch as inclined to learn 
them, Act what thy Lord hath inſpired into. 
thee, there is no-God but he, ſeparate thy elf 
from the Society of unbelievers; Had it plea- 
ſed God, they had not diſobeyed his Com- 
mandments, thou art not their Tutor, 1njure 
not them that worſhip Idols, they injure God 
through Malice and Ignorance, every Man e- 
ſteemeth what he hath done, and pleaſeth him- 
ſelf in his opinion. Certainly they ſhall all be 
aſſembled at the Judgment, and be chaſtiſed 
after their Demerits: They have ſworn by the 
name of God to figlit for the Faith, if ſome 
Miracle appear to inſtruct them ; Miracles PrO- 
ceed from God, they know not the time where- 
in he will make them to appear; although they 
ſhould ſee Miracles, they will not be converted. 
I will overturn their hearts, blind their ſight, 
and they ſhall neyer be converted; Iwill leave 
them in their Errours, and. diſobedience, with 
contempt and confukon, If we ſhould ſend to 
them Angels, ſhould the dead come and ſpeak 
to them, and ſhould we bring about them all 
the Witneſſes of the World, they ſhall not be- 
lieve, if it ſo pleaſe God, moſt of thema are 
ignorant ; we have allotted an Enemy to each 
Prophet; as the Devil 1s an Enemy to Men, he 
tempteth them with the Ornament of his Dif-

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- courſes, to render them proud. If it had plea- 
ſed thy Lord, they had wanted that power ; 
depart thou from unbelievers, and their blaſ 
phemies, and incline not to their will ; they 
ſhall find no advantage in their impiety. Do 
you deſire another Judge than God, who hath 
ſent to you the Book that diſtinguiſheth good 
from evil ? Such as know the Scripture , are 
not ignorant that this Book was. ſent from 
God, and containeth the Truth; Be not thou 
in the number of them that doubt, the word 
of God exattly cometh to paſs, no Man can 
hindec its efteAts, God underſtandeth and 
knoweth all things, 1f chou incline to the will 
of moſt Men, they will ſeduce thee, they be- 
lieve but their own opinions, and are- Ilyars.; 
Thy Lord knoweth them that err, and ſuch 
as follow the right way. Eat what ſhall be 
flam in pronouncing the name of God; they 
taught you what was forbidden; eat not, uns 
leſs conftrained through neceſlity : Many err - 
from the right way, and purſue their own aps 
petites, and ignorance, God beholdeth them 
that offend him; flie publick and ſecret fin, 
ſinners ſhall be ſeverKly chaſtiſed z eat not 
of what is not let Blood in prononncing the 
name of God, leſt you diſobey his Command- 
ments, The Devils will tempt them that ſerve 
them, they will perſwade unbelievers to diſpute 
againſt you ;, if you incline to them, you ſhall be 
Infidels as they are. I raiſed again many of them 
that were dead through their ſins, 1 converted 
them, and gave them a light to illuminate 
them, in the darkneſs , wherein Infidels ſhall 
dwell for eyer, becauſe they delight in their dif- 
obedience: Thus will I place in every City , 
taders , that ſhall __ the wicked , ... 
| nents 
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themſelves, but ſhall nor underſtand it : When 
they beheld any ſign (of the truth of the Pro- 
phet ) appear ; they ſaid, they will not believe 
in him, unleſs he were accompanied _ with the 
vertues, and merits of other Prophets; God 
maketh choice of them on whom he conferreth 
the grace of prophecy, he ſhall chaſtiſe ſuch as 
diſcourſe in that manner , with jgnominie in 
this World ; and they ſhall feel in the other 
great torments, by reaſon of their impiety. 
God rejoyceth the hearts of them that he incli- 
neth to lead into the way of Salyation,- and 
puniſheth them that digreſs from the right path ; 
his wrath fell upon the Infidels ſo ſoon as he 
aſcended into Heaven. The way thou followeſt 
is the right way ; we have recompenſed fuch as 
have underſtanding to profit, they ſhall be hap- 
py, God ſhall be their proteftor , becauſe of 
their good works, Remember thou the day 
wherein we ſhall aſlemble the People, and when 


it ſhall be ſaid to the Devils, Oye bands of Dees 
vils! wherefore are you riſen againſt Men? The 
chief of thoſe Men that ſhall have obeyed them, 
ſhall anſwer, Lord, ſuffer us to be revenged on 
each other, and let each command in his turn ;

God 
ſhall not deſtroy e Mecca for the unjuſtice there- 
in committed, until he hath ſent an Apoſtle 
to the Inhabitants, to teach them his Com- 
mandments , every one ſhall be puniſh- 
ed according to his works, thy Lord knows 
eth whatſoever is done in the World. He 
' hath no need of his People, he is altogether 
merciful, he can deſtroy you if it pleaſe him, 
and eſtabliſh in your place another People, as 
he -hath eſtabliſhed you in the place of your 
predeceſſors. If you be not converted, you 
ſhall not eſcape the torments of Hell; Say 
unto them, do as you. underſtand him, I will 
comport my ſelf, as I ſhall apprehend him 
you ſhall in the end underſtand who ſhall haye 
the good part in the other. World. None 
ſhall give ſaccour to Idolaters, they offcr to 
their Idols of the fruits that God hath crea« 
ted, and ſay, ( following their thoughts) be- 
hold our Gogd! Such facrifices aſcend not to 
God, their Idolatry hath induced many of them 
to ſacrifice their own Children to their falſe 
Gods, they have deſtroyed them, and were 
enſnared in their Religion, which they. had 
not done, had it ſo pleaſed God ; Separate 
thy ſelf from them and their blaſphemies, they 
bave ſaid, that the fruits of the Earth, and 
the benefits of God were unclean, and would 
not eat of them. God giveth food bur to thoſe 
whom he is pleaſed to gratifie, They have pio- 
bibited to ride on ſome beaſts that God gave 
them, :nd flew them for ſood, without pronoun- 
cing the name of his Divine Majeſty, which 1s a 
great fin, but they ſhall be puniſhed according 
3» 0 
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to their demerits. They have ſkid it is lawful for 
Men to eat what is in the Belies of Beaſts, and 
that it is unlawful for their Wives, and when 
they had ſlain them, they did cat fof com- 
parry 3 but Ged ſhall chaſtiſe them for their dif 
courte, he is moſt wiſe, and Otyniſcient.

Who is more wicked than he that bla 
phemeth, to ſeduce from the right way the 
People that are ignorant F God guideth not 
the unjuſt; Say unto them, In all that Ged 
hath inſpired into me, 1 find not that it 1s 
prohibited to eat. of thoſe beaſts, except they 
die of ſome Diſeaſe, and if they be lain 
without pronouncing the name of God. The | 
Fleſh of Swine is forbidden you; 'if you eat | 
of it, you-incur the wrath of God If any nn 
| 


be in neceſlity, and eateth without deſign to 


provoke God, he ſhall find God gracious and 


merciful, We forbad the Fews to eat of 


Beaſts whoſe Feet ' were cloven, and of the 
fat of Beaſts, except of ſuch as is inteclarded 
in the fleſh; the Entrails and the Bones. We 
enjoyned this prohibition by reaſon of their 
fin, and we are veritable in our words, and 
exact in our promiſes - If they ſlander thee, 
ſay unto them, The mercy of God is erear, 
and the wicked ſhall not avoid the puniſh- 
ment of theic crimes. The Infidels have faid, 
' Had it pleaſed God, we had not been unbelievers, 
neither our Fathers alſo, and nothing bad been 
prohibited. Their predeceſſors ſpake as they, un- 
til they felt the puniſhment of their ſin. Say 
unto them, Are you aſlured that God is con- 
tent with your proceeding ? Tell us, whence 
ariſeth this aſlurance ? You, in this, follow but 
your opinion, you are but lyers, Gods pro- 
vidence 1s great ; he had guided all of you in 
the right way, had it ſo pleaſed him. Cauſe 
them come before us, who ſaid, It is unlaw- 
ful to eat of clean Beaſts ; were they preſent 
when God made the Prohibition ? If they ſay 
they were preſent, ſay not as they, neither 
follow the appetites of blaſphemous Infidels, 
who believe not in the end of the word, and 
worſhip many Gods. Say unto them, Come, 
I will inſtru&t you what is by God forbidden 
to be eaten; there is but one ſole God, fay 
not , he hath Companions equal to him; da 
good to your Father and Mother, and ſlay 
not your Children, in fear of dying with Fa- 
mine, God ſhall beſtow on you and them allo, 
what ſhall be neceſſary ; commit not whore- 
dom, cither privately or publickly ; kill no 
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Man, if juſtice do not command it : God re: 
quireth you to obſerve what is above ( or- 
dained ) perhaps you will conſider it. "Cake 
not the goods of Orphans , but to ſuccour 
them, until they be of age, of diſcretion, 
meaſure, and weight, with good weight, and 
juſt meaſure. I enjoyn no Man any thing, 
bunt. what. 1s in his power to perform. Judge 
with equity, ' although it be againſt your Pa- 
rents and Allies; fatisfie what is above ( or- 
dained ) God commandeth it , peradventure 
you will conſider it s it is the right way, which 
you ought to purſue : gonotaſide, Gcd com- 
mandeth it, perbaps you will fear his Divine 
Majeſty. We taught e Moſes our Command- 
ments ; it is a peculiar grace to inſtruct the 
righteous, and guide the People in the right 
way ; it may be you will believe in the Re- 
ſurreftion. O ye Inhabitants of Mecca ! We 
have ſent to you the Alcoran, full of bene- 
diction, perform what is ordained , flie impi- 
ety, your ſins ſhall be forgiven you; ſay not, 
That God hath fent his Law to the two 
Nations that preceded you , and that it 1s hid 
from you. Will you ſay, That had God taught 
you the Scripture, you had been more obedi- 
ent than they? Certainly he hath taught you 
his Commandments, - it is a ſpecial grace' to 
guide you into the right way : Who is more 
unjuſt, than he that blaſphemeth againſt his 
Divine Majeſty, and departeth from his Com- 


mandments ? Such Men ſhall be rigorouſly 


chaſtiſed in the fize of Hell. Wil] they ex- 
pect that the Angels came to viſit them ? 
That God ſhould puniſh, and declare to them 
his miracles ? Will they look for the Day 
of Judgment, wherein repentance and comme” 
pope” | 10N 
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fon ſhall be unprofitable ? Such as believe in 
one part of the Law, and reject the other, 
have no foundation in their belief. God ſhall 
make them to know their errors, and ſhall 
puniſh them after the enormity of their crimes : 
He that ſhall do a good work, ſhall have a re- 
ward tenfold. Whoſoever acteth any wicked- 
neſs , ſhall be puniſhed in like manner; nei- 
ther ſhall he receive injuſtice. Say unto them, 
God hath guided me in the way of his Law ; 
ſuch as profeſs the Law of Abraham, profeſs 
the unity of God ; Abraham was not in the 
number of unbelievers: my prayers, my vows, 
my life, my death ſhall be conſecrated to God ; 
he hath no Companion, I wholly commend 
my ſelf to his Divine pleaſure. Say unto them, 
Do I defire to worſhip other Gods, than the 
Lord of the Univerſe ? The good that a Man 
doth, is for himſelf, and the evil that he com- 


mitteth is againſt them ; you all ſhall one day 
appear in the preſence of God, he ſhall reſolve 
your diſputes. He it 1s that prolongeth your 
Poſterity, and exalteth ſome. above others, to 
prove you ; your Lord js exact to chaſtiſe the 
wicked, and gracious and merciful to the righte- 
Ous.

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God, to preach his Commandments, I give 
good and fſalutary Advice, wonder not that 
God teacheth you his Precepts by the Tongue 
of a Man, like you, who declareth to you his 
Pleaſure. - Remember that he lefr you on Earth 
! after Noah, that he encreaſed you in number, 
s force , and power; Call to mind his grace, 
! you ſhall be happy. They anſwered, are we 
| cometo this, to worſhip one God alone, and to 
! relinquiſh what our Fathers adored ? Shew us 
the truth, whereof thou doſt preach, if thou 
! art trueg he ſaid, the wrath and indignation 
' of God thall fall upon you, will you diſpute 
with us of the Names, that you and your Fa- 
* thers impoſed on your Idols ? God did ndt en- 
joyn to worſhip them, neither have you rea- 
ſon to do it; expe your puniſhment, I will 

expect it with perſeverance, Then did we de- 
liver him from their Malice, and all the true 
Believers that, were with him, ' and deſtroyed 
thoſe Infidels, by reaſon of their impiety. We 
ſeat Salhe to Temod, and his people ; he ſaid to 
them, O ye people ! worſhip but one God, he 
ſhall ſhew you a Miracle in this * Camel, ſuf- »Yher,45 
fcr it to feed on the Earth, and do to it no harm, believe 
leſt you be chaſtiſed : Remember, how God that Sb? 
lefr you on the Earth after Aad, he gave you - -  "F 
to dwell in the Valleys, in the Plains, and migion 
Mountains; Remember God, and pollute not Meramor- 
the Earth any more, Their Captains who were Phoſed 2 
proud, demanded of the poor, if they belie- «Bea 
ved that Salve was indeed the Meſſenger of « 
God ? they anſwered, We believe in his words, 
and in his Doftrin; Thea faid thoſe proud 
Men, we abjure what ye believe, we condemn 
him, and they fſlzw the Camel of Sathe in 
D.iifion, diſobeyed the Command:neors of 

GoQ, 
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God, and ſaid, O Sathe ! Let us now ſee the 
puniſhment that thou didſt preach, if thou art 
of the Prophets ; at the ſame time, an Earth- 
quake, with Thunder ſurprized them, and they 
remained dead as Carcaſles in their: Houſes. 
Salhe forſook them , and ſaid, O ye people I 
declared to you the Will of God with fidelity, 
bur ye deteſt them that affect you, and give you 
good Counſels. Remember thou how Lye ſpake 
to the Pcople, faying, will you daily defile your 
ſelves with Whoredome ? and with a filthineſs 
chat was never yet ſeen in the World by any your 
Predeceflors ? Will you love Men better than 
Women? Will you loye fin rather than Pie- 
ty ? They ſaid, Let us expel Lot and his Fa- 
mily from our City, for that they will not 
contaminate themſelves with us, but God de- 
livered him out of their hands, and thoſe of 
his Honſe, except his Wife, who contiqued 
with them that were puniſhed: *We cauſed a 
Rain to fall upon them, that deſtroyed all of 
them. Conſider the end of the wicked :- We 
ſent Chaib to the Coutitrey of Madian, he 
ſaid, O ye people , worſhip one God alone, 
weigh with good Weights, meaſure with good 
Meaſure, and retain nothing from your Neigh- 
bour ; Poſleſs not the high ways, to give ter 
rour to the people, neither divert true Belie. 
vers from the Law of God : Remember, that 


&g'ou were but a ſmall handful of Men, and he 


cauſed you to multiply ; conſider the end of 
the wicked ; If any among you embrace 
the Faith, and others contemn it, have patiq 
Ence, until God judge your differences, there is 
no better Judge than he ; Their Teachers faid ; 
O (hiab, we will baniſh thee from eHaadran, 


thee and thoſe that are of thy Fath, if thou 
art 
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-art of our Religion; he anſwered, ſhould I 
not abhor your Religion, I ſhould blaſpheme a- 
.gainſt God ,, who hath delivered me, I will 
follow it, if it pleaſe God, he knoweth all. 
things, I will commend my ſelf wholly to the. 
Will of his Divine Majeſty ; Lord judge our 
Controverſie, thou art the beſt Judge of the 
World, Then ſaid their Teachers ro the peo« 
ple, if you follow Chaih, you are damned ; 
not long after an. Earthquake; and Thunder 
ſurprized them, and in the Morning they were 
tound dead in their Houſes ; ſuch as belyed 
Chaib, found no ſafety in their Habitations, they 
were wretched, he abandoned them, and ſaid, O 
ye people ! I have preached to you che Will of 
God with fidelity ; I will no longer afil:ft my 
felt with the Malice of the wicked. We infli- 
cted Sickneſs and Poyerty on them that diiobeye 
ed the Prophets, whom we ſent to the Inhabi- 
tants of Madian; peradventure they will be 
converted, We proved them through Diſeaſes 
and Health, and gratihed them in many Occur- 
rences, yet they 1aid, our Fathers were afflict= 
ed with Sickneis and Poverty, we ſhall be as 
they, but we chailiſed them for their ſin, when 
they leaſt conſidered it. Had the Inhabitants 
of Mecca had our fear before their eyes, and 
obeyed our Commandments, we had opened to 
them the bleſſing of H-aven and Earth; we 
will puniſn them, becauſe they are impious : 
Some rhere be, that ſhall be afflicted in the N:ght, 
when they ſleep ;, and others, that thall be tor- 
mented by d:y. when they ſport, ard recreate 
themſelves ; they bclieyed God to be a d cel- 
ver, and are damne:!, God guideth into the 
right way true Believers, and makes tem Horrs 
of the Earth, after their Parents ; had he fo 
K Dlcaled, 
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pleaſed, he might have deſtroyed all th< 
World, he might have hardned the hearts of 
the people,ead no man had hearkned to his word* 
I recount what things befel that * City, many 
Prophets have been ſent to its Inhabitants, and 
wrought many Miracles, yet would they not 
relinquiſh their former impiety ; thus have we 
hardned the hearts of Infidels; they violated 
their Promiſes, and we found moſt of them to 
be wicked and diſobedient. We ſent Moſes

Pharaoh ſaid, if thou comeſt 
irom God, and art true in thy ſayings, let us 
ſee ſome Miracles ; then he caſt upon the 
ground his Staffte , which was changed into a 
Serpent, ſhewed his hand , that appeared ex- 
ceeding white to the eyes of the Spectators. 
The Doctors of Pharaop ſaid, this Man is a 
Magician, he would have us to abandon our 
Countrey, what is your opinion ? detain him 
Priſoner, and his Brother, and ſend into your 
Cities, to aſſemble Magicians. The Magicians 
of Pharaoh appearing before him, they ſaid, 
what {hall be our reward, if we ſhall be Vi- 
ctorious ? He replyed to them, you ſhall be 
well rewarded, and ſhall be of them that ap- 
proach my Perſon.

of Moſes, and of Aaron ; Pharaoh ſaid to them, 
Ye bclieve in the God of Moſes without my per- 
miſſion ;, this is a deceit, invented by you, to 
drive the people out of my Domintons ; bur 
you ſhall ſoon know the puniſhment that 1 will 
lay upon you, I will cut off your feet and hands, 
and command you to be crucified. T hey an{were 
ed, We recompend our ſclves wholly to the 
Wall of God, whatſoever is thy revenge on us, 
thou ſhalt not hinder vs to believe in the Mira- 
cles that we ſee, neither to obey the Command= 
ments of his Divine Majeſty ; Lord give us pa- 
tience, and to die in the number of true Bclic= 
vers. Then ſaid Pharaoh's Doctors, dilmils A4s- 
ſes, and his people, that they may go whither 
they ſee good, to pollute the Earth, that they 
may leave thee in quiet with thy Gods : He 
ſaid, I willgcauſe their Children to be lain, 
their Wives to be abuſed, and 1 will infli&t up- 
on them a thouſand torments. Afes ail to 
his people; Implore fuccours of God with pa- 
tience, and Prayers, the whole Earth is Gods, 
he giveth it to inherit, to whom he leeth 
- good : the other World 1s for the right. - 
ous. They ſaid, O ſes | We hetore thy come 
Ing, deſired the death of our Enemies ; he rc 


plyeJ, God will not deſtroy your Enemies, to 
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leave you alone upon the Earth, he ſhall be- 
hold your Actions. We afflicted Pharach and 
his Subjects with Famine, perhaps unbelievers 
will conſider ic. When any happineſs befel them, 
they ſaid, they well deſerved it, and when they 
fell into Miſery, they affirmed ſes and his peo- 
ple to be the caule of it; It is God that puni- 
ſhed them, but of this moſt of them were ip- 
norant, They ſaid unto Moſes, ceaſe to ſhew 
us thy Miracles to inchant us, we will not ©- 
bey thee : We ſent upon them a Deluge, Graſs- 
hoppers, Lice, Frogs, and Blood, one after an- 


other ; nevertheleis they were proud, and in 


the number of the wicked. When our wrati 
fell upon them, they ſaid, O Moſes ! call up- 
on thy Lord, that he.give us what to thee 
he promiſed, remove his diſpleaſure from us, 
we will believe thee, and will diſmiſs with 
thee, the Children of 1ſ-ael : When we deli- 
vered them from affiction, they ſharpned 
their Tongues, murmured, and violated their 
Promiſes ; we avenged our ſelves upon them, 
and drowned them 1n the Sea, for that they 
contemned our Miracles, and we gave the Weſt 
and Eait to the Cluldren of Iſ-aez/, who were 
humble before us; we gave them our blcſling, 
our word was accompliſhed upon them , be- 
cauſe of their perſeverance, and we deſtroyed 
the Armies of Pharach.

ſwered, ye are Ignorant ; theſe Nen are wretc:.- 
ed, what they do 1s but ignorance and Vanity ; 
ſhit 1 achre that you worlh'n other Gods, than 
Ciod that preferred you to all tho World ? 
We have delivered you from Py.;raub's people, 
Who 
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who cauſed you to endure great torments, they 
murthered your Children, abuſed your Wives, 
and you utter heavy afflictions for the puniſh- 
ment of your ſins. We detained doſes on the 
Mountain thirty Nights. and ten other Nights, 
which is in all forty Nights; when he wenc 
up, he ſaid to his Brother Aaron, be thou my 
Lieutenant, command this people in mine ab- 
ſence, and follow not the path of the wicked. 
When Moſes at the time appointed arrived at 
the top of the Mountain, and that his Lerd 
ſpake to him, he ſaid, Lord permit me to lce 
thee : he ſaid, thou ſhalt not ſee me; behold 
this Mountain, 1t it continue firm in this place, 
thou ſhalt be able to ſee me; when the 
Lord appeared upon the Mountain with his 
light, it was reduced to athes, and Moſes ama- 
zcd, fell on the ground as dead. When he a- 
role again, he taid, Bleiled be the name of 
God, I deſire to obey him, and believe that no 
Man living is able to behold him, He ſaid to 
Mzſes, I have choſen, and preferred thee to all 
the World, I have made thee a Prophet, thou 
haſt talked with me, receive the Grace which 
I have beſtowed on thee, and be not ingrare- 
tul, We gave to him the Tables, wacreon 
was written what was necellary for the Sal;2- 
tion of Men, and we laid to him, receive with 
afteCtion, what I give thee, and command tiy 
p<ople to obſerve the Conteats of tnole Ta- 
bles. 1 will precipitate into Hell fach as tran!- 
greſs my Commandments; I will deprive tne 
proud of my Graces,. they will not believe in 
my Law, although they ſee all the Miracles in 
the World; it they ſee the right way, they 
will not follow it; they ſee the way of Er- 
rour, and purſue it, becauſe they have abjured 
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my Commandments, and rejetted my Grace, 


the good works of them that diſobey me, and 
That believe not 1n the Reſurrection, are unpro- 
fitable, they ſhall be chaſtiſed after their De- 


- merirs, The' people of Moſes, after his depar- 


ture, adored the Calf, a bellowing God ; faw 
they not, that it ſpake not to thfiem ; neither 
could conduct them into the right way ? Ne- 
vertheleſs they adored it, for which they were 
greatly to blame. When this Calf fell to the 
pround, and they found their errour, they faid, 
if God have not pity on us, we ſhall be miſe- 


table. * When Moſes returned, he ſaid to them, 


whom did ye obey after my departure ? You 
were too haſty to worſhip that Idol; he in 
diſpleaſure caſt againſt the ground the Tables 
that God had given him, took his Brother by 
the head, and dragging him to him, ſaid, Son 
of my Mother, how haſt thou governed this 
people ? I wanted power, replyed he, and could 
not divert them from their evil , It wanted 
little but they had (lain me, do me no harm; 
rejoyce not my Enemies with my miſery, and 
account me not with thoſe that adored Idols : 
Moſes ſaid, Lord pardon me, and my Brother, 
give us thy mercy; thou art the merciful of the 
merciful. The wrath of God, and the infamy 
of the World, ſhall fall upon them that wor- 
ſhipped the Calf, and blaſphemed againſt God ; 
he will be pitiful to ſuch as ſhall repent, and 
believe in his Divine Majeſty. The diſplea- 
fure of Moſes being allayed, he again took the 
Tables, whereon was written the way of. Sal- 
vation, for ſuch as bave the fear of their Lord 
before their eyes; he cauſed to be ſeparated 
from his people, at a time appointed, three- 
icore and ten Perſons, who were- ſurprized with

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an Earthquake, and with Thunder, and ſaid , 


Lord, thou couldeſt have deſtroyed them, be. 
fore they adored the Calf; wilt. thou deſtroy 
us all, becauſe of the ſin of the ignorant that 


are amongſt us? Thou haſt deſired to prove 
this people ; thou guideſt, and cauſelt to erre 


whom thou pleaſeſt ; thou art our Protector, 
pardon our fins ; for thou art altogether mer- 
ciful ; give us thy Grace 1n this World, aqd 
guide us to the Day of Judgment, near to thy 
Divine Majeſty : He ſaid, I will punifh. as I ſee 
good, my mercy embraceth the whole World; 
it is for ſuch as have my fear before their eyes, 
that pay Tithes, obey my Commandments, fol- 


low the right way, believe in the Prophet, * who * This is 
Mahomet.

can neither write nor read, and what 1s written 
in the Old Teſtament, and the Goſpel ; he ſhall

They did not hurt us ( when 
they 'murmured ) but afflicted themſelves. It 
was fſaidr'to. .them, Dwell in this City, 
and. eat: therein what ſhall pleaſe you ; enter 


at the gate with adoration, and beg pardon 


of your ſins. I will pardon you, and will aug- 
ment the graces of the righteous ; neverthelels, 
the wicked that were. among them, altered the 
words that were ſpoken to them, and perverted 
them ; and we ſent upon them our indignation 
from Heaven, becaute of their impiety. AsK 
of them concerning.a Village that was upon 


the ſhore of the Sea, whoſe inhabitants obſer. 
ved not the Sabbath, and fiſhed on the day of 


reſt; they ſaw in that day, Serpents appear upon 
the water, and other days they ſaw none, Thus 
were they tryed, becauſe of their diſobedience : 

A party of them ſaid, Fiſh not O People, it 
1s loſt labour , God ſhall deſtroy and chaſtiſe 
them with grievous torments, then their Do- 
ors ſaid, They ſhall implore pardon of the 
Lord , perhaps they will fear to offend him 
another- time, When they rejeted what we 
taught them , we ſaved ſuch among them as 
abſtained from evil-doing, and grievouſly af 
ficted- the wicked, becauſe of their diſobedi- 
ence ; when they zloried i in their ſin, we ſaid 
IO them, Be ye contemned, and abhorred as 
_ a , thy Lord ſhall ſend to them at the Day 


of 
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of Judgment, perſons to torment them ; he is 
exact 1n puniſhing the wicked, and merciful to 
the righteous. We ſent upon them good and 
evil, ro prove them, peradyenture they. will 
be converted. Their poſterity left a progeny, 
heirs of their Doctrine ; nevertheleſs, they re- 
turned to their fins, and ſay, the Lord ſhall 
pardon them ; they beg pardon of him, and See Gelat- 
return daily to their fin: Shall not account be 42. 
required from them, of what is ordained in 
the Seripture ? To wit, not to ſpeak of God, 
but with truth: They have read the Truth, 
but ' have not comprehended it. Paradiſe is 
only for the righteous; I willnot deprive them 
of recompence, who make their prayers at the 
time appointed, and obſerve what is contain- 
ed in the Scriptures. Remember thou, how 
we raiſed a Mountain: over them, to ſhelter 
them, and how they believed it would fall 
upon their: heads ; we ſaid to them, Learn with 
_ afteQtion. what . we teach you, and remember z 
perhaps you will fear diſobedience. Thy 
Lord cauſed to come out of Adams Reins, 
all his. Poſterity ; and asKked them, ſaying, Am 
not 1 your Lord > they anſwered, yes, thou 
art our Lord, we know it well» They can= 
not therefore ſay at the Day of Judgment, 
That they knew not:- bis unity ; they ſhall ſay 
for excuſe, Our Fathers adored many gods 
before us, we are their Poſterity; wilt thou 
deſtroy us, becauſe of their iniquity ? Thus do 
I diſcover my myſteries to Men; it may be 
they, will be converted. Relate to them the Hi. 
ſtory of him that ſaw our miracles ; he? was 
diſpoiled of his underſtanding; the Devil fol- 
lowed it, and he was in the number of the 


wretched. Had we lo pleaſed, we had cn 
Toy! 
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him through the knowledge of our wonders, 


among the Doctors; but he crouched to the 


ground, and followed his own appetite, like to 
a cChafed Dog ; if thou chaſe him with Choler 
he putteth forth his Tongue ; if thou leave him 
at reſt, he will ſtill put forth his Tongue, like 
to the Infidels, that contemn our inſtructions ; 
if thou recount to them our miracles, or do not 
recount, perhaps they will be converted, per- 
haps they will not be converted, and ſhall be 
like ſuch as have abjured our Commandments, 
and injured their own Souls. He whom God 
gvideth, is well guided ; and he whom God 
miſ-leadeth, is in the number of the miſerable. 
We have created Hell to puniſh Devils and 
Men ; they have hearts, and comprehend not the 
truth; they have eyes, and ſee 1t not ; ears 
have they, and hear it not; they are like to 
Beaſts, and worſe than Beaſts; they are al- 


together ignorant. The moſt beautiful names 


of the World appertain to God + Be- 
ſeech him by the beauty of his name, and de- 
part from them that, depart from rhe truth, 
through the: names that they. impoſe on their 
Idols; they ſhall be chaſtiſed after their deme- 
rits. Some there-be that follow the truth, and 
judge with equity. I will by degrees puniſh 
them that ſhall reje&t our Commandments, when 
they ſhall think thereon. I. will defer their pu- 
niſhment ſome time, becauſe my wrath 1s vio- 
lent : Remember they not, - that they ſaid, Mas 
homet 1s poſſeſt of the Devil? On the contrary, 
he declareth the joys of Paradiſe, and preach- 
eth the torments of Hell. Conſider they not 
the Kingdom of Heaven and of Earth,which God 


hath created of nothing ? The fear of Death | 
ſhall arrive before they have acknowledged | 
their | 
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their ſins, in what will they believe, if thay 
have no Faith in the+- Alcoran ? He whom 
God ſhall miſ-lead, ſhall find none to guide 
him; he ſhall leave Infidels confounded 
in their diſobedience. They ſhall enquire of 
thee concerning the Hour and Day of Judg- 
ment. Say unto them, No Man knoweth it but 
God ; but the greateſt part of the World be- 
lieve it not. | have not power to do either 
good or evil of my felf, if God do not per- 
mit it; if I knew the future, I ſhould provide 
wealth to preſerve.-me from poverty: I am ſent 
only to declare the joyes of Paradiſe, and preach 
the torments of Hell to them that believe in 
God; he it is that created you of one ſole per- 
ſon, and created his ſpouſe of his Rib, to 
dwell with her: When ſhe doubted of being 
with Child, ſhe ceaſed not to travel as ſhe was 
wont; but when her conception rendred her 
heavy, they both beſought God, their Lord, 
and faid, Lord give an happy progeny, to 
the end we may be in the number of them that 
return thee thanks for thy favours. When 
God gave them a Son, a righteous Man, they 
aſſociated him in what he had given them 
and all of them exalted the glory of his Divine 
Majeſty, above the Idols of the Inhdels, that 
adored things which could create nothing, that 
are things created, and can do neither good 
nor harm. lf you call Idolaters to the 
right way, they will not follow you; if ye 
invoke Idols, miſery ſhall be upon you ; will 
you be mute, to profeſs the unity of God ? 
Will you worſhip the Creatures, inttead of the 
Creator ? Go, adore your ldols, and may they 
hear your prayers, if you believe them to be 
Gods ? Have they Feet to walk, Hands to 

Ls touch, 
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touch, Eyes to fee, and Ears to hear ? Say unto 


them, If ye invoke your Idols, and conſpire 
againſt me, you ſhall find none to protect you, 


God is my protector, he hath cauſed the Al. 


coran to deſcend from Heaven, he is the de- 
fendor of the righteous ; what ye adore, can nei- 


ther benefit nor hurt you; If thou invokeſt I. 


dols, they fhal] not hear thee, they ſhall Look 
vpon thee, and ſhall not ſee thee z do what is 
lawful to be done, command things honeſt, and 
depart from the ignorant ; if the Devil would 
ſeduce thee, truſt in God*, he heareth and 


knoweth all things; ſuch as fear him, remem-

Letter Patent from God, and his Prophet, 
to the unbehevers, with whom ye have 
made Truce. Travel in ſafety the ſpace of 

four Months, know, ye ſhall not render God 

| 1Impotent, and that he will lay ſhame upon 
your forehead. Advice for the People, at 

the Day of great Pilgrimage, from God, and 

his Prophet; God pproveck not the aron 
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of them that adore Idols, his Prophet is in- 
nocent from that ſin; If ye repent, ye ſhall 
do well, if ye abandonthe Law of God, know, 
ye ſhall not eſcape the puniſhment of your | 
crime ; preach to the unbelievers, that they 
ſhall ſuffer gxyzevous torments , except thoſe 
with whom ye have made Truce, who fal| 
not from what they have promiſed, and that 
protect none againſt you. Obſerve exaCtly un- 
til the prefixed time, what you have promiſed 
them, God loyeth them that fear him: When 
the Month of Heram ſhall be paſt, kill them 
where you ſhall meet them, take them Slaves, 
detain them Priſoners, and obſerve where 
they paſs to Iay ambuſh for them 5 if they 
be converted, if they pray at the time- ap- 
pointed, and pay Tythes, leave them in quiet, 
God is merciful ro them that repent. It the þ 
Infidels demand Quarter of you, give them 
Quarter, to the end they may learn the word 
_ of God; teach them his Commandments, for 
they are ignorant. How ſhould they haye 
Truce with God and his Prophet? Ifthey be- 
lieye neither in the one, nor the other, except | 
them with whom youentred Truce in the Tem- | 
ple of Megca ? If they obſerve their promiſe | 
to you, obſerye what ye promiſed to them, God 
Joveth fuch as have his fear before their eyes : 
How ſhall they have Truce with you ? If they F

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True believers, wherein they are exceedingly to

I teach the 
myſteries of faith to ſuch as have undercſtan- 
ding to comprehend them, if they break their 
promiſe, and diſturb them of your Religion, 
kill their Captains, as perſons without taith, 
they will perhaps put an end to their impie- 
ty. Slay ſuch eſpecially that renounce their 
faith, who have endeavoured to drive the Pro- 
phet from Mecca, and have begun to ſlay you, 
will you fear them ?

are as yet far remote of Infidels ; they ſwear by 


the Name of God, that they were unable to go 
out of Mecca with the Prophet, in which they de. 
ſtroy their Souls, for God knoweth them to be 
Lyars ; excuſe , them not , that thou know- 
eſt not them that ſpoke truth, and thoſe that 
were Lyars. True Believers will not excuſe them- 
ſelves from fighting, or employing their wealth 
and Perſons for the Law of God; he knoweth 
ſuch as fear him.. They that believe not in 
God, neither the Day of Judgment, refuſe to 
20 with thee, they doubt the Myſteries of Faith, 
but ſhall continue in their doubt, to their con- 
fuſion ; had they inclined to go out againſt the 
Enemy, they had Arms to perform it ; God 
contemned their going out, rendred them neg- 
ligent, and cauſed them to remain with the ſick, 
the Women, and Children; had they gone forth 
with you, they had brought with them more of 
diſorder than affection to the Service of his Di- 
vine Majeſty ; they hate you, nevertheleſs you 
hearken to them : God knoweth them that are 
to blame, they hated thee. heretofore, accuſed 
thee of all their miſchicf,until, through the per- 
miſſion of God, the truth appeared againſt rheir 
Will : many of them ſaid, excuſe us, and ſcan- 
dalize vs nat, and they fel} themſelves into 
ſcandal, and impiety :; but Hell is the Habitarion 
of thoſe wicked Perſons; if good happen to 
you, they are diſcontented ; if evil befal you, 
they ſay, they took heed ro themlelves, and 
foreſaw 1', and depart from you with joy ; ſay 


pato them, nothing befel us, bur whar God had | 


ordained, 
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ordained, he is our Lord ; all true Believers are 
reſigned to the Will of his Divine Majeſty ; ſay 
unto them, will ye expect, that one of the two 
Graces ( either Vi&tory, or Martyrdom ) befal 
us? we will expect with you, until God hath 
chaſtiſed you by our hands ; expect, we will 
expect with you: ſay unto them, expend through 
force or affeion for the glory of God ; your 
works ſhall not be accepted of him, becauſe you 
are Infidels, your Alms ſhall be unprofitable, fer 
that you believe not in God, nor in his Pro- 
phet ; ye praiſe not God, but with negligence, 
and with regret for what you ſpend for his Ser- 
vice, Be not then amazed at the quantity of 
their Treaſures , neither the number of their 
Children; God ſhall make uſe of them to pu- 
niſh them in this World, and ſhall deſtroy them 
with their wickedneſs. They ſwear by the 
name of God, that they are yours, and are not, 
and fear to be diſcovered ;, if they meet with 
any Den, Cave, or Houſe, wherein to hide them, 
they ſpeedily repair thither. There be of them 
that ſay, it is ignominious to give Alms; if 
they give Alms it is with Choler ; if they gave 
them for the love of God and his Prophet, they 
would ſay, God is our BenefaCtor ; he will give 
us through his Grace, and to the Prophet, what- 
{oeyer ſhall be neceſſary, our hope is in him. 
Alms are appointed for the poor, for them that 
recommen] themſelves to God, to redeem 
Slaves, for ſuch as are in Debt, and neceſlitovs, 
God knoweth all things, and is moſt prudent in 
what he ordaineth. There be among them, who 
deprave the Prophet, and ſay, he ſhall under- 
ftzind what we fay ; ſay unto them, ſhould it 
be to you a great advantage to hear well ? The 


Prophet believeth in God, and teacheth true 
Believers 
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Believers the Truth; the mercy of God is for 


them that believe in his Divine Majeſty ; Such 
as detraft from the Prophet , ſhall feel grie- 
yous torments z they ſwear by the Name of 


God, that they deſire to content God, and his 


Prophet; it is reaſonable that they content 
them, if they be good Men; know they not, 
that ſuch as tranfgreſs the Will of God,and thar 
of his Prophet, ſhall be eternally damned ? The 
wicked fear leſt God ſhould diſcover to the righte- 
ous theMalice that they conceal in their Souls,and 
that they contemn them ; Say: unto them, ye 
ſhall be contemned, for God bringeth to light 
what ycu fear. If you queſtion them concern- 
ing what they ſay, they will anſwer for excuſe, 
that they had no evil intent, and that they 
but jeaſt; ſay unto them , will you jeaſt with 
God, with his Commandments, and his Pro- 
phets? There is none excuſe for you, ye are 
truely impious; if God pardon any one of you, 
he ſhall rigorouſly puniſh ſuch as perſiſt to of- 
fend him. The wicked teaca among them im- 
piety to their Poſterity, they depart from the 
truth 5 they go band in hand, and agree to 
diſobey God ; they forget God, and God ſor- 
getteth them ; he hath prepared Hell for them, 
where they ſhall remain eternally; he hath Cur- 
ſed them, and they ſhall feel the torment of 
infinite pains. - The wicked that were before 
you , ſhall undergo them like you, they were 


more powerful than you, they poſlelled ſtore of 


wealth, and had many Children, they polſleſled 
part of their ſubſtance, and-ye poſleſs yours, 
as did your Pcedeceſſours ; ye' were plunged in 
impiety, as they were plunged ; but the. good 
works that they have done in this World, ſhall 
be to them unprofitable , and at the Day of 


Judg- 
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Judgment, they ſhall be in the number of the 
miſerable. Have they not known the Hiſtory 
of their Predeceſſours; the Hiſtory of the peo- 
ple of Noah, of Aad, of Temod, of Abraham, 
and the Cities that were ſubverted ? The Pro- 
phets preached to them the Commandments of 
God, who did to them no injuſtice; they drew 
afflition on themſelves, through the Enormity 
of their Crimes. The true Believers mutually 
obey each other; they command to do what 
things are honeſt, prohibit to act what 1s not 
approved ; they make their Prayers at the time 
appointed, diſtribute Tithes, obey God and his 
Prophet; God ſhall remit to them their ſins, 
he is Omnipotent, and hath promiled to them 
Gardens, wherein flow many Rivers, and an 
Fabitation full of content in Eder ; he hath 
promiſed them his Grace, which is the perfe- 
Ction of felicity. O Prophet! fight againſt the 
Infidels, fortifie thy ſclf againſt them, Hell ſhall 
be their Habitation ; they ſhall ſwear by the 
Name of God, that they have not traduced 
thee ; nevertheleſs they have detracted and ut- 
tered words full of impiety : they have denied 
to have been enriched through the grace of God, 
and of his Prophet ; if they turn, they ſhall do 
well ; if they abandon the Faith, God ſhall pu- 
niſh them in this World, and in the other, with 
grievous torments, and on Earth they ſhall find 
no Protector ; there be of them, who have :in- 
clined to capitulate with God, and have ſaid, 
if God doth good to us, we will believe in him; 
when he did good to them, they were Niggards, 
and ayaritious ; they have erred, and diſobeyed 
his Commandments, but he chaſtiſed them, be- 
cauſe of their impiety 5 he hath imprinted it 
in their hearts until the: Day of ty 
Jy 
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for that they have diſobeyed him, becanſe 


they violated their Promiſes, and by rea- 
ſon of their Lies ; know they not that God un- 
derſtandeth what they conceal in their hearts ? 
and that he knoweth what is preſent, paſt, and 


| future ? There be of them, who deride the true 


Believers, that give Alms according to their po- 


{ wer; God ſhall deride them, and they ſhall feel 
{ the rigour of eternal pains ; implore pardon 
| for them, or implore it- not , when thou ſhalt 
| beg ſixty and ten times pardon for them, God 
| ſhall not pardon them, becauſe they are ingrateful 


towards him, and his Prophet, God doth not 
guide them that diſobey him ; they rejoyced to 


be left behind the Prophet, when he went to 


fight for the Service of God, they had an averſion 
to ſight, and employ their Perſons and Goods 
for. the Service of his Divine Majeſty ; they ſaid, 
we will not go out of our Houſes with this 
heat 3 ſay to them, Hell is much more hot, could 
you comprehend 3 they ſhall lavgh a little in this 
World, and ſhall weep much in the other, for a 
puniſhment of their ſins. If thou meet them, 
and they demand permiſſion to go out with thee, 
to fight for the Faith ; ſay unto them, you ſhall 
not go out, neither ſhall ye ever fight againſt the 
Enemy with me, ye were ſlothful and Cowards 


the firſt time, remain with the Unbelievers ; pray 


not for them after their Death, and ſtay not at 
their Tombs, becauſe they believed neither in 
God, nor his Prophet, and died in their wicked- 
neſs, Be thou not aſtoniſhed, neither at the abun. 


dance of their wealth, nor the number of their 


Children, God will make uſe of them, to cha- 
ſtiſe them in this World, and will deſtroy them 
In their implety. When command was fent 
to them to believe 1n God, and fight with his 


t'r0- 
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Prophet, the moſt powerful amoug them deſi- 
red thee to excuſe them, and ſaid, leave us with 
them that continue in their Houſes, and deſire to 
remain with the ſick, the Women and little Chil- 
dren : God hardened their hearts, and they 
ſball never learn the truth. The Prophet and 
true Believers that were with them, and fought, 
and employed their Perſons, and goods for the 
Service of God, ſhall be bleſſed ; he hath pre- 
pared for them Gardens, wherein flow many 
Rivers, with perfection of felicjty. Some of the 
Arabians came tocxcule themſelves of going to 
the War, and ſuch as renounced God and 
the Prophet, remained in their Houſes , but 
They ſhall reſent grievous torments, becauſe of 
their wickedneſs ; the ſick, the impotent, and 
thoſe that want means to be preſent at the War, 
offend not God in abiding in their Houſes, pro- 
vided they be faithful to bis Divine Majeſty, 
and his Prophet. The righteous are not obli- 
ged to do but what is 10 their power, God 
ſnall be to them gracious and merciful. Such 
as repaired to thee to fizht, and whom thou 
didſt diſmiſs for want of occaſion, did not of- 
fend God; they returned to their Houſes with 
tears in their eyes, with diſcontent to have 
wanted means:to employ in the Service of his 
Divine Majeſty, the War is appointed to ſuch 
as intreat thee to exempt. them that are rich, 
and have wealth to ſubſiſt, they require leave 
£0 remain with their Wiyes and Children, God 
-hath hardned their hearts, and they know it not), 
they ſhall come to excuſe themſelves, when thou 
ſhalt ineet them; Say unto them, excuſe not 


your ſelves, I do not believe you, God bath gi- 


ven us to underſtand your News, he and his Prc- 
phet likewiſe hath rendred your good works 
vain 
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vain and unprofitable z ye ſhall one day appear 
| before him that knoweth what is paſt, preſent, 

and future, he ſhall cauſe you to remember 
whatſoever you have done, and (hall puniſh you 
according to your demerits. They ſhall conjure 
you by the Name of God, when you approach 
them, to depart from them ; depart from them, 
they are full of uncleanneſs, Hell ſhall be their 
Habitation, where they ſhall be tormented for 
their Crimes. They ſhall beſeech you to love 
them if you love them, know, that God ab- 
horreth them that diſobey him: The Arahians, 
who obſerve not the Precepts which God hath 
ſent to his Prophet , are ye more impious and 
ingrateful ? God knoweth all things, and is 
moſt prudent, There be Perſons among the 
Arabians, wk.o account 1t loſt Money that they 
expend for the Service of God, and protract 
their departure, to retard yours, and make 
you to attend; the Wheel of miſery is upon 
them , God underſtandeth whatever they ſay, 
and. knoweth all their Actions; there be a- 
{ mong them who believe in God, and the .Day 
{ of Judgment; they eſteem that their expence for 
| the Service of God draweth them nigh to his Dis 


| vine Majeſty, and they invite the Prophet to. 


| Pray for them, God ſhall give them his mercy, 
| he is gracious and merciful to them that obey 
him, They that ficſt arrived at «Hedina, the 


| ficſt of them that went out of Mecca, to depart. - 


from the wicked, fuach as were at the Battel 
of Beder, and ſuch as imitated them in well do- 
Ing, (ſhall injoy the Grace of God, he hath prc- 
pared for them Gardens, wherein flow many 
Rivers, with ſupreme felicity. There be Ar 4- 
bians about you, and in Medina, they altect 


impicty;, you know them not, but 1 know 
BM them 
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them-all, I will chaſtiſe rhetn twice on Earth , 
(to wit, through Ignominy and death) and they 
ſhall feel in the other World exceeding great 
rorments. Others there be, that, confeſs their 
fias, arid who do good and evil works ; per- 
adventure God will pardon them, he is altc- 
gether gracious and merciful; take of their 
ſubſtance for Alms, thou ſhalt render them righ- 
reous, and ſhalt purihe them, pray for them, 
thy Prayers ſhall procure them the mercy of 
God, he underſtandeth and knoweth all things. 
Krow they not, that God accepteth the con- 
verſion of his Creatures, that their Alms are 
pleaſing to him, and that he 1s gracious and 
merciful? Say unto them, do what ſhall pleafe 
you ; God, his Prophet, and the true: Belie- 
vers ſhall fee what you do, you ſhall one day 
appear _before him, who knoweth the preſent, 
paſt, and future ; he ſhall make you: to knaw 
whatſoever ye- have done, and ſhall chaſtiſe 
you after your. demerits, There be others 
that attend | the pleaſure of God , either his 
grace, or his wrath ,' his puniſhment, or his 
mercy, God underſtandeth what 1s in their 
Souls, and is moſt wiſe. They that eſteemed, 
that the Temple built by Unbelievers, to ſe- 
Cuce the righteous , to diſtinguiſh the wicked 
from the good, and to obſerve ſuch as had 
before fought againſt God, and againſt his Pro- 
'pher, is the Temple of his Divine Majeſty, 
{wear that they deſire to do well, and that their 
Intention is moſt honeſt, but they are Lyars, 
and God ſhall be witneſs of their falſhood ; make 
not thy Prayers in that Temple, make thy Pray- 
ersin the Temple founded on the fear of God, 
that 1s reafonable ; there be Perſons in that Tem- 
ple who deſire to be purified, God loyeth ſuch 
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as have a clean Soul; Who is he that build- 
eth beſt, he that foundeth his building upon 
the fear of God, or lie who layeth the Foun- 
dation of his building* upon the brink of a 
Ditch of Sand, which falleth, and ruineth 
it ſelf? They who eſteem the Temple builr 
by Unbelievers, to ſednce the people, to 
be the Temple of God, ſhall be with char Tem-« 
ple, and with the Infidels, that built it, burnt 
in the fice of Hell, God guideth not the un- 
juſt , their building ſhall terve only to tor- 
ment them, God knoweth their defign; and 
1s moſt wiſcz he purchaſcth of true Believers 
their Souls and Goods, and giveth them Pa- 
radiſe ; it they be flain, or if they flay when 
they ſhall fight for the Fit, they ſnall have 
what he hath promiſed to them in the Old 
Teſtament, the Goſpel, and in the Alcorar : 
Who better fſatisfieth what he hath promiſed, 
than God ? Declare to them that they have 
made a good purchace, they have gained the 
height of Felicity. Such as are firm 1n their 
Faith, who pray, honour, and worſhip God , 
who obſerve his Commandments, and all true Be- 
lievers,ſhall enjoy the delights of Paradiſe,with al! 
manner of content, The Prophet, and true Belie- 
vers ovght not to ask pardon of God for Infidels, 
notwithſtanding they be their Parents, having 
had knowledge that they are damned, becaule 
of their infidelity, Abraham prayed not for his 
Father , untill he had promiſed him to adore one 
God alone ; when he knew his Father to be an 
Enemy to God, he declared himfelf an Enemy 
to his ſin, he ceaſed praying for him, although 
he was exceeding charitable, and patient in his 
afflictions. God miſ-leadeth not them that he 


hath put into the right way, he giveth them to

Who except God ſhall protect you ? he hath given 
his Grace to the Prophet, and to ſuch as-fol- 
lowed him in his affliction, although ic wanted 
but alittle, that the hearts of many vf thetn 
inclined not to the party of the Unbelievers, 
but he pardoneth them; he hath been gracious 
and merciful to three Perſons who . deſerted 
the Prophet, and were ſorry for their Errour,

their Voyage, perhaps they will fear the cha- 
ſtiſement of God. O ye that believe in God ! 
fight againſt them that would cauſe you to be 
defiled in impiety, be valiant, and know that 
God is with them that have his fear before their 
eyes. When God cauſed to deſcend from Hea- 
ven, any Chapter of the Alcorary, ſome of 
them faid,_through diſdain, that wall encreaſe 


| the Faith of this people, Certainly it aug 


menteth the Faith of true Believers, it rejoy- 
ceth them,. and enflameth the wrath of his Di- 
vine Majeſty upon Infidels, who perſiſt in their 
poljutions, and dye in their wickedneſs. They 
know not that God tryeth the good, once, 
or twice a year, they will not be converted, it 
is loſt time to Preach to them, When God 
ſent from Heaven any Chapter of the Alcorar, 
they beheld each others, and faid, doth any 
one ſee us ? They returned 1n their impiety, and 
God turned their heart from the right way, for 


that they would not learn the Truth. God hath 


ſent you a Prophet of your own Nation, who, 
with Paſſion, deſireth to deliver you from your 
obſKfnacy, and is extreamly affected to inſtruct 
you -in the way of Salvation, God 1s mild, and 
pitiful towards true Believers. If they abandon 
the Faith, ſay unto them, God 1s my Prote@or, 
there is but one ſole God, I recommend my 
ſelf to the Will of his Divine Majeſty, he is the 
Lord of the Majeſtick T hrone, 
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The Chapter of Jonas, containing an hundred and 
nine Verſes, written at Mecca, 


N the Name of God, gracious and merciful; 

l am God the merciful, The Precepts con- 
tained in this Book proceed from the Omnipo- 
tent : Doth the people wonder that we have 
inſpired a Man to preach to the wicked the tor- 
ments of Hell, and to declare to true Belie- 
vers, that they ſhall had true what their Lord 
to them hath promiſed ? The wicked ſay, 
that it is but Sorcery and enchantment. Cer- 
tainly God is your Lord, who created Heaven 
and Earth jn ſix days, and ſitteth on his Thone, 
diſpoſing all things; no Man interceedeth for 
his Neighbour without his permiſſion, he is Your 
God and your Lord, worſhip him alone, . will 
ye not conſider it ? you all ſhall be one day 
aſſembled before him; he promiſed with truth, 
that he will cauſe Men to dye, and raiſe them 
again, to recompence ſuch as have belieyed in 
his Law, and done good works : The Unbe- 
lievers ſhall drink a boyling drink , and ſhall 
endure great torments , becauſe of their 
implety. He it is that gave light to the 
Sun, and brightneſs ta the Moon , that crea- 
ted the ſigns to know the number of years, 
the account of Months, and of whatſoever, he 
hath created, theſe things teach with ods 
TiC 
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the Miracles of his Divine Majeſty, to ſuch as 
have knowledge to underſtand them ; the dif. 
ference of Day and of Night,and what God hath 
created in Heaven and in Earth, are, marks 
of his Unity to them that have his fear be- 
fore their eyes. They who believe there is 
no Reſurrection , ſuch as place their content 
in the wealth of this World, they that truſt 
12 Their Riches, and that are ignorant of the 
Commandments of God ſhall be precipitated 
into the fire of Hell, becauſe of their ſins, and 
the true: Believers ſhall be conducted by his Di- 
vine Majeſty into delicious Gardens , wherein 
low many Rivers, they ſhall there find what- 
loever they ſhall deſire, and ſhall fay at the be- 
ginning of their Prayers, praiſed be God ; at- 
terwards they ſhall ſay, Salvation be to God; 
and at the end of their Prayers, praiſe be.to 
God, Lord of the Univerſe. Although God 
doth ſometimes ſuddenly chaſtiſe Men, he al- 
ways attendeth the time of their Deſtiny. I 
will leave them that ſhall not believe 1n the Re- 
ſurreCtion, in their Errours, to their confuſion ; 
When Man is afflicted, he invoketh us ſtanding, 
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ſitting, lying, and in all poſtures, and when 


we have delivered him from his affliction, he 
perſiſteth in his wickedneſs. It ſeemeth gocd 
to the wicked to do in this manner, we de- 
ſtroyed their Predeceſlours when they believed 
not in the Prophets, neither obeyed the Pre- 
cepts that we ſent them, and have eſtabliſhed 
you on the Earth in their place after them, ta 
ſee your Deportments, When thou teacheſt 


our Commandments to them that believe not in_ 


the Reſurrection ; they ſay, that the Precepts 
of the Alceran are altogether contrary to what 
thou preacheſt, and that thou haſt altered them 
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Say unto them, I have no Wil] to alter them of 
my ſelf, 1do but what is infpired into me of 
God, I fear to be puniſhed at the Day of Judg- 
ment, ſhould I diſobey his Divine Majeſty ; Say 
unto them, Had it pleaſed God, I had neither 
read, nor tavught you his Commandments, I 
ſojourned a long time with you , before 1 
taught you, will you not learn them ? Who 
is more unjuſt than he that blaſphemeth ? God 
doth not aid the Infidels that worſhip what 
can neither benefit nor hurt them, and ſay. their 
Idols ſhall intercede for them 3 will you inſtruct 
God in any thing that Ie knoweth not, of 
what is in Heaven or in Earth ? Praiſed be 
God, he hath no Companion, Men were all 
of one Religion before Infidelity took place, 
and if God had not ſaid that he would defer 
the puniſiment of the wicked until the Day 
of Judgment, he had already deſtroyed them 
in this World, becauſe of their impiety ; They 
/ fay, we will not believe 'in the Prophet, if 
| God make not ſome Miracles to appear in 
him ; Say unto them, God knoweth what ſhall 
be ; expect, I will expect with you: When 
we gave them to taſte of content after their 
affliction, they had ſubtilty upon our Com- 
mandments : Say unto them, God is more 
ſubtile than you , his Meſſengers ſhall write 
your ſubtilties; he it is that made Men to travel 
upon the Earth and S:a; It is he that ſendeth 
them a favourable wind to rejoyce them in their 
Ships; when Tempelt (urprizeth them, they be-= 
lieve that the Waves will overwhelm them, then 
they invoke God, with defire to embrace his Law, 
and fay, if God doth deliver us from this dan- 
ger, we wlll believe in his Unity, and return him 
thanks for this mercy; and being delivercd TR 
. peril, 
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| is witneſs; was there any thing between us 
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peril, perſiſt in cheir wickedneſs. O People! 
you draw miſchief on your ſelves, you re- 
quire nothing but the wealth of this World, 


you all ſhall appear before us to be judged 
according to your worksz the life of the World 


1s like to the Rain, which we cauſe to. de- 


ſcend from Heaven, -it cauſeth with mixture 
all ſorts of herbage to ſpring forth , for the 
nouriſhment of Men, and Beaſts. When the 
Earth is adorned with Flowers, and enriched 
with its Fruits, the Inhabitants oftentimes þe- 
lieve they have the power to cauſe their pro» 
duction ; then ſend we our chaſtiiements Day 
and Night upon the Earth, and render it as 
mown, and as if the Day before it had brought 
no Fruit. Thus do l diſcover Myſteries to 
ſuch as have knowledge to comprehend them. 
They beg. their Salvation of God; he (a- 
veth aud putteth in the way of Salvation 
whom it plealeth him. He ſhall not cover 
the Viſage of them that have done good 
works, they ſhall appear without ſhame, and

That Day ſhall every one ſee what 
he hath done, and <Miun that God is Truth it 
ſelf; their Idols ſhall be ſeparated far from 
them, and they ſhall underſtand their blaſphe. 
mies. Say unto them, who enricheth you with |þ 
the wealth of Heaven and Earth? Who cau. | 
ſeth life to come out of death, and death out of | 
lifee Who Giſpoſeth all things in the World? } 
They ſhall ming, It is God: Say unto them, | 
why have you not therefore his fear before 
your eyes? Gods indeed your Lord ; what 
is there after the Truth, but falſhood * ? How 
will you depart from his Law? his Word ſhall 
be accompliſhed againſt Infidels. Say unto 
them, Have your Idols the power to cauſe Men 
—_ -—b die,and tomake them riſe again ? God cavſeth 
i them to die, and to riſe again; how ſhall 
they be able to blaſpheme after theſe reaſons ? 
= unto them , T= your Idols able to con- 
duct you info the right way ? God puideth 
the People into the way of Salvation z who 
ought rather to be followed, he that guideth 
the People into the right way, or he that 
miſleadeth them 2 Whar reaſon have ye to 
follow the: evil way ? The greateſt part of 
them follow but their own opinion, but their 
Opinion is not conformable to the Truth ; 
God knoweth all their ations, there is no fal- 
ſhood in the Alcorar, it confirmeth the anci- 
ent Scriptures, and perſpicuouſly explaineth 
them; there is no doubt, but it proceedeth 
from the Lord of the Univerſe. They lay 1Ma- 
; homet hath inyented this Book ; ſay unto them, 
Come and bring any thing that reſembleth it 
- In Doctrine and Eloquence, and call the Idols 


which ye adore, we {hall ſee if you are ſincere; 
on 
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on the contrary , they have blaſphemed, and 
have talked of what they underſtood not, 
when they heard the expoſition of the Alco- 
ran: Thus did their Predeceſlors ; but confi 
der what is the end of the unjuſt; There be 
| among them, who will believe in this Book, 
| and others that will rot believe ; Thy Lord 
| knoweth them that defile the Earth ; ifthey 
| ſlander thee, ſay unto them, I will anſwer with 
my actions, and ye ſhall anſwer with yours, 
| ye are innocent of what I act, and 1 am in« 
| nocent of what ye do. There be perſons a- 
| mong them that have inclination to hear thee, 
| but art thou able to canſe the deaf to hear ? 
| Should they not be deaf, they would learn no- 
| thing 3 Others there be, 'who look toward thee, 
{ but art thou able ro guide the blind ? ſhould 
| they fee clearly, they would not follow zthe 
right way ; God doth no injuſtice to Men, 
| they do injury to themlielves, through the enor- 
| Mity of their offences. I will cauſe them to 
| riſe again at theDay of Judgment, as if they 
' hadremained but one hour of a day in the Grave 
| they ſhall know each other, and the wicked 
? _ have not believed in the ReſurreRion, ſhall 
{ be damned : 1 will ſhew thee many of them 
whom I will chaſtiſe; I will cauſe thee to die 
before they be chaſtiſed, and they al) ſhall ap. 
| Pear before me to be judged; God is witneſs 
* of their afions, he ſhall puniſh them accor- 
| ding ro their demerits; every Nation of the 
{ World hath had a Prophet fent from God, who 
| hath judged with reaſon, and without injuſtice, 
the differences that were among them touch. 
ing Religion : They have ſaid, at what time 
ſhall the wrath of God appear ? Say unto 
| them, I, of my ſelf, can neither procuxe good 
; Nor 
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nor evil, if God doth not permit it ; every 
one hath his deſtiny, when the time of their 
deſtiny arriveth, they can neither retard, or 
advance it - one hour. Have ye conſidered the 
puniſhment which God heretofore ſent, by day, 
and by night againſt the wicked ? When ye 
felt it, ye believed it, and fell intoit headlong. 
it ſhall be ſaid ro the wicked at the Day of 
Judgment, taſte eternal torments; ſhall you 
not be puniſhed according to your demerits ? 
They will ask of thee, if the pains denounced 
againſt the wicked, and if the Reſurrection be 
matters of Iruth ? Say unto them, yes, my 
Lord 1s moſt exact in his words, and all the 
Treaſures of the World ſhall not be able to 
redeem one Soul, They ſhall repent of their 
ſins, when they ſhall feel the puniſhment of their 
offences, but ſhall be condemned without in- 
juſtice 3 whatſoever is in Heaven and in Earth 
appertaineth to God, he is exact in his Promile, 
yet the greateſt part of the World do not know 
him, *He it is who cauſeth to die, and giveth 
life, and ſhall aſſemble Men at the Day of Judg- 
ment. O People! God hath ſent you inſtruCti- 
ons, and remedies for your infirmities ; he 
hath ſent a gnide to conduct true believers in- 
co the way of his mercy ; it ſhall be to them 
of more advantage, than the treaſures that 
they accumulate : Have ye conſidered the good 
things which he hath created for you ? Ye have 
appointed one part to be eaten, and have pro+ 
hibited to eat of another : Hath God permit: 
ted you to blaſpheme againſt him ? The opi- 
nion of ſuch as blaſpheme againſt God, ſhall 
be but miſery at the Day of Judgment, Godis 
full of goodneſs for the people, but moſt of 
them are ingrateful. In whatſpeyer place thou 

art, 
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art, whether thou teach what is contained in 
the Alcoran, or whether thou labour, I am 
always preſent, nothing is concealed from thy 
Lord, of whatſoever is in Heaven and Earth; 
be it great or little, all is written in the in- 
telligible Book,. that explaineth all things. 
There needeth no fear for ſuch as recommend 
themſelves to God, they ſhall be exempt from 
the pains of Hell. The true believers who 
bave his: fear before their eyes, ſhall ſuffer no 
torments in the other World; it is declared to 
them on Earth, that they ſhall have all con- 
tent, the word of God admits of no altera- 
tion; they ſhall enjoy perfection of fclicity in 
Paradiſe. Afﬀiict not thy ſelf for the words 
of the 1mpiou3, vertue proceedeth from God, 
he underſtandeth, and knoweth al} things 3 
whatſoever is in Heayen and in Earth apper- 
taineth to him: 1lhey who worſhip Idols, fol. 
low but their opinion, and are lyars; God 
hath created the night for repoſe , and the 
day for labour; ſuch as hear his Word, find 
therein marks of his Omnipotency. They 
have ſaid, Do ye believe that God hath a Son ? 
Praiſed be God, he is molt rich, and hath 
no need of any perſon , he poſlcileth whatloe- 
| ever is in Heaven, and Earth; you have no 
reaſon in what ye alledge; will you ſpeak 
of God what ye know not? God doth nor. 
aid in this World them that blaſpheme apainlt: 
hin, he ſh:]l cauſe them ro feel after their 
death great rorments, becauſe of their impi- 
ety: lnſtruct them in the Hiſtory of MNoay, 
bow he ſpake to his People, and ſaid, © Pco- 

| ple! if my abode with you, and the preach- 
inz of the Commandments of God be irklom 
to you, Know, That all my {upport 1s inGod, 
alluurble 
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aſſemble your . Doftors, with your Idols; and 
conceal not what ye do; go whither you will, 
ye ſhall find none to proteCt you ; if .ye con- 
temn my inſtructions, 1 require not of you a 
reward for my pains; I deſire to receive of 
none other than God the Omnipotent, and re- 
commend my ſelf to the will of his Divine 
Majeſty. They ſlandered Noah, then did we 
fave him in the Ark, and them that were with 
him; we prolonged their poſterity on Earth, 
and drowned the wicked ; conſider the. end< 
ſuch as heard the Word of God, and con- 
temned it. We ſent to them other Prophets 
after Noah, they made them to ſee Miracles, 
and gave them: moſt falurary inſtructions ; but 
they did not believe in what. they had no will 
before to believe, Thus I harden the heart 
of the wicked. We after them, fent e Hoſes 
to Pharaoh, and his Subjects, with our mira- 
cles. they aroſe againſt our Commandments, 
when the truth was preached to them, and 
laid, it was but Magick and Enchantment. 
e Moſes laid to them, Will you ſay that the 
Truth is Sorcery ? God doth not afliſt Magi- 
clans and Sorcerers; they ſaid, Art thou, with 
thy Brother, come to divert us from the Rel:- 
gion of our Fathers, and to be eſteemed on 
Earth? We will bzlieve in thy words. Then 
Pharach commanded to ſummon the moſt skilful 
of his Magicians, they being aſlembled, e Hoſes 
{aid to them, caſt down what ye have a will 
to caſt down on the ground ; having caſt 
down their Cords and Staves, e Hoſes 1aid 
to them, know ye none other thing but Ma- 
zick? God ſhall render it vain, and unprofte 
table; he abhoreth ſuch as defile the Earth, 
he confirmeth the Truth through his Word, 

_ although. 
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although it be againſt the will of the wicked. 
Few Men believed in Moſes, becauſe of their 
fear to diſpleaſe Pharaoh, and his Miniſters, 
Pharaoh was powerful on Earth, and in the 
number of the wicked. Moſes ſaid, O Peo- 
ple! it ye believe in God, reſign your ſelves 
to his will ; they anſwered, All our confi- 
dence ts in God; Lord, do not thou abandon 
us to the malice of the unjuſt; deliver us 
through thy mercy from the hands of. In- 
fidels. We inſpired Moſes and his Brother to 
dwell ſome time in Egyp: with their people, 
and to make Oratories 1n their Houſes, there- 
in to make their prayers, and preach to true 
believers. Lord, ſaid Moſes, thou baſt enrich- 
ed Pharaoh and his people in this World; 
they go aſtray from the way of thy Law 3 con- 
found their riches, and harden your hearts, 
they will not believe until they ſee thy judgments, 
and feel the effect of thy wrath; he ſaid, I 
have heard the prayers of you both; be faith- 
ful in your Embaſlie, and follow not the way 
of the ignorant, We gave paſlage. through the 
Sea to the Children of Jſ-ael, Pharaoh pure 
ſued them with hatred and envy, until his peo- 


ple were drowned. Then ſaid Pharaoh, believe 


| there is none other God, but the God of the 


{ Children of Jſrael, and I wholly recommend. 


; my felf to his Will. Thou doſt now believe 
| In God, O Pharaoh! and wert before diſobedi- 
ent to his Commandments, filling the Earth with 

{ they enormities, I have delivered thee from 
this peril, that thou maiſt be an example to 
poſterity ; for many among the people are 
Ignorant of my Omnipotency, We gave the 
Children of 1ſrael to dwell in places full of 
delights, and enriched them with the good 

: things 
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' things of the Earth 3 they knew the diff. 


rences that aroſe among them touching Relj. 
pion, thy Lord ſhall judge them at the Day 
of Judgment. If thou doubteſt-what we haye 
taught thee, repair to them that have read the 
Scripture before thee; what thy Lord hath 
taught thee is moſt true; be not thon of 
them that doubt, neither of ſuch as derogate 
from the Commandments -of God, thou ſhalt 
be in the number of the wretched. Thoſe 
whom God will chaſtiſe, ſhall not believe in 
his Divine Majeſty, ſhould they behold all the 
miracles of the World, until they fce the tor- 
ments of Hell. The faith is exceeding pro- 
fitable to the Cities that have received it; 
when the Inhabitants of the City of Fonas em- 
braced it, we delivered them from our puniſh- 
ment, we delivered them from ignominy, and 
enriched them until the time appointed ; if it 
pleaſed thy Lord, all the World ſhould be. 
lieve in him; wilt thou abhor the People un» 
til they believe in God? No Man can em» | 
brace the faith without his permiſſion, he ſend- 
eth his indignation againſt them that diſobey 


his Commandments : Say unto them, Con- 


ſider all that is in Heayen and Earth, miracles 


and preaching are of no uſe to ſuch as will 
not believe; ſhall they expect what their Pce- 
deceſlors expected? Say unto them, expect, 
I will expe& with you. I wili deliver my Pro- 
phets, and the true believers, from the tor- 
ments of Hel], it is reaſonable that I deliver 
them that obey my Commandments. O Peo. 
ple! who canſeth you to doubt of the Law 
which I teach you? I will not worſhip the 
Idols that you adore, I worſhip one God 


alone, who ſhall cauſe you all ro dye; I will 
embrace 
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embrace his Law, it co:nmandeth co profeſs his 
Unity, I*'am not of them that ſay, he hath a 
Companion equal to him. Adore not wat 
can neither beuefit nor hurt thee, if cheu do 
it, thou ſhalt be in the number of the unjuſt. 
If God will afflidt thee, none cau deliver thee 
from affliction ; if Sod will do good to thee, 
none can deprive thee of his grace, he hath 
given it to whom ſeemetn good to himſelf, 
he is gracious and mercifu]l. O people ! God 
reacheth you the truth ; whoſoever ſhall fol- 
low the right way, ſhall fave his Soul,. and 
whoſoever ſhall go aſtray, ſhail deſtroy it. I 
am not your Tutor, 1 co but what is inſpi- 
red into me; I haye patience in my petleve- 
rance, I will expect the judgment of God, there 
Is no better Judge than he.

The Chapter of Hod, containing an hundred 
twenty and three Verſes, written at Mecca. 


F N the name of God, gracious and merci- 
ful: I am the merciful God. ihe figns 
contained in this Book, are moit true, they 
proceed from the moſt wiſe, who Know- 
eth all things, Worſhip ye but one God 
alone, I preach to you from him the mm 
| N © 
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of Hell, and declare the Joys of Paradiſe, 
that ye may implore pardon x his Divine 
Majeſty , and be converted; he ſhall give you 
an haPpy Life in the World, until the time 
appointed, and ſhall reward every one accor- 
ding to his works. I fear, leſt you ſhould be 
chaſtiſed at the Day of Judgment 3 if you for- 
ſake the right way, you all ſhall be allembled 
before God to be judged. The heart of the 
1mpious inclined to hatred of the Prophet, and 
they would have concealed themſelves for 
ſome time from God; they are covered 
with their garments , that they may not be 
known, but God knoweth what is in their Souls, 
he underſtandeth whatſoever they conceal, 
and whatſoever they make manifeſt. All the 
Creatures of the World live of his grace, he 
knoweth the place of their repair, and the 
place where they mult die, all is written in 
an intelligible Book, that explaineth all things. 
/He it 1s that created Heaven and Earth in fix 
See Kitab: days, his Throne was before upon the Waters 
el tenoir. (the Alcoran ) exhorteth you to well-doing. 
If thou faiſt to the wicked, that they ſhall 
riſe again after their Death, they wall ſay, 
it is but Witchcraft and Sorcery : , If we retard 
ſome time to chaſtiſe them, they ſay, there is 
no puniſhment for their crimes ; but they ſhall 
not avoid it, in the day when it ſhall ap- 
pear, and they {hall feel tie rigour of the 
pains which they contemn, If we confer riches, 
and health on the impious, and deprive them 
of them, they deſpair in their impiety ; if 
we give them good after their evil, they 
ſay, miſery hath forſaken them, they rejoyce, 
and become arrogant. Such as are humble and 
patient in their atilictions, and do good morke, 
ſha 
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ſhall obtain pardon of their ſins, and a very 

great reward. Perhaps thon wilt forget to 

teach ſomething, of what I have inſpired into 

thee, and be afflicted, becauſe they ſay, that 

what thou ſpeakeſt ſhall bring thee no profit. 
:ertainly, thou art ſent only to reproye them of 

their ſin, thy Lord is Omnipotent, and ſhall 
chaſtiſe them after their dcmerits. Aſſuredly, 

they w1ll ſay, thou haſt * forged the Alcoran, * Controve 
and that it is of thy invention ; Say unto them, ſp74- 
Come and bring with you ten Chapters of 

your invention, like to the Alcoran in inſtru. 

ation and eloquence, arid call to your aid the 


| Idols that ye adore; if you be righteous, if 


they hear not your prayers, neither afford 
you ſuccours, know then, that the Alcorar 
deſcended from Heaven, tnrovugh Gods per- 
miſſion, and that there is but one fole God, 
will ye not truſt in hic> I will beſtow the 
riches and honours of tie Eartn, on many per- 
ſons that aff:& them, and in the eaa they 
ſhall be confined in the fire oi Rell, and the 
good works that they ſhall do in this Wortd, 
ſhall be unprofitable in the other. They who ob- 
ſerve what God hath ordained, frudy the Aires 
ran, and believe that ir procceqzth from his 


Divine Majeity, to teach the right way, and to 


obtain his mercy, as before it, was the Book of 
Moſes. Such <as fhall believe in the Alcorar, 
ſhall be happy, doubtleſs the fire of Hell is 
Prepared for the Infidels who wii! not believe 
therein, butthe greateſt part of the World 1s 
I3credulous: who is more 1mpious than they 
nat blaſpheme againit God ?

Men for their ſins, he ſaid ro them, worſhip 
but cne God alone, otherwiſe 1 fear ye ſhall 
be chaſtiſed at the Day of Judgment , The 
Doctors of the. Infidels anſwered im, we fe: 
tice to be. a Man, like us, and that ſuch as Þ

| ſay not that I am an Anpel, I ſay not to 
them whom you contemn-, that God ſhall en- 
rich them, God knoweth what is in their 
Souls ; ſhould I maintain ſuch diſcourſe, I ſhould 
have great blame. They (aid, O Noah! we 
have a long time diſputed. together ; if thou 
art {incere, tet us ſee the pains which thou preach- 
eſt ro us, God, ſaid he, when it ſhall pleaſe 
hin), ſhall cauſe you toſee them, you (hall not 
elcape them, my inſtruCtions ſhall be to you 
unprofitable; if God will prove you, he is 
your Lord, and you ſhall one day be aflem- 
bled before him to be judged.

Say 
unto them, if I have invented it, fin will be 
upon me, and I am innocent of your blaſphe= 
mics. God inſpired into Noah, that none 
ſhould believe in his words, but fucit as had 
alceady believed in himes He faid unto him, 
Build an Ark conformable to the inſpiration 
that we have ſent thee, but ſpeak no moreto 
me of the unjuſt, they ſhall be drowned ; the 
paſſ:vgers derided him and his Ark; he ſaid 
to them, ye ſcoft at me, I will laugh at you, 
and we ſhall ſee them that ſhall beſt under< 
ſtand; he whom God ſhail chaſtiſe, ſhall be 
covered with ſhame, and perpetually torimens 
ted, When our will was to deſtroy that Peo- 
ple, and the lizht of the morning appear- 
ed, and the Water boyled 111 Noah's Por, We 
commanded him to charge his Ark with two 
Beaits of every kind and Species; all crea- 
tes were deſtroyed, except thoſe, of which 


we before made mention, as well ſuch as be- 
N 3 lieyed, 
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lieved, as them that did not believe, and that 
but a few : Noah ſaid unto them, aſcend: the 
Ark in the name of God, who ſhall cauſe it 
to ſwim, and to Anchor ; the Lord is graci- 
ous and mercitul towards us. When the Ark 
began to float, like ro a Mountain, Noah called 


. to one of his Sons who ſtayed on the Earth, and 


ſaid, my * Son, come up into the Ark with 
us, and remain not with the Infidels; he an-« 
ſwered, I will aſcend an high Mountain, that 


* ſhall ſave me from the Waters ; Noah faid to 


him, none is able this day to deliver thee 


from the puniſhment of God, if it be not 


through his mercy > The Waters being riſen, 
he was in the number of them that were drow- 
ned : God commanded the Earth to drink its 
Water, and the Heavens to pour down no 
more Rain; the Water diminiſhed upon the 
Earth, after the People were drowned, and the 
Ark reſted u poh the Mountain called G1oudy 3 
thus were _ unjuſt extirpated 3 Noah prayed 
to his Lord, and ſaid, Lord, my Son that re- 
mained inthe Waters was' of my Lineage, thou 
didſt promiſe me to ſave my Family, thou 
dolt exactly perform thy promijie, thou art 
true in thy words, and moſt juſt in thine aCti- 
ons: O Noah ! aniwered God, that Son 1s not 
of thy Linage, be hath oftznded me, and difo- 
veyed my Commandments, do not enquire of 
me concerning that wiicn thou ouvghteit not 
ro know, otherwite thon ſhalt be in the num- 
ber of the 1gnorant : Lord, faid Noah, 1 wn

God fuid, O IVeah! deicend 
irom the Ark with Salvation , and blefling np-

| at the day of Judgment. I teach what ſhall 
| be, what neither thou, nor thy people have 
 Noryet known ; be patient . in thine afflictions, 


Paradiſe is for them that have my fear before 


their eyes, Welent Hodto the People of Aad, 
his Brother ; ye ſaid unto them, O People! a- 
dore but one God alone, otherwiſe ye ſhall be 
in the number of Infidels, I require of you no 
recompence for the pains I take in preaching 
to you, he that created me, {hall reward me 3; 
will ye never be wiſe ? implore pardon of 
God, be converted, and obey his Divine will, 
he ſhall ſend you Rain from Heaven, and ſhall 
encreaſe your ſtrength, and riches, be not in 
the number of the wicked; they anſwered, O 
Hod' thou ſheweſt usno reaſons to prove thy 
ſayings, thy words ſhall not make us to quit our 
Gods, we give no credit to thy diſcourte, and 
tell thee, that ſome one of our Gods hail ſe- 
verely chaſtiſe thee; He ſaid, take God and 
your ſelves to witneſs that I am innocent of 
the ſin that you commit, in adoring Idols; 
if you conſpire againſt me, none ſhall be a- 
ble to protect you at the Day of Judgment, 
I recommend my felf to the wiil of God, 
mine and your Lord, he conſerveth all the crea- 
Lures of. the Earth, and loveth them that fol- 
low the right way. I have diſcharged wy duty 
and commillion, I have taught you wh:t God 
commanded me, if you go aſtray, be ſhail e- 
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ſtabliſh another people in your place, you do 


him no harm through your 1mpiety , he ex-

band extreamly aged ? this would be a Mira- 
cle ; they anſwered, are ye aſtoniſhed at the 
power of God? O ye of the Fam:ly of Aabra- 
bam! God hath given you his Bleclitag, praiſe 
- and glory are due to him in all places, When 
Abraham was freeq from his tear, and they 
having announced the birth of his Children, 
he diſputed with them a long time, touching 
the Inhabitants of the City oi Lot; he was 
of a middle diſpoſition, and f! requently repeated 
the Praiſes of God. The Mcſſengers ſaid unto 
aim, O Abraham ! put an cnd to chy Queltti- 
. ons, the hour 1s come, wherein God hath com: 
manded to defiroy them, they ſhall undergo 
inevitable torments. When they arrived 111 
Lot's Houſe, he was grieved, in that he was nct 
able to ſecure them {rom the inſolence of the 
people; he taid, benold here a day cextreamly 
difhculc to pals; The lohabvitants of the City 
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having knowledge of their arrival, — tl 
Let's -houſe to continue their filthineſs : Lf 
ſaid unto them, O people! I have two Dag 
ters, whom I will give you, fear God, trou 
ble me not, abuſe not my Gueſts; is there 
none among you to ſhew you your Errour { 
They anſwered, thou well knoweſt that w 
have nothing to do with thy Daughters, thc 
knoweſt what we require ; he ſaid, were I of 
ſufficient power, I would dwell in a fortifiec 
place to ayoid the aſſaults of your Malice ; 
Then ſaid the Meſſengers of God unto him 
O Lot! we are Angels ſent from God, thoſe 
Villains ſhall not approach thee, go this Nigh 
out of the City with thy Family , none ſha 
look back but thy Wife ; ſhe ſhall feel the 
puniſhment prepared for the wicked, they ſhal 
be puniſhed early in the- Morning 3; be gone 
ſpeedily, the day approacheth; when we de-Þ 
ſtroyed them, we turncd the City upſide down, 
and cauſed it to rain upon them ſtones mar-þ 
xed with fire, to confound them. Such cha} 
ſtiſement 1s not far from the Infidels ( that areſ 
in Mecca.)

| will chaſtiſe, ſhall remain in perpetual miſery, 
| you ſhall ſoon underſtand who ſhall be the 
| Lyar, you or I; expect the iſſue, I will cx- 
' pe&t with you -. when we commanded to de- 
| Rtroy them, we (through our eſpecial Grace } 
| Preſerved (haib, and the true Believers that 
' were with him 5 Thunder ſurprized thoſe wick- 
\ ed ones, and they in the Morning remained 
dead, extended as Carkalles in their Houſes.

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Thus were the /Inhabitants -of Madian chaſti- 

ſed like the people of Temod, We ſent 170- 

ſes to Pharaoh and his Doctors, with Miracles 
with Arguments and Reaſons moſt clear and in- 
telligible ; but thole Doctors followed his Will, 
and obeyed his Commandments, notwithſtand= 
ing they were contrary to Reaſon ; they ſhall 
follow him at the Day of Judgment, bs they 
tollowed him upon Earth ; that day ſhall-they be 
accucſed, and ſhall find none that ſhall be a- 
ble to protect them : the puniſhment of Aecca 
{hall be like to that I relate to thee ; there be 
of its Inhabitants who ſubſiſt, and that do not 
{ubſilt, and are no more ; we have done them

The Chapter of Joſeph, containing an hundred 
and thirteen Verſes, written at Mecca. | 


N the Name of God, gracious and merciful. 

I am the merciful God. Thele ſigns are the 
ſigns of the Book which diſtinguiſheth good from 
eyil. Woe have cauſed to deſcend from Hea- 
ven the Alcoran, written 1n the Arabick Tongue, 


peradventure ye will learn it. I deliver unto 


thee in the Alcoran , one of the bgſt things 
that I have inſpired into thee. Thou wert be- 
fore the coming thereof, in the number of the 
ignorart, Remember thou, that Joſeph ſaid to 
his Father, My Father, I ſaw in a Dream e- 
leven Stars, the Sun, and the Moon, I ſaw them 
adoring me. My Son, ſaid his Father, diſco- 
ver not thy Dream to thy Brothers, they will 
conſpire againſt thee, the Devil is an open E- 
nemy to Men, thou ſhalt be elected of the 
Lord 1n this World, he ſhall teach thee the 


explication of Dreams, he ſhall accompliſh his 
Grace - 
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Grace upon thee, and upon the Lineage of Fa- | 
*Icob, as he did accompliſhrit upon thy Fathers, 
If {braham and Tſaac ; the Lord knoweth all things, 
and is moſt wiſe. The Hiſtory of Foſeph ſhall 
{ſerve for example to Poſterity ; remember thou, 
how his Brothers ſaid , our Father loveth our 
Brother Foſeph more than all us together, he is in 
an exceeding great errour, let us kill 7oſeph, and 
caſt him into ſome ſecret place remote from us, 
his abſence will render the Face of our Father 
more gentle toward us ; after his death we will \ 
be converted, One of them ſaid, you ſhall not 
do well to kill him, but caſt him into the 
E Well, ſome Paſſengers will take him, and carry 
him into an unknown Countrey : They ſaid to. 
their Father ; Father, wherefore doſt thou not 
ſend Foſeph into the Fields with us ? we will be 
| very careful , he ſhall ſport and recreate him- 

ſelf ; I fear, . ſaid ne, that ye will neglect to pre- 

ſerve him ; doſt thou fear (ſaid they) thar a Wolt 

ſhould devour him in our Preſence, and that we 

want ſtrength to defend him? In the Morning 

tiey led him with them, and caſt him iato a 

Well. We inſpired him to Propheſie to them 

whar ſhould befal them for the miſchief they 

acted, butthey wanted knowledge to compre» 

hend it ; they in the Evening returned to their 
| Fathers houſe, with eyes full of diſlembled tears, 
| and ſaid unto him, Father, we ſported, and ran 
| who ſhould run the beſt, Zoſeph remained with 
our Baggage, a Wolf came that devoured him; ,., 

thou wilt not. believe us although we ſpeak the ,,,,.;,. 
{ truth ; then they ſhewed him his Shirt, which well ; a 
| they had ſprinkled with Blood 3 it 1s you that Caravan, a 

hath done ir, faid he, you ſhall anſwer before <2" gh of 
| God, he is my Protector, and was patient, with- dba ling 
| out lamenting. There paſt that day * a Caravan rogethicr, 
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near to that Well, who deſiring to draw water 
to drink, let down a Bucket, on which Foſeph 
took hold to pet out ; they gave him Cloathes, 
led him away ſecretly, and fold him at a good 
rate for ready Moncy ; they would not kill 
him, in which they were honeſt Men. He thar 
bought him in Egypt, coromanded his Wife to 
have care of him, that he might one day be uſe. 
fal for their Service, and be to them inſtead of 
a Sons, Thus did we eſtabliſh Foſeph in the 
Countrey of Egypr, and taught him the expoſj. | 
tion.of Dreams, thy Lord is Omnipotent, but 
few Men know him: when Foſeph came to the 
Age of Manhood, we gave him knowledge and 
prudence; thus do we reward the righteous, 
His Maſters Wife became amorous of his Beau- 
ty, ſhe one day ſhut him into her Chamber, and 
jolicited bim with love 3 God defend me ( ſaid 
he) to betray my Maſter, and be unchaſte ( he 
was in the number of the righteous ) and fled 
ro the Door; his Miſtreſs ran after him, and 
to ſtay him, tore his Shirt through the back : 
Site met her Husband behind the Door, to whom 
ſhe faid , what other thing doth he merit, 
who would diſhonour thine houſe. than to be 
impriſoned, and ſeverely chaſtiſed? Lord , 
{aid 7oſeph, ſhe ſollicited me, that Infant which 
Is in the Cradle, and of thy Parentage ſhall be 
witneſs : Then the Infant in the Cradle ſaid, 
if Foſeph's Shirt be torn before, ſhe hath ſpo- 
ken truth, and Foſeph is a Lyar; if the Shirt 
be rcnt behind, Foſcph hath delivered the truth, 
and ſhe alyar : then her Hnsband beheld Fo- 
ſeph's Shirt torn behind, and knew that it was 
extream malice, and ſaid to Joſeph, take heed 
to thy ſelf, and heware this aCt be not divulged, 
do thou, ſpeaking to his Wite, implore porene 
Or 
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for thy fault, thou art iro'y Saucy: The Women 
of the City ſal among t lyes, that the rich 
Man's wife was amorous of his Slave, and that 
ſhe had ſollicited his love, and had erred from 
the right way, which ſhe underſtanding, made 
them an exceeding fair Feaſt, and cauſed F- 
ſeph to enter the Parlour where they ſate; while 
chey carved their meat, they were ſo ſurprized, 
and entangled with Foſephs beauty , that they 
inſtead of carving their meat, cut their fingers. 
O God ! faid they, this is not a Man, but an 
Angel ; then ſaid ſhe unto them , behold him 
whom | loved with ſo much Paſſion : ſhe ano- 
ther time 1mportuned him, to ſatisfie her deſire, 
and perceiving that he would not condeſcend 
to her Will, menaced him with the Priſon, and 
to make him miſerable : O God! ſaid Foſeph, I 
had rather be a Priſoner, than do what ſhe deſir- 
eth, deliver me from her Malice, defend me from 
nclining to her lubricity, and from being in 
the number of the wicked : his Lord heard his 
Prayer, he underſtandeth and knoweth al] things. 
This Woman ſeeing foſeph's reſolution, judged ir 
requiſite to impriſon him for ſome time ; he was 
put Priſoner with two Men, one of which told 
him that he had dreamed that he preſt Grapes 
' to make Wine; the other ſaid, that he dreamed 
that he carried Bread upon his head, waich the 
Bicds did cat, they demanded of him the 1ater- 
pretation of their Nreams, becauſe he ſeemed 
to them to be a good Man; he ſaid to them, 
befare ye Breakfaſt, | will interpret your 
Dreams. | will ficlt tell you what God hath 
taught me, and how | quit, and abandon the 
I.aw of Infidels, and embrace the Law of our 
Fathers, Abraham, Iſrac, and 7acoh, we ought not 
to worſhip many Gods ; kuch as believe in the 
= Ulnity 
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Unity of God, are/endued with his Grace, but 
few Men give him thanks. O Priſoners ! who 
hath more power, Idols, or one fole God, who 
is Omnipotent ? The Gods which ye adore are 
but Idols, whom ye and your Fathers call by ſuch 
a Name, as feemeth good to you, ye have no 
reaſon to worſhip them God doth not enjoyn 
you this, he commandeth you to worſhip him 
alone; this is the right way, but the greateſt 
part of the World of this are ignorant. O Pri- 
foners ! the one of you ſhall give Wine to drink 
to his Maſter, the other ſhall be hanged, the Birds 
fhall feed on his head, the interpretation that ye 
have required ſhall be accompliſhed, He be- 
ſought him that ſhould be ſaved, to remember 
him when he ſhould be near to his Maſter ; but 
the Devil cauſed him to loſe the remembrance 
of 7oſeph, who remained Priſoner the ſpace of 
nine years : At that time the King of Egypt faw 
in a Dream ſeven fat Kine, which ſeven lean 
Kine devoured ; and ſeven green ears of Corn, 
with ſeven dry ears, of which he required the 
iterpretation of his Doctors; they anſwered, 
that the Dream was very obſcure, and that they 
knew not the interpretation; the Priſoner that. 
had been ſet at liberty, ſaid, that he would forth- 
with give the interpretation of the Dream, re- 
membred Foſeph, and calling him unto him, faid, 
O righteous Man ! explain unto us what is the 
fignification of ſeven fat Kine, devoured by ſe- 
ven lean, and ſeven green cars of Corn, and as 
many dry, peradventure I ſhall return to the 
King and his people, and they ſhall under- 
ſtand the interpretation of this Dream, Foſeph 
faid to him, ye ſhall ſow the Earth ſeven years 
following, which ſhall abound jn Fruits, preſerve 
your Harveſt in the ears, and take only m_ 
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ſhall be neceſſary for life ; after this, there ſhall 
come ſeven years barren, and unfruitful, in which 
che people ſhall ſuffer much; The King of E- 
gype having learned the interpetation of this 
Dream, commanded to call Foſeph; the Meſſen- 
ger ſaid unto him, O Joſeph! return to thy Ma- 
ſter, and require of him the meaning of the Woe 
men who did cut their fiagers, he hath know- 
ledge of their Malice, hath cauſed them to aſ- 
ſemble, and demanded of them what was their 
deſign, when they fſollicited thee with love ; 
they anſwered, they knew no fin 1n thee, and 
his Wife confeſſed the truth; ſaying, ſhe had im- 
portuned thee, but that thou art a very juſt 
| Man.  Foſeph anſwered, by this it appears that 
I am no Traitor to my Maſter in his abſence; 
God. gutdeth not Traicors; I will not: ſay, l am 
a Man without fin, the Spirit of Man inclineth 
to evil, except ſuch to whom God had given his 
particular Grace, he's gracious and-merciful.to 
whom ſeemeth good to him.

God 
hath given us his Grace ; he rewardeth him that 
hath his fear before his eyes, and ts patient in 
his afflictions; he deprivetly not the righteous 
of recoinpence. God, ſaid they, hath poured 
his fayours upon us in ſaving thee, whom we 
bave exceedingly offended. Be not ( ſaid he ) 
aſhamed, God this day pardoneth you that (in, 
he is gracious and merciful; return to your Fa- 
ther, and bcar to him this Shirt, caſt it vpon 
his face, he ſhall rccover ſight, and return hither 
with him, and with your whole Fannly, The 
Caravan was then half way upon return,when 7a- 
cob ſaid to them that attended him, 1 {mel] the 
odour of my Son Joſeph 3 you deride me, but 
what 1 ſpeak is moſt true : They told him, that 
he was ſtill in his old Errour ; ſome days fol- 
lowing, one of his Sons arrived with tidings of 
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7oſeph, and caſt the Shirt that he had given him, 
upon him z and incontinently he recovered his

The Lord is liberal to whom leem- 
eth good to him 3 he knoweth what 1s necetla- 
ry for his people, and is moſt prudent in what 
he ordaineth. Lord, thou haſt given me wealth, 
and knowledge to interpret Dreams, Creator 
of Heaven and Earth, thou art my Protector, 
eive me the Grace to die 1n thy Law, and place 
me in the number of the righteous. This Hi-

thren when they con{pired againſt him ; never- 
theleſs, the greateſt part of che people are in- 
credulous. Demand no reward ot them for 
having preached the A'cor4,, It inftructeth on- 
ly the wiſe, How many ſigns be there in Hea- 
yen and Earth, of the Unity of Gol ? yet the 
people believe not therein, and molt of them 
adore Idols, alluredly God hall puniſh them ar 
an unexpected hour, and in a time which they 
know not. Say unto them, Behold the right 
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way, I call to/the way of Salvation and'Light,

ſuch as follow re. 1 return thanks ts God, for 
that 1am not in the number of Unbelievers, 
We ſent aforetime none but Men, to inſtru& 
the people ; will not Men conſider what hath 
been the end of the wicked that were before 
them ? Paradiſe is for them that are righteous ; 
will ye not be converted? They cauſed the Pro- 
phets to loſe all hopes of their - Conyerſion 
and belieyed them tobe Lyars ; but we proteCte( 
them, and delivered from their Malice ſuch as 
ſeemed good to us, Nothing ſhall exempt the 
wicked from the puniſhment of their pains ; 
they ſhall ſerve for example to Men of Spirit, 
The Alforan containeth no blaſphemies, it con- 
firmeth the ancient Scriptures, and teacheth 
True believers the way of Salvation.

N the Name of God, graciouz and merciful 1 
TL am the moſt wiſe and merciful God, Theſe 
Precepts are the Precepts of the Book ſent to 
thee from thy Lord it is a thing moſt true, but 
few Men incline to believe it. Ir is ſent from 
God, who railed Heaven without a Prop,and with 
a Column, that appeareth, and fittceth on his 
| SR LE EE 
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Throne, diſpoſing all thiggs, He cauſeth the 
Sun and Moon to moye, until the day appoin- 
ted; he diſpoſeth all things at his will, and 
manifeſteth to Men the ſigns of his Omnipo- 
tency. Peradventure you: will believe in the 
Reſurreftion of the fleſh. He it is that hath 
extended the Earth, raiſed the Mountains, 
cauſed the Rivers to flow, who created of all 
ſorts of Fruits, the Male and Female, and cover- 
eth the Day with the obſcurity of the Night. 
Theſe things are ſigns of his unity to ſuch as 
conſider them, He hath created - many 
Fields of divers ſorts, and Gardens filled with 
Grapes, and many different Fruits; he created 
Date Trees, thick as Groves, and Foreſts, and 
others that are ſcattered through the Fields ; 
ſome are moiſtened with Waters, and 
others have a more pleaſing taſte, Theſe things 
are ſigns of his unity to ſuch as conſider them. 
Thou art amazed at the lies of Infidels, be aſto- 
niſhed at their diſcourſes ; when they deny the 
ReſurreC&tion, and fay, What, ſhall God yer 
once again create us of the duſt of the Earth ? 
When we ſhall be Eartb, ſhall we be a new peo- 
ple ? They are impjous, they ſhall have Oaks 
upon their Necks, and ſhall remain eternally in 
the fire of Hell; they precipitate themſelves 
into eternal pains, and contemn the mercy of 
God, ſo did their predeceſlors ; but God is 
gracious to ſuch as convert. Chaſtiſe ſeyerely 
the obſtinate Infidels. They have ſaid, We 
will not believe in the Prophet, unleſs we ſee 
ſome miracle to appear. Say unto thein, | am 
not ſent but to preach the word of God. He 
hath ſent perſons to every Nation, to teach them 
the right way; nothing is hid from him in the 


World ; he knoweth what Women bear in their 


Womb, 
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Womb ; he'knoweth: the time and period of 
every thing, the preſent, paſt, and future ; he 
is great and Omnipotent. He underſtandeth 
what you keep ſecret, and what ye make mani. 
feſt he knoweth where they be who cover 
themſelves with the obſcurity of Night, and 
them that travel in the clearneſs of Day; 
every one hath his guardian by his command- 
ment, who obſerveth what he doth, and de- 
priveth none of grace, that hath not offended 
his Divine Majeſty, and none can hinder him to 
puniſh whom it ſeemeth good tohim. He it is, 
who giveth you to ſee the lightning which ter- 
rifieth Men, and nouriſheth his Creatures by the 
Rain which he cauſeth to fall ; he created the 
Clouds charged with moyſture, cauſeth Thun- 
der to make a noiſe, darteth the Thunderbolt, 
and ſtriketh whom it pleaſeth him; the Angels 
tremble in his Preſence,yet do the wicked diſpute 
his Omnipotency. He 1t1s who ought to be im- 
plored; the prayersof them who implore ano- 
ther God are ineffectual, they are like to ſuch 
as are very thirſty, and ſtretch forth the hand to. 
wards a Fountain, to which they cannot reach ; 
the prayers of the wicked are impiety : Whar. 
ſoever is in Heaven and in the Earth, the ſhadow 
of the Morning, the obſcurity of the Evening 
humble themſelves before God, through force 
or affection. Say unto them, Who is the Lord 
of Heaven and Earth, but God ? Who, excepr 
God ſhall protect-you ? your Idols can neither 
benefit, nor huct you : Is the blind like unto 
tim that feeth clearly ? Is darkneſs like unto 
light? Shall they adore the Creatures inſtead 
ot the Creator? God hath created all things, 
and is Omnipotent; he cauſeth Rain to de« 
icend from Heaven, and Rivers coyered with 

ew” _ Foam, 
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Foam, to flow in the Valleys. The Gold, the 
Silver , and Metals which: ye melt to adorn 
and enrich your felves, are like unto Froth. 
Thus doth God teach what is profitable, and 
what unprofitable; Froth ſuddenly vaniſheth, 
and is of no utility to Men : So falſhood vaniſh. 
eth before Truth. Thus doth God ſpeak 
through a Parable, to them that obey him, 
and giveth them Paradiſe, All the riches of the 
Earth, and as much again, cannot ranſom the 
Infidels, they ſhall be eternally tormented in 
the fire of Hell. Who knoweth, that the 
truth contained in this Book, was not ſent to 
thee from God ? He that doubteth is blind j 
Men of Spirit do not doubt. They who fatis- 
fie what they promiſe to God, who tranſgreſy 
not his Commandments, who have his fear before 
their eyes, who apprehend the Day of Jadg. 
ment, who are patient in their afflictions for 
love of his Divine Majeſty, who make their 
prayers at the time appointed, who give alms. 
privately aud publickly, and blot out their of- 
fences with good works, ſhall be bleſſed. They 
ſhall} enter into the Garden of Eger with their 
Father, their Wives, and Families; the Angels 
ſhall viſit them, ſhall ſalute them, and ſay, Be- 
hold the recompence of your perſeverance, be- 
hold eternal grace. Such as {hall ſwerve from 
their promiſe , and difſobey the Command. 
ments of God, and pollute the Earth , ſhall 
be accurſed of God, and ſeverely chaſtiſed 5 
he givech, and depriveth of wealth, as ſeem- 
eth good to him. The unbelievers rejoyce in 
the riches of the Earth; but thoſe riches are 
pf little valuc, if they conſider them of the 
other Wacld. . They ſay, If Mahomet doth not 
make ſome miracle to appear from God, ”s 
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will not believe hith. Say unto then, God 
puideth, and miffeadeth whom it pleaſeth hitn , 
he confirmeth the hearts of them that haye 
faith in his Law; the remembrance of God 
confirmeth the hearts of True Belieyers : Such 
as ſhall do good works, ſhall be happy. We 
have ſent thee, as we didſend other Prophets, 
to them that preceded thee. Teach the peo- 
ple- what we have inſpired into thee: When 
they ſhall diſobey thee, ſay unto them, God is 
my Lord, there is but one God alone, I am 
wholly reſtgned to his Divine Will ; my refuge 
Is in his goodneſs. If the Alcoran ſhould make 
Mountains to go, ſhould it cauſe the Fatth to 
open, and the Dead to ariſe, all would pro. 
ceed from God. True Believers gught not to 
deſpair of any thing, God ſhall guide all the 
World into the right way when it ſhall pleaſe 
him ; and unbelievers ſhall not eſcape the pus» 
niſhment of their crimes. Thou ſhalt dwell 
with them until the word of God be fulfilled : 
He ſwerveth not from what he promiſfeth 
they derided the Pcophets that came before 
thee, I prolonged the time of their puniſhment, 
and in the end rigorouſly chaſtiſed them ; and 
with what afflitions ? Doth not God behold 
the actions of every Man ? They have faid, 
God hath Companions, to whom they have given 
names after their fancy ; will you inſtruct God in 
any thing ? The wicked take delight in theix 
wickedneſs, and are gone aſtray from the right 
way, He whom God ſhall miſlead, ſhall find 
none to guide him, he ſhall be afflicted 1a this 
World, and yet mote in the other. None ſhall 
be able tro ſave him, but God ; Paradiſe is pro- 
miſed to theth that have his tear before their 
eyes; they ſhall enjoy eternally all manner of 
content, 
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content, ſuch is the end of the ' righteous; and 
Hell is prepared for Infidels. They, to whom 
we have given the knowledge of Scriptures, 
rejoyce in theDoctrine which we have ſent thee 
there be that abjure one part ; ſay unto them, 
I recommend unto you only the worſhip of one 
ſole God , who is the aſlyred refuge of the 
righteous, We have fent the Alcoran in the 
Arabick, tongue, to the end the Arabians may 
comprehend it : If thou doſt follow the will 
of unbelievers, having had the knowledge of 
the unity of God, who ſhall be able to ſave 
or protect thee? We ſbnt Prophets before thee, 
commanded them to marry, and they had Chil- 
dren. Prophets cannot perform miracles withs 
out the permiſſion of God, and the end of e- 
very thing is written -in his Book; he blot- 
teth out, and leayeth permanent what ſeemeth 
gopd to him, he cannot alter. I perceive that 
{ome of the wicked have a deſign to murther 
thee ; thou art obliged only to preach to thee, 
I will keep an account of their fins to puniſh 
them. See they not that their Countries and 
poſſeſſions. diminiſh daily through thy Con- 
queſts? God commandeth what pleaſeth him, 
no Man can eſcape his judgments, he is moſt 
exact in his accqunt : their predeceſlors uſed 
ſubtilcies as they, but God is more ſubtile than 
they ; he well knoweth the good and evil which 
every ane doth : they ſhall one day underſtand 
who muſt have Paradiſe. They ſay thou art 
no Prophet, fay unto them, It is ſufficient that 
God is witneſs of the truth between you and 
me; who is he that knoweth what is written 
in the Book of his Divine Majefty ?

The Chapter of Abraham, Containing ffty A erſes, 
written at Mecca, 


N the name of God, gracious and merci- 

ful; I am the merciful God, That Book! 
"We have ſent it to.thee to bring the People 
out of darkneſs, guide them to the. light, 
and the way of 'thy.-Lord, always victorious 
and glorious; Whatſoever 1s in Heaven, and 
in Earth, is Gods; miſery 1s upon unbelie- 
vers, they . ſhall undergo at the end of the 
World exceeding great torments, They who 
prefer the wealth of this World to that of Hea« 
ven, who go aſtray from the way of the Law; 
and would pervert it, are in a great error, - 
far from truth; The Prophets ſpake the lan- 
guage of them to whom they were ſent to 
inſtru them, God: guideth and miſ-leadeth 
whom to:him ſeemeth good, he is Omnipo- 
tent and. prudent. We ſent Moſes with pro- 
digies, to bring the Children of 1ſ-ael out of 
darknefs,and to conduct them to lighr, he taught 
them the Commandments of the Law, to ſerve 
for inſtruction to ſuch as {hall perſevere to do 
well, and ſhall not be ingrateful for the favours 
they have received. Aoſes ſpake to his peo= 
ple, and ſaid, Remember the grace of God 


towards you, he delivered you from the "ao 
0 
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of Pharaoh, who cauſed you to ſuffer great 
afflictions, who murthered your Children, a+ 
buſed your Wives , and Jaid upon you great 
evils ( ſent from God, becauſe of your fins. ) 
The Lord hath ſaid, if ye be not ingrateful, 
I will augment my graces upon you) if ye be 
impious, you ſhall be afflicted. <Hoſes ſaid 
to his people; if you and ati Men be impi« 
ous, know, that God will be always glorious, 
and hath no need of you. Know ye not what 
befel (before you) the people of Noah, Aad, Te- 
mod, and their Poſterity, that none had know- 
ledge of but God, becauſe of their great num- 
ber? He ſent them his Commandments by 
his Prophets, they bit their fingers for an- 
ger, and ſaid unto them, we renounce, and 
condemn your DoCtrine : The Prophets ſaid 
unto them, is there any doubt in the belief 
of the unity of God, Creator of Heaven, and 
Earth ? he calleth you to remit your fins, and 
deferreth your puniſhment until the day ap- 
pointed : They anſwered, Ye are Men like 
unto us, will you hinder us to adore the Gods 
of our Fathers ? Produce arguments of ſtrength 
ſufficient to prove what you preach ; the Pro- 
phet replyed, We are Men as you are, but 
God giveth his grace to whom 1teemeth good 
to him; we are come to you through his 
permiſſion, the true believers ovght to truſt 
in him ; wherefore ſhould we not be reſigned 
to the will of God, who hath guided us into the 
right way? wewill continue in well-doing, the 
righteous truſt in his Divine Majeſty. Then 
ſaid the Infidels unto them, we will baniſh you 
from our Country, if you be not of our Re- 

ligion ; but God inſpired into them, that the 
Infidels ſhould periſh, and that they Rowe - 
f abit 


Habit the' Land after ther 3 that he would pro. 
teCt ſuch as ſhauld have his fear before their 
eyes, and fear the pains that are prepared 
for the wicked. The Prophets were proteCt- 
ed of God, and the obftinate wicked were 
deſtroyed : they ſhall be precipitated into Hell, 
and drink of Water. full af Corruption, Urine 
and Blood ; Death ſhall appear an all ſides be- 
fore their eyes, before they have ſwallowed 
that Drink; they ſhall not dye in that miſery, 
they ſhall ſuffer yet greater pains, The good 
works which the wicked have done, are like 
to Duſt carried away by an impetuous Wind, 
they ſhall be unprofitable to them, and they 
ſhall be extirpated, becauſe they depart from 
the truth: See they not that God hath created 
Heaven and Earth? that he can deſtroy them, 
and create in their place: a new people, if is 
ſeem good to him? This is not difficult to 
God, all things are known ta him. The more 
impotent of them that have follawed the wick- 
ed, ſhall ſay at the Day of Judgment, we 0- 
beyed you, will you this day deliver us from 
the puniſhment of God ? They ſhallanſyer, 
had God guided us into the right way, we 
had conducted you thither, we are alike mi- 
ſerable with you, we cry and lament in our 
miſery, but find neither refuge nor protection. 
The Devil ſhall ſay unto them, what God

ſedneſs and content; Seeſt thou not how God 
ſpeaketh by a Parable ? A good word is like 
to a good:Iree that hath taken Root in the 
Earth, and*hath raiſed its Branches to Heaven, 
and produceth its Fruit in due time, through 
the permiſſion of his Divine Majeſty; he 
teacheth the people his Parables, perhaps they 
will be mindful : An evil word is like to a 
bad Tree, that hath been torn from the Earth, 
there 1s nothing to ſuſtain it, and it is with- 
out Root, or Fruit: God fortifieth the true 
believers through his word in this World, and 
In the other, and cauſeth the unjuſt to err, he 
doth what to him ſeemeth good : Seeſt thou.

ed them to dwell in the Houſe of perdition ? 
They ſhall abide eternally in the fire of Hell. 
They ſay, that God hath a Companion equal 
to him, and err from the way of his Law ; 
Say unto them, ye ſhall have wealth in this 
World, but Hell is. your Rendezvous, Say to 
the true believers, who make theic prayers at 
the time appointed, and give alms in private, 
or publick, that the day ſhall come wherein 
they ſhall neither buy nor fell, and where evc- 
ry one ſhall þe recompenſed for his works.

until the Angels do afſure us that thou art 
true : The Angels ſhall not deſcend to the 
Earth, unleſs to chaſtiſe them, and they ſhall 
not be able to retard the time of their pu. 
niſhment ; we certainly have ſent the Alcorar 
tipon Earth, and will preſerve it without altera- 
tion; we heretofore ſent Prophets one after an- 
other, the wicked {corned and contemned them; 
thus I imprint"intpiety in the hearts of the wick- 
ed, they ſhall not believe in the Prophet, and 
ſhall incur the puniſhmenr of their predeceflors: 
ſhould we open the entrance of Heaven, and 
ſhould they behold the Angels go in, and go out 
at the ſhadow of the gate, they would yet ſay, 
their eyes were inchanted, and that they were 
bewitched ; we created ſigns in Heaven, and 
adorned them wirh Stars, to content the minds 
of them that conſider themz.we ſheltered them 
from the aſlaults of the Devil, but the Butter- 
fly followeth every thing that ſhineth, and be- 
lieveth it to be a Star; we extended the Earth, 
and raiſed the Mountains with proportion ; we 
have made it to produce all ſorts of F:uits to 
ſuſtain and enrich you ; we have reſerved inour 
power the Keys of the treaſures thereof, 
fo diſtribute to them by meaſure what ſhall 
be neceſſary, we cauſed a freſh wind to St 
an 
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and ſent Rain,to Water them; it is riot you 
that cauſed the fruits thereof to ſpring forth , 

it is we who give life and death, and diſpoſe 
of all things in the World. We know who 
they were that did precede you, and who they 
ſhall be that ſhall ſucceed you; I will aſſem- 
ble all at the end of the World to be judged ; 

we created Man of the ſlime of the Earth, and 
before him the Devil, of fire, wichout ſmoak. 
Remember thou, that God ſaid to his Angels, 
I will create Man of the ſlime of the Earth, I 
will breath upon him, to give him life ; pro- 
ſtcate your ſelves before him , the Angels adored 
him, except the Deyil; God ſaid unto him, 

Wherefore dolt thou not adore Man ? He re« 
plied, I will not adore him, thou haſt crea- 
ted me of fire, and him of the mire of the 
Earth : He ſaid, get thee out of Paradiſe, 
thou ſhalt be baniſhed, and accurſed until the 
Day of Judgment. Lord, ſaid the Devil, 
Jay, not tuy curſe upon mie until the Day of 
Judgment; he ſaid, thon ſhalt be accuried 
until tne Day nominatec ; Lord, {aid the 
Devil, I will tempt all che Creatures, becauſe 
thou halt temp pred me; I will cauſe them to 
diſobey thy Commandments, except ſuch as 
ſhall reuf in thee, and recommend themlelves 


to thy Divine Will. God ſaid, this is the 


right way, thou haſt no power over the righ= 
teous who follow my Law, but only over 
the Infidels, for whom Hell is prepared. ' Hell 
hath ſeven Gates and every Gate hath its 
particular work; the righteous ſhal! dwell in 
Gardens, adorned with fair Fountains, we will 
free them from al) rancour; they ſball repoſe 
upon Beds like Brethren, with reſpect, and 


aftection, and ſhall be in eternal Felicity. De«

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clate 'to rhiefti that worlhipme,. that 1am gra. 
cious and: merciful, and ily chaſtiſements are 
l ſevere ' and rigorous. Preach unto them the 
[\jf Hiſtory of the Gueſts 'of -Abrabam, they ſa. 
Wl! Iuted him when they entred his Houſe; .4- 
braham was terrified at their coming : -- they 
faid to him, fear not us, we arg the Meſlen- 
gers of Godz we declare to thee that thou 
fhalt have a Son, who ſhall be a great per. 
ſonage: Do you tell me ( faid he )) that I ſhall 
have a Son in my old age? why ſpeak yein that 
manner? We tell thee the truth, deſpair not 
of the grace of God, none but the wicked de- 
ſpair: O Meſſengers of God ! ( ſaid Abraham) 
what do ye require ? Weare ſent to deſtroy the 
Infidels, and to preſerve the whole Family of 
Zo, except his Wife, ſhe ſhall remain with them 
that ſhall be puniſhed. When theſe Meſlengers 
came to Lot's Houſe, he told them, he knew 
them not ; they ſaid to him, we are come to 
thee, to clear this people of their doubt of 
God's Omnipotency 3 'what we ſpeak unto thee 
1s 'moſt true; cauſe thy' Family this night to go 
out of the City, and follow their ſteps, that 
none among you look behind him, and go 
whither you ſhall- be commanded ; the wicked 
ſhall in the morning be deftroyed. The Inhabi- 
tants of the City came to Lot's Honſe to ſee 
thoſe ſtrangers, Lot ſaid unto them, I beleech 
you dchle not your -ſelyes, with my Gueſts, 
tear God, and diſhonour not your felves, behold 
my Davghters, take them; They ſaid, We do 
not hinder thee to Jodge thy Gueſts, and re- 
mained confounded in their drunketneſs. In 
the morning Thunder ſurpriſed them, we over- 
threw the City upſide down, and cauſed it to 
rain Stones with Fire, that uticrly deſtroyed it.

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This ſhall ferve for example to Paſſengers that 
ſhall ſee thoſe Ruines, and for a mark of the 
Omnipotency of God, to them that ſhall be- 
lieve in his Divine Majeſty. They that in- 
habited the Wood near to «Medins were im- 
pious, but we avenged us on them, they ſer- 
ved for example to poltcrity, as did the People of 
the City of Lot, They that dwell in the Val- 
ly of Hegir, have' defamed the Prophets ; we 
gave them to ſee our Miracles, and taught 
them our Commandments, they contemned 
them, but they repoſed in the morning in their 
Houſes builc upon the Mountains, and in their 
Fortreſſes ; when Thunder ſurpriſed rrem, their 
treaſures. did not fave them, and they were 
all deſtroyed. Woe created the Heavens and 
the Earth to be ſigns of the Truth, and of 
our Unity : The hour of Judgment approach- Thar is, 
eth ; abſent thy ſelf from thy People with mild- the Pre- 
neſs, thy Lord who created all things, knoweth face of rhe 
all. We taught thee ſeven ſigns, and the moſt = 
precious Alcoran. Tarry not to conlider the yen Ver: 
divers forts of riches which the wicked poilels ; ſes. 
affAiCt not thy ſelf, 1f they perliit in rheir impie- 
ty ; Say unto them, I preach none otier thing, 
but the Word of God, and the pains of Hell. 
We will chaſtiſe the wicked, as we chaſtiſed 
them that divided the Alcorar, who approved 
one part, and rejected the other. I am thy 
Lord, I will require of them an account of their 
actions, preach what hatin been commanded 
thee, and depart from [nhdels, we will preferve 
thee from them that ſhall ſcorn thee, as likewiſe 
from ſuch as adore Idols; 1 know that thou 
wilt be grieved at their diſcourſe, but praiſe 
and adore the Lord until Death.

his power, and the pains of Hel] to unbe. 
lievers; there is no God but he, fear him, he 
created the Earth and the Heavens, he is more 
powerful than your Idols, and created Man of 
the Mire of the Earth, nevertheleſs he 1s ob- 
{tinate in his pride; he created clean Beaſts for 
your uſe, you draw ( from them.) great emo- 
lament, and” advantage, to cloth and nouriſh 
Your ſelves, ye ſee. their beauty . when they 
teed; and when they lead them to paſture, 
they bear the burthen, and whatſoever ye will 
ſend into Cities, what ye cannot. carry without 
them, but with exceeding great travel ; God is

that he preacheth Fables of Agggniey, but they 
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ment ? Thus did their Predeceflours:. 
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ſhall bear their Butthen at the Day of Judgment, 
who have ſeduced them from- the right way, 
and bave not known'it. "They that were be- 
fore them were deceiyers, God overthrew their 
Habitations, the Ruins fell upon them, and he 
chaſtiſed them, when they leaſt thought of it; 
he ſhall make them aſhamed at the Day of Jude- 
ment, and ſhall demand of them, where be the 
Idols for which they «diſputed againſt true Be. 
lievers ? Such as have knowledge of Gods Com- 
mandments, aſlure that ſhame ſhall be upon the 
Foreheads of Infidels, and that the Angels ſhall 
cauſe themyto die, becauſe of the enormity of their 
fins; They will lay at the hour of death, that 
they believe in God, and are penitent for their 
faults : God kioweth what they have done ; he 
ſhall command them to enter into Hell, where is 
the abode of the proud : He {tall command them 
who have his fear before their eyes to enter the 
houſe of Eternity, and the Gardens of Eden, 
wherein flow many Rivers , there ſhall they 
dwell eternally with the height of their deſire. 
Shall the wick<d continue in'their fin,until the An« 
gels cauſe them to die, or untilthe Day of Judg- 
| God was 
not unjuſt towards them, they drew miſchief on 
themſelves through their iniquity ; they were 
chaſtiſed and felt the puniſhment whith they had 
deſpiſed ; they have ſaid, had it fo pleaſed God, 
our Fathers and we had adored him alone ;, fo 
ipake their Predeceſlours. The Prophets are 
not obliged, but to preach and inſtruct the peo- 
ple. We ſent a Prophet to every Nation, to 
inſtrn&t it, and to command the worſhip of 
one fole God, and to quit the Adoration of Ta- 


got,and of Idols ; God guided ſome into the right 


way, 
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way, and others were ſeduced , conſider what 
is the end of the wicked ; if they endeavoureſt 
co put them into the right path, thous ſhalr loſe 
thy time, God gunideth not them that deſire to 
erre, they ſhall be deprived of Protection at 
the Day of Judgment : they have ſworn by their 
Faith, chat God will not make the dead to riſe 
again, but he ſhall cauſe them to rile again, to 
chaſtiſe them according to his Promiſes 3 but 
the greateſt part of Men do not know it, did 
they know it, they would acknowledge their 
Errours, and the implous wovld acknowledge 
their blaſphemies. When we willed any thing, 
we faid, be thou, and it was: They that de- 
part from the wicked for the love of their Locc, 
and ſhall convert themſelves, ſhall be rewarded 
in this World, and yet more in the other, had 
they knowledge tounderitand it. Such as pa- 
tiently endure the injuries of Unbeltevers, and 
truſt in their Lord, ſhall be recompenced when 
they leaſt think of it. We heretofore ſent bur 
Men to preach our Law ; ask of them that 
have knowledge of the written Law, it it be 
not true ? We have ſent to them the Alcoran; the Jews 
to the end thon mayſt inſtruft Men in.Qur Com- and Chri- 
mandments, peradrenture they will conſider /t/ans. 
it. The Exrtn ſhall produce nothing to them, 
that ſhall conſpire againſt the Prophet, they 
ſhall be Ehaſtiſed whea they leaſt think of ir ; 
God ſhall aflift them in their commerce,they ſhal 1 
not eſcape his puniſhmenr, and their ſubltance 
ſhail diminiſh by little and little before their 
eyes; God is gracious and merciful to them 
only that honour him : See they not the ſha« 
dow of that which God hath created, ſome- 
times at the right hand, ſometimes at the letr, 
to adore his Divine M2j:fty, they certainly are 
CONe 
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hatſoever 1s onthe Earth, and 
"Hi , Beall, and Angels, worſhip 
God with y,fear their Lord, and obey his 
Conmentny God hath commanded them 
to worſhip and to fear one God alone, to whom 
obedience is due eternally z whom will ye fear 
but God ? who but God ſhall protect you? 
when evil befalleth you, you have recourſe to 
his Divine goodneſs ; being delivered, ſome 
of you give him thanks, and yet believe not 
In Vis Law : You ſeek only the riches of the 
Earth,'but you ſhall ſee what ſhall be your end; 
they ay, that their wealth proceedeth from their 
Idols : by God ! an*account of their blaſphe- 
mies ſhall be required of them ; they affirm that 
God hath Daughters ; aſluredly they deceive 
themſelves, and are not well fſatished, when 
tt is ſaid to them, that a Daughter is born to 
them ; they fly ſuch as declare to them the pu- 
niſhment of their fins,. God ſhall leave them in 
Ignominy, and they ſhall be contemned as the 
Earth which they trample under their Feet 3 
becanſe they believe not in the Day of Judg- 
ment, miſery ſhall perpetually purſue .them 
God ſhall command for- ever , and be eter- 
nally powerful and Victorious. Should God 
chaſtiſe Men when rhey offend, he ſhould leave 
no living Creature upon the Earth, he defer- 
reth their puniſhment until the time appointed, 
they can neither advarice nor retard it, they 
affirm God to have that which themſelves ace 
not ſatisficd to have; they lye, when they ſay 
_ that Paradiſe is for them, doubtleſs they are 
erroneous , and ſhall be precipitated into the 
fire of Hell, By God! we have ſent hereto- 
fore Prophets to the people, the Devil ſeduced 


Men,and was Maſter of the wicked in WW 
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but in the other they ſhall reſent great tor- 
ments : We have ſent thee the Alcorar, to ckar 
ro Men the doubts tonching Religion, and to 
guide true Believers into the right way. God 
lendeth rain from Heaven to refreſh the Earth, 
this is an evident ſign of his Oranipotency, to 
them that hear his word; ye have yet a token 
of his Omnipotency in the Beaſts that give you 
Milk, to nouriſh yov, and another mark in the 
Fruics of the Earth, in the Fruits of Dare Trees, 
and the Vines, from which you extract Wine, 
and xeceive profit. Theſe things are ſigns of 
h1; Omniporency, to ſuch as comprehend them. 
The Lord inſpired the Bee to dwell in the 
Fields, to Jodge in Trees, in Hives, and to cat 
of all ſorts of Fruits, it produceth Honey of di- 
vers colours, that ſerveth for a remedy to the 
diſeaſes of Men ; theſe things are ſigns of Gods 
Omnipotency to them that conſider them. God 
hath created you, and ſhall cauſe you to dye; 
There be Perſons among you that ſhall be full of 
ignominy in their life, to the end they may un- 
derſtand that God is Omnipatent, conferreth be- 
\nefics 6n ſome more than on others : Slaves have 
no part in the faculties of thzir Maſters, neithcr 
are they aſſociate with them, ( nevertheleſs they 
aſſociate to God another God equal ro him, 
and blaſpheme againſt his Grace. ) God hath 
created you Men, and Women, and hath given 
you Children, and Children to your Children, 
he hath enriched you with the riches of the 
Earth ; Will you after this Grace believe in your 
Idols, which are things inanimate , vain, and 
unprofitable 2 Will ye be ingrateful for rhe he- 
nefirs of God ? Will ye worſhip whar can nei- 
ther benefit nor hurt you ? Believe not that there 
Is another God Companion and allociate Lol 
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God? He knowethwhat-ye know-not, be teach. 
eth you a Parable : ASlave:thas-is poor cannot 
give Alms, and he-who- is rich-giveth Alms ſe. 
cretly and publickly, as he ſeeth good ; are they 
both alike? Ougbt they to be put in Parallel? 
Praiſe be to God : Certainly, the greateſt part of 
Men know not his Graces, he teachech you a 
Parable ! Behold! two Men; the one was born 
deaf, and dumb, and given 1n charge to his 
Guardian, he knoweth not how to imploy him, 
he is capable neither of doing, nor ſpeaking 
well, is he like to him that ſpeaketh, that -un- 
derſtandeth, teacheth Men Juſtice, and follow 
eth the right way ? Whatloever 1s in Heaven, 
or on Earth appertaineth to God, when he com- 
manderh any thing, it is performed in the twink- 
ling of aneye, yea ſooner, he is Omnipotent : 
He it is that cauſeth you to come out of the 
Womb of your Mother, that giveth you hear- 
ing, ſight, and ſenſe, perhaps ye will return him 
'thanks ; See ye not the Birds that fly in the Air; 
who ſuſtaineth ;them but God ? Ir 1s an evident 
ſign of his Omnipotency for the true Believers, 
he hath given you Houſes to inhabit, and the 
Skins and Furrs of Beaſts to cover you, he hath 
given you their Hair, and Wooll, to furniſh 
your Houſes, and enrich you; he created Trees 
and Clouds to ove: ſhadow you, made the Moun- 
tains and Caves to cover you from rain, Crea- 
ted Garments to defend you from the heat 
of the Sun, and the rigour of Cold, he hath ac- 
compliſhed his Grace upon you, peradventure 
you will reſign your ſelyes to the Will of his 
Divine Majeſty, and poſleſs his Unity, If the 
Unbelievers depart from the way of the Law, 
thou art obliged only to preach to them 1n- 


tclligibly ; they know the Grace of God, and 
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contemn it, for- that the greateſt part of them 
are impious ; preach unto them the Day, where- 
in I will raiſe again all the Nations ofthe World, 
and the Prophets and Apoſtles who have prea- 
ched to them my Commandments, there ſhall 
| be no excule for Infhdels, neither ſhall they 


find protection, or relaxation of their Miſe. 


ries : When they ſhall behold their Idols, they 
ſhall confeſs that they were mif-led , they ſhall 
underſtand the Unity of thy Lord, and thac 
their Idols are not able to intercede for them. 
God hath added to the puniſhment of Infidels,

to your Parents, he forbiddeth Whoredom, 
diſobedience, and injuſtice, enjoyneth you to 
do good, perhaps you will conſider it. Per- 
form what ye have Promiſed” to God, break 
not promiſed Faith, ye call God to be Wit- 
neſs of your Promiſes, he knoweth all your 
Actions. Do not like the Woman who fpun 
a Thread, folded it , and afterwards entang- 
led and ſpoyled it, believe not that there is 
deceit and errour in your Law ; If the Unbelie=

be among you, i had. it" {o- pleaſed him, you 
all had obſeryed one: arid the- ſame Law ; he 
gufdeth , mif. leadcth -whom it pleaſeth him, 
and ' wil exactly require of you an account of 
your Actions, Believe not that there 1s de- 
ceit in your Law, take heed of ſtumbling ; 

having ' once confirmed your ſteps, ye ſhall be 
ſeverely, chaſtiſed, if ye ſeduce the people from 
the right way ; do not violate what ye have 
promiled ro God, for any price, his Grace is 
of more advantage to you than the- wealth of 
the Earth, had ye knowledge to underſtand 
It ; your wealth is periſhable, and the riches 
of Heaven are eternal z he ſhall recompence 
them- that perſevere in well. doing, and whoſo- 
ever ſhall do good works, ſhall be bleſſed in 
this World, and in the other.

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ſ them. Þ In *e moriiiig. this Inkdel found "Ig 
gardens deſtroyed to the v&F roots ; he Was 
extreamly perplexed , by reaſon of the expence 
he had made to plant them evenly; and he faid , 
Would to God I had not adored Idols: He ſhall tind 
none that is able to protect him at the day ot Judg- 
ment, but God, all protection and grace ifſucth 
from his divine bounty, and the end of the righ- 
teous ſhall be-happy. Speak unto theni this parable, 
The lite of the world is like unto rain fallen trom 
Heaven, that refreſhed and revived the hcrbs of 
the Earth, and in the morning were dry as chatt, 
carried away by the wind; God is omuipotent : 
Riches and Children are the ornaments of this 
lite, but good works are eternal , they are ac- 
ceptable to God , and give us hop? of his grace. 
Be thou mindful of the day when the mountains 
ſhall walk, and thou ſhalt ſee the Earth to be 
plain ; that day we aflenible the good and the 
wicked, and will not fail of my word to any per- 
ſon; that day ſhall the Intdels beſeech the Lord to 
ſave them, he ſhall ſay unto them, You came unto 
us naked ; as when we at hirlt created you, and ye 
believed on Earth , that there was no reſurrecti- 
on 3 Then ſhall he give to every one the Book, 
wherein thall be written the accompt of their tins ; 
Thou ſhalt ſee the wicked trembling with tear , 
laying, behold here our deliruction! What 1s there 
in this Book ? It containcth their venial and mor- 
tal tins , and detecteth their offences, they thall 
hnd the number ot their crimes betore their eyes: 
Thy Lord is unjuſt to none ; Remember thou 
that we commanded the Angels to proltrars them- 
ſelves before Adam , and that ory humbled 
themſelves , except the Devil , who was in the 
number of Angels , he dilobeyed his Lord ; uc- 
vertheleſls Adam and his polterity have v>cyed 
hum , 
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im : although » is their open enemy , *ahd 
_ particularly of the Infidels. Conſider ye not 
oo God created Heaven and Earth. and he made 
, and hath no fed to be aided of you ? Be 
how mindful of the day , when it thall be ſaid 
to Idolaters , Call upon your Idols that ye have 
worſhipped , for remiuhon of your {fins ; they 
{hall implore them , but none thall hear their 
prayers , we have rnined them ; the wicked ſhall 
behold the hre , into which they {hall fall . and 
tind none to ſave them. We taught men in 
the Alcovan , many parables, yet do the wicked 
abound in queſtion, aud diſpute too much 3 What 
hindreth men to beheve , "9d there 1s come to 
them a guide, to conduct them into the right way ? 
It they beg not pardon of God, what hapned to 
their predecefſors, and at Beder, ſhall befall them, 
they thall be viſibly puniſhed 3 I ſend Prophets 
only to anounce the joys of Paradiſe . and to 
preach the torments of Hell ; the unbelievers 
Ciſpute vainly , to obſcure the trath , they deride 
my Commandments , and the tire of Hell ; who 
1s 1NGre unjuſt than he who knoweth the 'Com- 
mandiments of his Lord, and diſobeyeth him, and 
forgetteth his paſt tins? We have dn their 
hzarts, they ſhall not underſtand the Scripture 3 
we have ſtopped their ears , they ſhall hear no- 
thing ; it thou calleſtthem to the right way, they 
ſhall not follow thee, thy Lord is gracious and 
merciful ; thould he chaſtiſe them aftes their de- 
merits , he ſhould forthwith deſtroy them , he 
tarrieth until the time that he hath promiſed to 
puniſh *them , and they ſhall tind none of pow- 
cr to protect them. We have deliroyed Cities, 
when their inhabitants have offended , and we 
prefixed the day of their ruine, Remember 
thou that Moſes faid to his ſervant , I will travel 
inceſlantly, 
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meet, although I travel an Age. When he came to 
that place , he and his ſervantforgot their fiſh, he 
had taken his way through the Sea : Having conti- 
nued their voyage ſome time, Moſes was an hun- 
gry , and: demanded ſomewhat to eat of his ſer- 
vant , who faid to him , Sawelt thou what hap- 
ned at the Rock ? I have forgotten onr tiſh, the 
Devil made me to forget it, he muraculey,!? 150k 
his way through the Sea; that Rock is the place 
which we ſeck : they both returned vn th:cix tteps, 
diſcourſing together , until they came to that 
Rock, where they found one of our icrvants, on 
whom we had conterred our graccs., and injpired 
knowledge ; Moſes {aid unto him , Permit me to 
tollow thee, that thou maylit teach me knowledge. 
and inſtruct me; He replied , Thou wilt not be 
able to abide patiently with me 3 How wilt chou 
patiently endure to hear a thing which none in 
the world ever knew ? Moſes (aid , Thou {halt 
hnd me exceeding patient, and 1 will noc dif- 
obey thee ; He an{wered, It thou follow me, cen- 
quire nothing of me, and hear only what I ſhall 
ſay to thee. They went together, and they betag 
In a boat, he brake a plank 3 Myſes ſaid ro him, Thou 
haſt broken this veſlel, to drown us, 1t 1s a firange 
thing ; He anſwered, Did not I tel! thee, that thou 
wilt not be able paticntly to abide with me? Moſes 
replied, Excuſe me, and afflict me not, I had for- 
gotten what thou didit enjoyn me ? T ncy went on 
together until they met with « child , whom he 
flew ; Moſes ſaid to him, Thou halt {lain an 1nno- 
cent, that hath not ſlain any one ; thou ha!t done 
a thing without reaſon, and that ougnt not to be 
approved : He anſwered, Did I not ſay, thoa wilt 
not be able patiently to abide with me ? Moſes laid 
to him.,Excuſe me this time alſo, it I demand _ 
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inceſſantly , until I ;fee a place where two ſeas. 
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elſe of thee, abandon .me. -, They continued theis 
way unto'a Village, where:theinhabitants refuſed 
them bread 'at that timethey found a wall ruined, 
which he raiſed again ; [Moſes {aid to him, Thou 
ſhouldit have been paycd for repairing this wall , 
if thou wouldſk : He an{wered, Now behold the 
place of our ſeparation, nevertheleſs I will explain 
to thee what thou wert impatient to learn. That 
boat belongeth to two poor men , who labour on 
the ſea to gain their ſubliſtence, I would have 
pierced it, to prefcrve it to thoſe poor men, -be- 
cauſe there was an Infidel Prince , who by force 
ſeized on the good veſlels for his ſervice. That In- 
fant which 1 flew was an Idolater, the ſon of a true 
believer , a righteous man z we feared he might 
cauſe his father to ſin, and ſeduce him into his 
cxror, and infidelity 3 the Lord through his good- 
ze{s would have him to be deſtroyed, to deliver his 
father from his malice. The wall appertaineth to 
tio infant Orphans of this City, there is under it 
a trcaſure that belongeth tothem , their father was 
a righteous man, God through his goodneſs wil- 
Icth that the treaſure be preſerved for them, until 
they attain to ycars of Diſcretion ; he likewiſe wil- 
led me to do what I have done: behold the expo- 
fition of what thou wert impatient to learn. If any 
one enquire of thee concerning Alexander the great, 
relate to them his Hiſtory: we gave him on earth 
what hedeſfired, he went as faras the Weſt, where 
he found a fountain guarded by a man , who 
faid to him, O Alexander! chaſtiſe men through 
the murther of cheir perſons, Bondage, and 
Ranſom ; he an{wercd, I will put to death unbe- 
hevers in this world , and the Lord {hall puniſh 
them 11 Hell, aud ic righteous ſhall enjoy the 
glory of tarediſc; } will ticll the wicked , that 
God hath given us what we have detired. After 
this, 
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this, he continugd. his- way uncl. he came to. 
place, where the Sun riſcth;z he found that it riſeth 
in a Counttey, where they. have nothing to ſhelter 
them from its heat, the thing. is ſo: we taught 4- 
lexander how to ſhelter himfelt; he followed his way, 
until he arrived between two Mountains, inhabited 
of a Nation that ſpake a Language which, he could 
hardly underſtand ; they ſaid to him, O- Alexander ! 
7agog, and Magog defile the Earth, canit thou put 

etween them and us an obſtacle, to hinder that 
they may not come to us? God , faid Alexander, 
hath not given me means to do it; but aflit 
me with your power, I will. put between them 
and you a l[trong ſeparation ; give me Iron that 
can cut Stones, that I may build betwixt the two 
Mountains, and that I may fortitie the way that 
divideth them; blow when the Iron tiriketh the 
Stones, to kindle fire, and pour on molten Braſs to 
joyn the Stones and Iron together ; if they come, 
they cannot pierce through the Mountains, neither 
find a way to come to you, this is a favour which 
God conferreth on you, his promiſes are infallible ; 
when the hour arriveth, he is true in what he pro- 
miſeth ; we will permit them to mix cach with 
other; we will afſemble all of them when theTrum- 
pet ſhall found; then we will open Hell to: the 
wicked, and to {uch as would neither ſee, nor hear 
the Alcoran ; Do they. imagin them that worſhip me 
to be their gods ? We have prepared Hell to punich 
them, Say unto them, ſhall I relate unto thee what 
{hall befal the damned ? Their works ſhall be un- 
profitable in this World, although they think to 
do well, good works are ynproiitable. to them that 
contemn the Commandments of. their Lord , 
and believe not in the Reſurre&ion ; (they ſhall 
not want ballance at the Day of Judgment 3 Hell.

I the name of God gracious and merciful, We 
have not given thee the Alcoran to torment 
thee, but to inſtruct therein the righteous. It 
was ſent thee by him that created the Heavens and 
the Earth; the merciful titteth on his Throne ;

calt that fiaff to the ground, behold a Serpent, it 
creepeth, take it, and be not afraid, I will cauſe 
it to return to its former condition ; draw back 
thine hand, and put it under thy arm, it ſhall be- 
come white and ſhining, without harm, and pain, 
it ſhall bea midſt certain fign of my Unity, I will 
give thee to ſee the miracles of my Omnipotency ; 
Go to Pharoab, he is in an exceeding great error, 
and ſeduced from the right way : Moſes {aid, Lord, 
rejoyce my heart, and facilitate my commiſſion, 
unlooſe the knot of my tongue, that they may un- 
derſiand my ſpeech: give me Aaron to athilt me 
in this bulineſs, thatI may praiſe thee, and high- 
ly exalt thy glory, thon only art our protector, 
God ſaid, Thy prayer is heard, we were favour- 
able to thee another time, when we inſpired 
thy mother to put thee into a coffer, and ex-

pole thee to the river of Nile; the water. drove 
thee to the ſhoxe, whence Pharoah took thee; 
I cauſed thee to be beloved of him, to have care of 
my people 3 when thy ſiſter ſought tidings of what 
was become of thee, ſhe faid , Who will guide 
us Where he is ? who will conduct us to him that 
keepeth him? we ſent thee back to thy mother, to 
ſtop her tears, and put an end to her affliction. 
Thou flewelt a man, we have deliver'd thee from 
the hands of thine enemies, and have approved thy 
perſeverance ; thou haſt continued ſome time with 


the inhabitants of Madan; atter this we ſent thee. 


to preach our Commandments; 1 have made 
choice of thee, go with thy brother to Pharoah, and 
liz not in ſpeaking of me, he 1s gone aſtray trom 
the right way; ſpeak to him both of you, with 
mildneſs , peradventure he will hearxen to you, 
and will fear the tire of hell ; they anſwered, Lord, 
We fear that he may torment, and riſe up againti 
us: he ſaid, Fear nothing, I will be with you, hear 
what he will ſay, conlider his actions; addreſs 
your ſe]ves to him, and ſay, Weare the Meſlcngcrs 
of the Omnipotent God ; diſmiſs with us the chi]- 
dren of Iſrael, and nod more torment them, we arc 
come hither by the Commandment of God, thy 
Lord. Salvation is for fuch as follow the right 
way.damnation for them that blaſpheme aganutt his 
Law, and depart from his Commandments ; Ph- 
roah (aid unto them, Who 1s your God ? Myc 
ſaid, My God is he that created the world, and 
guideth men into the right way. Pharoab {aid what 
law did your predeceſſors obſerve? what 1s bccomn.. 
of them? Moſes anſwered, God knoweth in wh: 
condition they are ;z nothing is con-ealed trom God, 
he extended the earth, and eftablithed the wavs ; 
he cauſeth rain to deſcend from heaven. and [3/3 
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keth toſpring forth the plants, hexbs, and Fruits 
which ye eat, ang that nouriſh your flocks. Theſe 
things are ſigns of his Omnipotency to them that 
underſtand them. We created you of carth, and 
to earth will we make you to retnrn, and will 
cauſe you 'to come out of it once againz we ſhewed 
miracles to Pharoah, but he was incredulous, con- 
temned them, and ſaid,O Moſes ! Art thou come to 
drive us out of our Dominions with thy Magick ? I 
will ſhew thee | Magick ike to thinezlet us meet at 
a place and day pretixed between thee and me, to

. come together 3 Moſes {aid unto him, Let us make 


choice of the day of your feaſt; it it ſeem good 
to you the people may aflemble at the Sun ri- 
ſing : After this diſcourſe, \Pharoab withdrew, re- 
colle&ted all his ſubtilties,and-at the day and. hour 
prefixed, came with his people to the place ap- 
pointed, where Moſes was, who ſaid unto them, 
Miſery is upon you, blaſpeme not againlt God, he 
will punith you, and deſtroy them that blaſpheme 
againlt him; The people of Pharoah differed in 
opinion what they ſhould do, kept their delign ſe- 
cret, and ſaid to Pharoah, Theſe two men are Ma- 
gicians, they would chaſe you from your Country, 
through ther Magick, and ſeduce -your ſubjects 
from your Religion ; recollect your ubtilties 
and power, and chule perſons capable to diſpate 
againſt them, this day ſhall be happy to him that 
{ha]l be. victorious. They ſaid to Moſes, Wilt thou 
firſt caſt thy ttaff on the ground, or ſhall we ours ? 
Their cords and faves aroſe againtt Moſes through 
their Magick ,, and crawled: Moſes ſpake low , 
between his teeth ; we ſaid unto him, Fear no- 
thing, thou ſhalt be victorious, calt thy ſtaff in thy 
right hand on the ground, it ſhall devour what 
they have done, it is * but witchcratt and ma- 
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magic, = prot neither Profit not Con- 
tent, Then fell :the Magicians: of Pharozh pro- 


ſtrate on the. ground F "og ſaid , We believe in 
the God of Aaron and Moſes 3 Pharoab {21d unto 
them, believe ye in him without my permitſion ? 
Moſes- is your maſter, I will cut off your right 
feet, and your left hands : ; or your left teet, and 
your right hands, and cauſe you to be hanged on 
Palm-trees , that ye may know who is the more 
ſevere in his chaſtiſements, I, or the God of Moſes ; 
they ſaid, the miracles that thou haſt ſcen, have 
they not touched thee ? He that created us, doth 
things which are not in thy power to perform 
thy power cxtendeth only in this World , we be- 
lieve in God our Lord, who will pardon our fins ; 
thou aft the cauſe that he abhorreth us with our 
magick , he is more powerful than thou, and 
Eternal ; Hell is prepared tor Inhdels, they ſhall 
hnd repoſe neither in their life nor death) if the 
righteous that {hall do good works, ſhall eternally 
enjoy the pleaſures of the gardens of Eden,wherein 
flow many delicious Rivers , ſuch is the reward 
of them that are purged from their fins, We 
{aid unto Moſes, Go out by Night with my People, 
and make them a drie Path through the Sea, tear 
not that thine Enemies may overtake thee, neither 
be afraid of being drowned, Pharoah thall follow 
them with hisTroops; I will overwhelm in the Sea, 
and will miſlead him with his People, he ſhall not 
tollow the right way. O Children of Iſrael ? 
We delivered you from your Enemies, and con- 
duced you towards the mountains of Sinai: We 
cauſed Manna and Qualles to deſcend upon you, 
and ſaid, Eat ye of the good things that we have 
given you, and be not ungrateful, otherwiſe my 
wrath thall fall upon you; he upon whom minz

mm Me Aledran of Mahomner 
bf God, and made the Figure of a Calf, the fai- 


reſt that I could 3- Moſes faid unto him , Go, ect 
thee from among us, thou ſhalt fly the preſence 
of men all the days of thy life ; thou ſhalt ſay unto 
them, Come not nigh me, touch me not, the time 


of thy puniſhment is appointed , thou ſhalt not 


eſcape it ; behold thy falſe god , behold the Calt 


which thou haſt adored, I will caufe it to burn, 
and will caft the aſhes thereof into the Sca; your 
God is one God. and there is none other God, but 
the God that knoweth all things : Thus dol relate 
to thee things paſt; we have ſent thee the 
Alcoran , {ſuch as ſhall abjure it, ſhall bear their 
burthen at the Day of Judgment, and be cternally 
tormented ; I will one day require an account of 
their burden, and will aſſemble them with all their 
ſubtilties ; when the Trumpet ſhall ſound, they 
ſhall demand of each other, how long they have 
continued in the World ? They {ſhall fay , That 
they have remained there but Ten days and Ten 
nights, I know all that they will ſay ; the mott 


prudent among them ſhall ſay, that they have 


been but one day. They ſhall enquire of thee 
.concerning the Mountains 3 Say unto them, God

of our Commandment, I found in him no per- 
ſeverance. Remember thou that we commanded 
the Angels to humble themſelves before him, they 
humbled themſelves, except the Devil, who re- 
fuſcd to do it, Remember that we ſaid, Adam, 
the Dcvil is thine encmy, and the enemy of thy 
Wite, he will endeavour to make you miſerable, 
to cauſe you both to go out of Paradiſe, where 
thou ſuffcreſt neither hunger nor thirſt, nor cold, 
ror hcat; the Devil tempted them, and ſaid, oh 
Ad.m! I will conduct thee to the Tree of Eterni- 
ty, a treaſure that ſhall never pcriſh ; they did 
Both cat of the truit of that Tree , then knew 
tncy their filthinels, and took the leaves of Trees 
© cover their nakedncls; Adam difobeyed his 
Lord, and became muſcrable , neverthcleſs he 
heard , and pardencd- him, and {hewed him 
the right ; he ſaid, dc{cend from Paradice, ye 
Encr:1cs of cach other , 1 will hercaftcr fend you 
a guide, he that fhall follow him, ſhall not err, 
and fthall be blcſicd; he that ſhall go altray, 
and will not bulieve in me, ſhall be miſcrable in the 
Werld , and blind' at the Day of Judgment; 
that Day ſhall he ſay, Lord , whcrefore hall 
thou made mc blind? I had good tight when I 
Was In the Werid : 1 did this day torger thee, 

as

as thou didfſt forget my Commandments ; thus do 
I intreat Infidels. The torments of the other 
World are more grievous than thoſe of the Earth, 
and of longer continuance ; do not unbelizvers 
tremble, when they conſider how many men upon 
Earth we have deſtroyed in palt Ages ? Their mi- 
ſery ſhall ſerve for example to them that are wilc ; 
had not thy Lord ſaid, that he will defer the pu- 
niſhment of the wicked until the tume appoint- 
ed, he had already deftroyed them. Be pati- 
ent, and endure their Diſcourſe , praiſe thy Lord 
before the Sun ariſe, before it ſetteth, an hour 
before Night, and at the end of Day thou {halt do 
a thing acceptable to him : The lite of the Worid 
is {weet to tempt you, but the Riches of thy 
Lord are better , and Eternal. Command th2 
People to make their prayers at the time appoint- 
ed, and be not impatient towards them ; I require 
no Riches of thee , I will enrich thee, and inthe 
end Paradiſe ſhall be for the Rightcous. I he unbe- 
lievers have ſaid, if Mabomet theweth not {ome Mi- 
racle from God; and knoweth not the expolition 
of the Books of ourPrcdecefſors,we will not bclicre 
in him; we before his coming deftroyed many 
wicked perſons,who ſaid, Lord, hadit thou ſent us 
a Prophet, we had obſerved thy Commandments, 
before we became infamous, and laden with 19- 
nominy 3 Say unto them, every one expect- 
eth his cnd 3 expect ye, and ye ſhall one day 
know them that tollow the right way, and have 
not erred.

TheChapter of the Prophets,containing anFun- 
dred and Twelve V erſe s, tpritten at Mecca, 


N the Name of God, Gracious and merciful, 
The Day approacheth wherein the People 
ſhall render an account of their actions, but 
they conſider it not, and depart from the 
Commandments of God ; if they hear them, 
they laugh, they underſtand them not, and keep 
ſecret their* evil intentions. Is not Mahomet a 
man like to you ? Will ye fay that he 1s a Ma- 
gician? You' ſee the contrary; God heareth 
whatſoever is ſpoken, both in Heaven and Earth, 
and knoweth all things. They ſay, certainly 
Mrhomet hath dreamed what he ſpeaketh, he'hath 
invented it, and is a Poet, we will not believe 
him, unleſs he ſhew ſome Miracle ; as did the 
Prophets that were before him. We have layed 
watte many Cities , becauſe . their inhabitants 
wcre incredulous 3 we ſent before thee but men _ 
who were inſpired of us; Enquire of them, to 
whom heretofore was given the knowledge of 
che written Law, if ye know it not; they were 
mcn that did ezt and drink, and were mor- 
tal, we effected what we promiſed to them, 
'e preſerved them with ſuch as believed, and de- 
firoyed the incredulous z we have ſent you a 
Book to inftra&t you , will ye underſtand it ? 
How many Inhdel Cities have we made defolate? 
How many new Pcople have we cſtablithed 1n 
their place? When they felt our punithment, 
they fled ; fiy not, and return to what hath de- 
lIiphted you, return into your houſes, fer- 
adventure ye will yet covet the Riches of the 
Farth;z thcy ſara, Miſcry is upon us, WC arc 
ECO

too blame3/ thus did they *talk, until they were 
deſtroyed. /We have ' not created Heaven and 
Earth, and whatſoever'is between them, to ſport 
with; had it been our will that they ſhould have 
ſcofted on 'Earth, they ſhould ſcoff likewiſe in 
Heaven: - On the contrary, I oppoſe the truth to 
falſchood , to confound it, and in cftet it doth 
confound it. Miſery ſhall be upon you, becauſe 
of your blaſphemics; whatſoever is in Heaven 
and Earth, is Gods ; the Angels are not aſhamed 
to worſhip him, they- praiſe him Day and Night, 
and exalt his glory without blaſphemy. The 
Infidels worſhip Gods made of Earth ; have 
they power to create any thing ? Were there in 
Heaven, and on Earth another God, they would 
not accord; praiſed be God, Lord of the Uni- 
verſe, what the Inhdels relate, is untrue. He 
asketh no counſel when he will do any thing, as 
do men; will they worſhip any other God but 
him ? Say unto them, produce your arguments, 
behold what we have to ſpeak unto you, behold 
our reaſons, and thoſe of - our predeceſſors; Cer- 
tainly, the greateſt part of them are ignoravt et 
the Trath, and go aſtray. We inſpired into all 
the Prophets which we ſent. that there was but 
one God that ought to be worſhivped, They {aid, 
believe ye that the Angels are the Sons of God ? 
Praiſed be God ; on- the contrary, they are his 
Creatures , . he - leveth them, they ſpeak not but 
after him, and obey what he commandeth them, 
he knoweth all their a&tions palt, and future 3 
they pray for no man but through his permit- 
fion , -and fear to diſpleaſe him. Who among 
them will ſay I am God, inltead of God? He 
thall be caſt headlong into the Fire of Hell ; 
thus do I intreat unbelievers. Know they not 
that the Heavens and the Farth was ſhut up®.

VVe Opec them, and gavye'life to every. thing, 
through the Rain whisi we made /to deſcend ; 
will they not” believe in :my unity ? Ve crea» 
tcd the Mountains to hinder the Earth to move, 
we made therein ways large and ſpagious for 
our Creatures, we covered it with the Hea- 
ven, and have exempted it from falling , ne- 
vertheleſs they depiſe our Commandments. It 
is the Lord: who created Day and Night, the 
Moon and the Sun, all things praifa and exalt 
him in Heaven; we created no Perſon. to dwell 
for cver on Earth; all men ſhall taſte of Death, 
I will prove: you with good and evil, and ye 
ſhall appear before me to, give account, of - your 
ations : The Inhdels ſcoft 'at you, when they 
{ce you ,, and ſay, behold them that deride our 
gods! They obey not the Commandments of 
God ; he created man of duſt , and ſhall ſhew 
you tne cttects of his 'Omnipotency 3 be not un- 
patient to fee the punithment of . the wicked , 
who ſay, when {hall be the: Day of : Judgment? 
Did they know it, . they. would . xemove the 
Fire from their backs and vitages; .; that Day 
{hall ſarprize them , it ſhall aftoniſh them;when 
they think leaſt of it 3 they-cannot retard:it; and 
jhall be deprived of protection. Certamly, they 
{corned the Prophets that were ſent: before 
thee, but they were punithed atter their deme- 
rits, Say unto them;, who hat . the merciful 
| God | preſerveth you Day and Night? Never- 
thelefs ye reject his Commandments 3 Have they 
any other God but me, that is able to fave 
them ? Lheir gods cannot defend theniſclves : I will 
not protect them , yet will I enrich them, as 
I enriched .their fathers, and will prolong 
their lite, to puniſh them on Earth; Know 
they not that their cliates diminiſh on L.. 
| {1des 
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ſides through thy Conqueſts ?- Is it ſo, that 
they are vitorious ? Say unto-them, I preach 
to you what God hath inſpired into me , but 
the deaf hear not when they areexhorted ; VVhen 
they are a little touched with the chaſtiſements of 
God, they ſay, oh miſery ! We are too blame, 
and are unjuſt; I will weigh their works at the 
Day of Judgment, that 1 may do injuſtice to 
no perſon, of the weightof a gram of Muſtard- 
feed; and will moſt exactly account, We gave 
to Moſes and Aaron the Book that Aifinguilherh 
good from evil, and commanded them to preach 
our Commandments to then that had our fear 
before their eyes.

He 1s impious 3 we 
heard it is a young man, named Abraham , who 
derideth them , bring him before the eyes of the 
_ People, perhaps they thall find witneffes of his 
actions They faid unto him, Oh Abraham ! I iS

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thou that haſt ſo abuſed our gods 3 he faid on the 
contrary, it is that great Idol; they enquired of 
each other if thoſe Idols ſpake , and if they had 
motion 3; afterwards they returned to thein(elyes, 
and ſaid to the People, Ye are too blame to adore 
thoſe Idols ; he threw them headlong againſt the 
ground, and they {aid, Oh Abraham ! Thou well 
knewelt that they ſpake not at all 3 he anſwer- 
ed, Why therefore do ye worſhip what can nei- 
ther benefit nor hurt you ? You defile your ſelves 
in adoring them inſtead of God. Do ye not know 
him? Then they faid, Burn Abraham, and let 
us defend our Gods, it ye are Righteous men; 
but we commanded the Fire to lole its heat, to 
preſerve Abraham ; they would have tormented 
him, and we deſtroyed them 3 we ſaved him, as 
we preſerved Lotz we conducted him into the 
Land of Bleſſing, gave him Iſaac, and Ja- 
cob, and the Children of their Children, Righte- 
ous men , and True believers, to inſtruct the 
People in the way of Salvation; we inſpired 
them to do good works, to pray at the time ap- 
pointed , to pay Tithes, and to worſhip us ; we

they may learn to live well. Conſider the Earth, 
dry, dead, and barren 3 when we ſhall cauſe Raiy 
to fall , it ſhall change the face, ſhall produc 
and nouriſh its fruits of all ſorts, fair, and pleaſing; 
Becauſe God is truth it ſelf, he raiſeth again thi 
dead, and is Omnipotent. There is no doubt but 
the Day of Judgment approacheth, and that Go 
will cauſe the dead to riſe again, There-be men 
that diſpute of God without knowledg, without 
reaſon, without authority, ,and go aſtray from thi 
way of his Law> they ſhall be full of ignominy and 
ſhame in this World , and ſhall feel in the other, 
the pains of Hell.

Gol 
hath ſent the Alcoran, as here:ofSre he ſent tl

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ments, clear and intelligible; it evideth into the 
right way whom it pleafeth him : He at the 
Day of Judgment ſhall jv4g the d:Ferences that 
are between the Faithful, and Inkgels 5 between 
the Samaritans, the Chriſtiags, and }dolaters; he 
is Omniſcient. Seeſt thou not that all that is in 
Heaven, and on Earth, the Sun, the Moon, the 
Stars, the Mountains, Trees, and Beaſts, adore 
him?

of the Earth, ſaid; he is a man, he cateth and 
drinketh like you, if ye obey not a man lik? to 
your ſelves, ſhall ye be deſtroyed ? Doth he pro- 
miſe you to return into the World, after having 
been bones and duft ? O abuſc! 'O abuſe! ye ore 
abuſed in what he promiſeth , he is a niun like 
\ others, he is a lyar , we will not believe him : 
That Apoſtle faid ; Lord , preferve me from 
their Blaſphemies, they ſhall repent fudden!y 
of their impicty ; then thunder ſurpriſzd chm, 
and deſtroyed them, as they deſcrved ; we mae 
the Land dry and barren without fruit, aud 
created other perſons in their place. Man cannor 
dic betore his hour, and none can retard it; we 
{ent our Apoſtles and our Prophets to 1n{iruct 
the People, but they were ſlain one after ano- 
ther, every Nation traduced the Prophet that 
we ſent them, and we made them ferve tor cx- 
amples to Poſterity, and defixoyed the wicked. 
We ſent Moſes and his Brother Aaron to Ph.troah, 
- and his Doctors, with our Miracles ; ard with 
moſt . intelligible reaſons; they aroſe againſt the 
Faith, they tormented the Children of Iſrael, 

_ and faid, ſhall we believe nm a man like to our 
{elves , of them that obcy us? They flandred 
both of them, and were m number of the dam- 
ned. fWe gave to Moſes the Book of the Law, 
peradventure it will guide the Children of J/- 
rael into the right way; we created Feſzrs, and 
Mary his Mother, they are figns of our Umty ;

The Chapter of the Alcoran, containing Se- 
venty and ſeven Perſes,wtitten at Mecca. 


N the Name of God, gracious and merciful : 
Praiſed be he that fent the Alcoran to his Scr- 
vant to inſtruct the World ; he is King of the 
| Hca- 
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Heavens and Earth ; he. hath no ys nor Com- 
panion i» his. Regn; he created and ordain- 
ed every thing. The Inhdels worſhip Gods 
that can create nothing, , and | are things 
created- 3 they can neither do them good 
nor evil, they can give neither Lite nor 
Death, neither cauſe them to riſe again. They 
ſay that the Alcoran is but a fable-of thine inven- 
tion, invented with the athſtance ot ſome other 
Perſon 3; but they lye and blaſpheme. They fay 
that it is but an old Song, and a fable of the An- 
clients that thou writelt, and that thou tiudielt 
Morning and Evening, Say unto them, It was 
ſent by him that knoweth all things in Heaven 
and Earth, altogether gracious and niercitul, 
They faid, Whois this Prophet ? He eatcth Bread 
and Meat, and walketh through the {ſtreets ; we 
will not believe him, unleſs that an Angel de- 
{cend from Heaven to preach to us with him 3 
unleſs that Angel enrich him, and that he have a 
Garden full of good and ſavory fruits; he is but 
a Wriard, orone poſſeſled of the Devil. Con- 
lider to what they compare thee ; ccrtainly they 
are in error, and cannot find. the right way. 
Praiſe and bleſs him that is able to bettow on 
thee a greater good, when it fhall ſecq good to 
thee, to wit, Gardens , wherein flow many Ri- 
vers, and Houſes of pleaſure, They have denycd. 
the certainty of Univerſal Judgment, and we 
have prepared the Fire of Hell to puniſh them 
wrath ſhall: carry them away with tcrrible crys : 
when they ſhall behold the place of the aflembly 
of Judgment z when they ſhall there appear, they 
ſhall be deſperate, and ſhall cry, O miſery! Cry 
not O miſery, cry O milerics ! (in the Plural ) 
Ask of them which is better, and more advan- 
tagcons, that, or Paradiſe, which is prepared for 
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the recompenicg. of the righteous, Where they 
ſhall dwell eterrally with all 'nianner of felicity ; 
this is it that God hath promiſed, iid that which 
was impetrated of his Divine Majeſty, (for them 
that have his fear before their eyes ) I will one 
day aſſemble Idolaters, with their Idols ; God 
{hall ſay unto them, you are they who have ſedu- 
ced my creatures from the right way 3 they ſhall 
ſay, praiſed be thy Name 3 we ought to have wor- 
{hipped none but thy Divine Majeſty; but the wealth 
that thou gaveſt to our Magiſtrates, and their life, 
which thou didſt prolong, cauſed them to forget 
thy Commandments ; they were pernicious men.,in 
that they abjured thy Law, they cannot this day. - 
be exempt from the puniſhment of our crimes, net- 
ther protect us againſt thy wrath The Idolaters 
ſhall be rigorouſly puniſhed ; the Prophets that we 
ſent before thee, did eat Bread and Meat ., and 
walked through the ſireets; we prove them one 
after another : Perſevere, God beholdeth them that 
are patient, Thoſe that believe not in the Reſur- 
re&tion, have faid, The Angels are not deſcended 
from Heaven, we have not ſeen God; they are 
become proud, and are fallen into an exceeding 
great error , but the wicked ſhall one day be with- 
out comfort ; wheht they ſee the Angels, they ſhall 
cry, help, help! We will ſet before their eyes all the 
fins that they have committed ; the good works 
which they ſhall think to have done, ſhall be like 
to duſt, which the wind carryeth away; and the 
bleſſed ſhall enjoy a moſt certain good, they ſhall 
hear of nothing but what contenteth them. When 
the Heaven and the Air ſhall divide themſelves, and 
the Angels ſhall defcend, then ſhall the truth ap- 
pear, and the merciful ſhall Reign ; that day ſhall 
be tedious to Intidels, they ſhall bite their fin- 
gcrs, and fay, would to God I had wer 
tne 
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the Prophet and his Apoſile ! Oh miſery ! would 
to God HF rate] amity with ſuch an 
Inhdel, he ſeduced me from the right way, he 
hindred me to believe in the Alcoran which God 
ſent; certainly the Devil hath tempted men. 
Then ſhall the Prophet ſay , Lord, ſuch as have 
followed me, have obeyed what is written in the 
Alcoran, and the Infidels have rejected it. We 
have appointed an enemy among, the wicked, to 
every Prophet of them that were before thee, but 
it ſuthceth thee that God guideth and prote&eth 
thee. The Infidels have demanded, it the Alco- 
ran Was {ent all at once ; I have ſo done to con- 
firm the truth in thy heart, I have ſent it piece by 
piece, they ſhall not ſhew thee any thing like unto 
it ; I have inſtructed thee in the Truth, clear and 
intelligible; the incredulous ſhall be contined in 
the Fire of Hell, and be moſt miſerable. Cer- 
tainly, We gave to Myſes the Book of the Law, 
we ſent with him his Brother Aaron to atlift him, 
and faid unto them, Go both of you, preach un- 
to Inhdels, we will deſtroy them, unleſs they be 
converted. When the People of Noah deſpiſcd our 
Commandment, we drowned them, and made 
them ſerve for example to Poſterity , and pre- 
yy great torments for the impious. Remem- 

er Aad, Temod, and thoſe that dwelt nigh unto 
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the Well, a long time after them we {pake to | 


them in Parables, and defiroyed them. Oh ye 
wicked ! conlider the miſery of the City , upon 
which fell that miſchievous Rain, that deftroycd 
them, becauſe the Inhabitants believed not in the 
Reſurrection. When the Inhdels ſaw thee ap- 
pear, they derided thee, and faid, This Prophet 
would ſeduce us, and make us to abandon our God ; 
we had paticnce, and deferred our punithment : 


They ſhall know at the Day of Judgment them 
; a thx

that have beenTeduced.; Haſt thou conſidered the 
action of him that ſpake of his God after his fan- 
talie ? 'Wert thou his Tutor, to hinder him to 
ſpeak? Doſt thou believe that the greateſt part of

{reakeſt torhem? They are like Beaſts, and worſe; 
Scett thou how thy Lord ſheddeth the Roſe? Were 


1t his will, it ſhould be permanent , the Sun 


kath cauſed it to melt, and attradeth it gently 
to himſelf. He it is that created the Night for 


repoſe, and the Day for labour. He it 1s that 


f{endcth the Winds by his ſpecial grace, he maketh 


Rain to deſcend from Heaven, to refreſh the 


Earth, to give it life, to water the beaſts, and 
for the contentment of men ; we have divided it 
among them, that they may be mindful of our 
grace, nevertheleſs, the greateſt part of them are 
ungrateful. - Had we fo pleaſed, we had ſent to 
every City a preacher, to preach unto the Inha- 
bitants the Torments of Hell; obey not Inhdels, 
preach to them frequently what 1s written in the 
Alcoran. Tt is God that hath ſweetned the water of 
Ezpbrates. that joyned the two Seas,that made them 
Salt, and put between them a ſeparation, to hin- 
der them to mix: He created Man and Woman of 
2 little water, to increaſe and multiply together z 
thy Loxd can -do whatſoever him pleaſeth, yet 
do the Infidels adore what can 'neither- benefit nor 
hurt them, and afſilt the devil their malter to 
tempt the world ; We ſent thee only to preach 
the torments of hell, and to proclaim the joys of 
Paradiſe : Say unto them, Ircquire not of you re- 
ward for my preaching, he that ſhall be accepta- 
ble toGod, will follow the way of his Law: Praiſe 
and exalt thy Lord, truſt in him, he knoweth all 
the ſins of nicen ; che created the heavens, and the 
earth ia lix days, and (itteth-on his Throne; a

They were Nine perſons in the City that deiiled 
the Earth, and did vo good ; they ſaid among 
then, Let us this Night kill the Prophet, and his 
adherents : We will lay to them that ſeck him. 
That we ſaw him not. ncither them that flew 
him 3 and will {wear that we ſpeak truth ; They 
were cunning, but we were more {ubtil than they, 
and they knew it not, Conſider what was the 
iſae of their {tratagems ; we dettroyed them with 
their followersz and their Houſes ae become de- 
{art, becauſe of their impiety. This ſhall ſcrve tor 


example to them that have knowledg, of our Om- 


nipotency': We ferved the Prophet, and all the 
True believers that were with him. Remember 
thou the Hittory of Lot, who {aid to his Citizens, 
Will ye alway dehile your {elves in uncleannefs, in 
each others view? Will ye love men more than 
women ? Ye arc ignorant. They replycd ,, Let 
ns drive Lot and his Family out of our City; 
they deiile not themſclves like us. We pre- 
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ſerved him, with all his Family, except his Wife ; 
ſhe remained. among, them that were chaſtiſed, 
We caufed- it to Rain upon them, a Rain that gave 
them to know the ſeverity of our chaſtiſements. 
Say unto them, Praifed be God , that dettroyeth 
the wicked, and Salvation to all thoſe who he 
hath choſen ; are t 1ey not more happy, than ſuch 
as believe there are many Gods ? Who created the 
Heavens and the Earth? Whocauſcd Rain to fall 
from Heaven? \Vho hath made many delicious 
Gardens to bring forth? You have not the 
power to cauſe the plants to ſpring forth, with- 
out the alliſtance of God. Certainly unbelievers 
do err from the right way. Who hata ettabliſhed 
the Earth.and made the Rivers to tiow ? Who hath 
made heavy the Mountains ? Who but God hath 
put ſeparation that is between Seas? The greatelt 
part of the World know it not. - Who rendreth 
men miſcrable ? Who delivereth them from af- 
fiction when they invoke him? Whohati cauſed 
you to multiply, and leave your Polterity on 
Earth, but God ? Neverthelcis icw men give him 
thanks. Who guideth in the darkneſs of the 
Earth and Seca? Who but God ſendeth the 
Winds, the forerunners of Rain ? He 15 molt high, 
and moſt powerful, but the wicked will not cor- 
ſider the eftc&s of his Omnipotency. Who tormeth 
men? Who maketh them to live, die, and riſe 
224in 2 Who enricheth them with the Wealth of 
Heaven, and of Earth, but God ? Say unto 
them, produce your reaſons, bring your argu- 
ments, if what ye alledg be true; ſay unto them, 
None but God knoweth what is in Heaven and 
Earth , no man knoweth the future, preſent and 
patt z do men know theday of the Reſurrection ? 
Contraxiwiſc they doubt, and are blind. The 
wicked have ſaid , What ? we ſhall be duſt, as

| ed my Commandments : Elias is in the rumber of 
' my Prophets and Apoſtles ; he {1d unto the peo- 
| ple, wherefore fear ye not God ? wherefore wor- 
| ſhip ye the Idol Balan, and forlake the Creator of 


the world? God is your Lord, and the Lord of 


- your predeceffors ; they traduced Him, and were 


condemned to the hre of hell, cxcept ſuch among 


| them as obeyed my Commandments, We lett his 
| memory happy to poſterity ; thus I reward the 
' righteous ; he was in the number of them that 0- 
 beved my Commandments. Lot was in the number 
of my Prophets and Apoſtles : Remember thou, 


how we 'delivercd him and his family trom evident 
peril, except his wite, who remained among them 
that were chaſtiſed ; having ſaved hin,we deltroy- 
& the wicked ; they ſaw in the morning the toot- 
fieps of the ruin that betell them the night betore ; 
will ye not underſtand this miracle ? fons was 1N 
thenumbcr of the Prophcts, Renicmbcr thou, that 
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he fled in a Ship, and was the cauſe of evil to the 
Sailors, he was {wallowed of a Whale; had he not 
repented of his fault, he ſhould have continued in 
the belly of that Fiſh until the day of Judgment; 
we caſt him on the ſhore extremely feeble, we co* 
vered him with leaves of Filbert, and {ent him to 
preach to more than an hundred thouſand perſons, 
that we reconverted; whoſe deceaſe we deferred 
until the time appointed. The Infidels have de- 
manded if thy Lord hath daughters, as they have 
ſons ? did we create the Angels male and female 
in their preſence ? They lye, when they fay, that 
God hath a ſon ; hath he deſired to have daugh- 
ters rather than ſons ? how can you thus blaſ- 
pheme? Conſider ye not that he is God alone, 
without children ? have ye any reaſon or autho- 
rity to ſpeak in this manner? bring your argu- 
ments, produce your reaſon, if ye are true. The 
Intdels have ſaid, that the Angels were of the 
lineage of God, but the Angels well know that 
the Infidels ſhall be damned, becauſe of their blaſ- 
phemies. Praiſed be God, he hath neither ſon nor 
daughter, other than the righteous that worſhip 
him, and obey his Commandments. You, with 
your Idols cannot eſcap2 the puniſhment of your 
{ms, ye ſhall be condemned to the fire of hell. 
There is none among the Angels that knoweth not 
his place, and his order in Paradiſe, to praiſe and 
worſhip his Divine Majeſty. If the Intidels ſay,we 
obſerve the Religion of our Predeceſſors, we arc 
in the right way ; Say unto them, that if they 
believe not in the Alcoran, they ſhall in fine know 
their incredulity., We have promiſed prote- 
ction to believers, and Prophets , they ſhall be 
protected and victorious 3 depart for a time 
trom the wicked, conſider how God pu- 
nitheth them , they {hall feel the puniſhmen!

Reader, Mahomet intituled this Chapter with the 
| Tetter named in the Arabique Alphabet, Slad, which 
' ſignifieth in this place, Slidk, that is to ſay, Truth, See 
' the Gloſs of Gelaldin, Kitab el tenoir. They have in- 
' tituled it the Chapter of Truth. 


JN the name of God, gracious and merciiul. 1 
| ®* ſwear by the Alceran, that this Book teacheth 
' the way of Salvation; nevertheleſs, the Inhdcls rc- 
fiſt the Faith,and are among themſclvcs of a dittcr- 
| ent opinion. How many have we dcltroyed in 
times paſt, that were like unto them ? They cri- 
ed, and requircd ſuccors, but they were no lon- 
ger to be ſuccored. The Inhdels wonder, that a 
man like themſelves ſhould be {cnt to inliruct 
them : they ſay, T hat he is a Magician,anc a lyar, 
to preach one {ole God.lc is a [irange thing ! Þ heir 
Do@ors torlook their Aſſemblies, they went to 
preach through the City, and faid, Pcriilt to adore 
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your Gods ; we abjure'the belief. of the ynity of 
God, the laſt Sect did not preach it 3 it 1s an evi. 
dent lye.Was Mahomet choſen among us to receive 
alone the Alcoran deſcended from Heavea ? Cer- 
tainly they doubt the Alcoran, they ſhall know the 
truth, when they ſhall be in the fire of Hell. Have 
they in their power the Treaſures of the mercy of 
thy Lord, omnipotent and bountiful ? Poſſcls they 
the Kingdom of the Heavens and Earth,and what- 
ſoever is betwixt them ? If it be ſo, Ict them al- 
cend into Heaven with their forces ; afſuredly, 
they ſhall be ſhamefully beaten in all places. The 
wicked heretofore defamed Noah. Aad. Pharoah,the 
maker of Charms and Temod, the Inhabitants of 
the City of Lot ; thoſe that dwelt in the Foreſt, 
and their companions, traduced the Prophets, and 
were puniſhed after their demerits ; neverthelefs, 
the Inhdcls conlider not that they ſhall be chaſtifed, 
when the trumpet ſhall found at the day of Judg- 
ment, and that they thall no more return on carth 
to be converted. They ſay in ſcorn, Lord give us 
to ſee the Book of the Accompt of our {1ns, before 
the day of Judgment. Pcrſevere, and be patient, 
be not troubled at their diſcourſe.,and call to mind 
our ſervant David, {tout and zealous i my Law ; 
the Mountains and the Birds praiſed me with him ; 
they afſembled in his preſence, and obeyed him ; 
we gave force to his reign, and endued him with 
knowledg, and eloquence. Halt thou learnt Davids 
quarrel, when they hindred him to enter into the 
Temple? and how he feared his enemies ? When 
they centred towards him, they {aid unto him, Be 
not atraid, we have a diſpute among, us, judg our 
difterence with cquity.and teach us the right way. 
This man is my brother, he hath fourſcore and 
nineteen theep : I had but one, which he hath 


Taviſhcd from me, becauſe he was ttronger than I, 
David 
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David faid; He hath done thee wrong, art thou 

troubled for one Ew ? The greateſt part of men 

aroſe againſt their neighbour, except ſuch as bc- 

ſieve in the Law of God, and obſerve his Com- 

mandments, which are few in number. Then 

David knew that we had tried him, he implorcd 

pacdon of his fin, he humbled himſelf, worſhip- 

ped us, and was converted. We gave him pardon 

of his fault, we drew him ncar unto us, and lodg- 

ed him in a place of content. I {aid unto him, O 

David ! we have eſtabliſhed thee on Earth, to de- 

termine the differences that ſhall ariſe among the 

people, follow not thine own appetite, it will ſe- 

duce thee from the way of Salvation ; ſuch as ſhall 

err from my Law, ſhall ſuffer grievous pains at the 

day of Judgment. We have not in vain created 

the Heaven, and the Earth, as the wicked athrm ; 

miſery ſhall befal them, they ſhall be caſt headlong 

and burnt in the fire of Hell. Shall I alike entreat 

the believers, and unbelievers ? the righteous and 

' the wicked ? This Book ! we have ſent it to thee, 

' and bleſſed it, to the end the people may medi- 

| tate the myſteries thereof 3 and the wile reap ad- 

' vantage for their ſalvation. We gave Solomon to 

| our ſervant David, he was extreamly zealous in 

* our ſervice. Remember that horſes, ready and vi- 

| Lorous, were preſented to him about evening, 3 

that he forgot to make his prayer at the hour of 

| Veſpers; and faid, What? Have I prcterred the 

love of the wealth of the Earth, to the remem- 

\ brance of God, even until the Sunſct ? He cauſed 

them to be led back again, and facriticed ſome of 

them (for expiation of his fault.) He cauſcd their 

legs and necks to be cut off. We tried Solomon, WC See Tefjir 

cauſed a ſuppolititious perſon to fit on his Throne, anf Foahir 

and afterwards rettorcd him to his dominions. He in Tur- 

laid, Lord, give me thy mercy, give me ſo happy kiſh 
a ICLyn, 
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a reign, that the like hath not been ſeen ; thou 
art liberal towards thy creatures. We made ſub-. 
je& to him the winds, which blowed at his com- 
mand, where it pleaſed him. We made the Devils 
ſubject to him ; ſome built his Palaces, others di- 
ved into the Seas to bring him Pearls, and others 
were bound and chained to attend his commands; 
he retained and diſmiſſed whom he liſted, with 
rendring an accompt. We drew him near unto us, 
and lodged him in a place of content. Remember 
our ſervant Fob, that he prayed to his Lord, and 
{faid, That the Devil had heaped miſery and aitli- 
tion upon him. It was ſaid unto him, Strike the 
Earth with thy foot ; thou ſhalt {ce water ſpring 
forth to waſh thee, and to drink : We reſtored to 
him his children, and his riches, through our ſpe- 
cial grace, to be an example to poſterity. It was 
{aid unto him, when his wife would have made 
him to murmur, Take rods in thine hand, {ſirike 
thy wife, ard {werve not from what thou haſt 
promiſed, We found him patient, and zealous in 
obedience to our Commandments. Remember our 
ſervant Abraham, Iſaac, ben afſeftionate and 
zealous in our Law ; we faved , and choſe them 
among, the righteous. Such as have my tear before 
their eyes, ſhall enjoy the delights of the Garden 
of Eden ; where they ſhall repoſe upon moſt glori- 
ous beds; they ſhall there have all ſorts of fruits, 
and delicious drink ; and their wives {hall not look 
O11 any but on them. Behold, what is promuſed- to 
them at the day of Judgment, and theſe pleaſures

Say unto them, It is the guide of Be- 
licvcrs, and a remedy to their Ignorance, Infidels 
have deaf ears, they are blind, and hear not, as 
thoſe that are called too far off : Certainly, we 
gave the Book and the Law to Moſes. Unbelievers. 
doubt, but it thy Lord: had not ſaid, That he 
would defer their puniſhment until the day of 
fudgment, he had already chaſtifed them in this 
world, becauſe they doubt of the truth. Whoſo- 
ever ſhall do good, ſhall find good ; and the evil 
that a man committeth, ſhall be againſt him, Thy 
Lord doth- no injuſtice to' his Creatures : None 
but he knoweth the day of Judgment ; no fruit 
nor flower ſpringeth- out of the Earth, and wo- 
man neither conceiveth, nor bringeth forth, but 
by his permiſſion. Be thou mindful of the day 
that thy Lord ſhall call Idolaters, and demand of 
them, where be their Idols ? They ſhall ſay, Lord, 
we acknowledg thy Unity ; none of us will here- 


after adore thoſe falſe gods. They that worſhipped

Man 
never ceaſeth to require riches, and is troubled 
when evil befalleth him ; it we give him good af- 
ter his affliction, he ſaith, that he foreſaw it, and 
hath no thought of the coming of the day of 
Judgment z if he be converted, thy Lord open- 
eh to him the- Gate of Paradiſe, I will make 
the wicked to know their wickedneſs, and will 
moſt ſeverely puniſh them 3 when we beſtow 
wealth on man, he tolloweth his Tdolatry and his 
linz and when he 1s touched in affliction, he a- 
boundeth in prayer : Say unto them, know ye not 
that the Alcoran proceedeth from God ? neverthe- 
lels ye have renounced it.; who is more umpious 
than he that impugneth the known truth ? I will 
cauſe them to ſee my Miracles, even to the utmotlt 
parts of Heaven and Earth, and in their own per- - 
ſons, to the end they may know the truth of the 
Alcoran.

JN the Name of God, gracious and merciful, 

God hath heard the ſpeech of her that diſputed 
with thee, concerning the action of her Husband ; 
ſhe exhibited to him her complaints, he heareth 
all your diſcourſes, he heareth and ſceth all. No 
perſon among you ſhall ſwear never to touch his 
Wife no more than his Mother; your wives are 
not your mothers; your Mothers are thoſe that 
conceived and brought you forth 3 they that ſpeak 
in that manner, ſpeak uncivilly, but God is gracious 
and merciful, He that ſhall have ſworn to touch 
no more his Wife, and ſhall deſire (afterwards) 
to know her, ſhall give liberty to a Slave, for fa- 
tisfaction of his Oath, before he touch her; this 
15 commanded you, God knowcth all your actions : 
if he have not the power to free a Slave, he ſhall 
faſt two Months together, before touching her ; 
it he cannot faſt, he (hall give to Fifty poor : Thus 
ought ye to do, it ye believe in God and his Pro- 
pact, God fo appointed it, and hath prepared great 
torments for them that *tranſ{greſs his Command- 
ments. They that ſhall diſobey him and the Pro- 
phet, ſhall be covered with ſhame and ignominy, 
2s were their Predeceſſors in impiety z God hath 
- 
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ſent his Commandments on Earth, thoſe who 
ſhall rejet them, ſhall be ſeverely tormented at 
the day that he ſhall revive them, he ſhall declare 
to them all that they have done, he hath kept ac- 
count, and they have forgotten it, he ſeeth all. 
Seelt thou not that all that is in the Beaven and 
Earth is Gods ? It ye be Three ſecretly met toge- 
ther, he is the Fourth; if ye be Five, he is the 
Sixth if ye be more or leſs, he is always with 
you whereſoever you are, He thall relate to men 
at the Day of Judgment all that they have done, 
he knoweth all things. Seeſt thou not the actions 
of them to whom private meetings were prohibi- 
ted? They return to their fin, and do what was 
forbidden them ; they aſſemble ſecretly with malice 
to confpire againſt t.:ce, and todiſobey thee ; and 
when they come towards thee, they fay, that 
thou hatt ſpoken things that God hath not inſpired 
thee to utter; they know in their Souls that God 
will chaſtiſe them for their diſcourſe, and that they 
all ſhall go into Hell, where their Rendezvous is: 
Oh ye that believe ! make no private meetings to 
offend God. to conſpire againſt his Prophet, and 
to diſobey him 3 aſlemble ye to perform acts of 
Virtue, and to ſerve God; have his fear betore 
your eyes, ye ſhall once appear before his Divine 
Majeſty to be judged. Private aſſemblies proceed 
from the Devil, tor the affliction of the Righteous : 
He bringeth no evil upon them, but through 
God's permiſſion; and all believers ought to re- 
fign themſelves to his Divine Will. O ye that be- 
lieve! when ye {hall be afſembled with your Pro- 
phet, and are entreatcd to inlarge your fclves, in- 
large ye your {clves, God ſhall large to you his 
grace. When ye are vid torife.riſe, God ſhall raiſe 
up all the True behevers that are among, you, and 
place tae learned ſome degrees above vihcrs, he 
KNOW 
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knoweth*your afions. ' O ye that believe! when 
ye ſhall be diſpoſed to deliver any ſecret to the
